Blustery weather and addi¬ 
tional snowfall this weekend 
kept the Department of Public 
Works crew busy clearing streets 
but the years’ tally of snowfall 
doesn’t yet threaten town cof¬ 
fers, say officials. 

Several hefty snowstorms 
brought snow removal equip¬ 
ment and crews out in Decem¬ 
ber, and January went out with a

fma) burst of snow. Total snow¬ 
fall on Jan. 31 covered streets ir 
several inches of soft powder, 
according to DPW estimates. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer said an annual snow 
budget of $191,000 gives the town 
ample Ainds to cover the snow 
fall to date and, barring any 
major storms, should cover the 
remainder of the winter. Howev¬ 
er, weekend storms can strain 
the best of budgets, “When it 
snows on the weekend such as 


this past storm, the workers get 
double-time," said Maurer. 

“Out of a total of 191,000 
budgeted, we've used $85,000 for 
personnel and other expenses 
such as sand and chemicals, 
which leaves some $106,000 for 
the rest of the winter,” said DPW 
Business Manager Mark LaF- 
leur. One of the items which has 
helped the DPW keep costs 
down, says LaFleur, is the fact

Winchester is expecting a $1.2 mil¬ 
lion revenue increase In next year’s 
budget but will still have to trim 
proposed department budgets that 
have come in more than $800,000 
over estimated revenues. 

In a presentation to the Board of 
Selectmen at its Feb. 2, Town Mana¬ 
ger W. Chadwick Maurer said total 
estimated revenues for Fiscal Year 
1094 are $33,027,000, butthe requests 
for spend ing total $33,862,703. Maur¬

Cig tax takes a chunk 
out of local businesses

The Winchester Players offer play¬ 
wright Tim Stoppard’s ’’The Real 
Inspector Hound”, a murder mystery 
Riled with slapstick and satire this 
week to local audiences. 

Like Other Stoppard plays, 
“Hound” deals with a play within a 
play. The stage play is a British mur¬ 
der mystery, but the main theme of 
Stoppard’s play is carried out by two 
theater critics who watch and com¬ 
ment on the play. In the end, Stop¬ 
pard is satirizing both the whodunit 
genre and theatre critics. 

Stoppard, who was employed as a 
critic before he made his mark as a 


playwright, with cleverness and pre¬ 
cision, satirizes play critics and. indi¬ 
rectly, other chroniclers of life. One 
of the many themes in the play 
involves critics Birdboot (Wally 
Gagel) and Moon (Jerry Kaplan) dis¬ 
cussing the wall of separation 
between critics and those they cover. 
When Kaplan talks about falling in 
love with an actress he is reviewing, 
it seems especially relevant in 1993 
when some of the public feel bet¬ 
rayed by the relationship between 
the media and the politicians they 
cover. 

Stoppard’s accurate lines and 
actions lampooning critics are mas¬ 
terfully executed by Gagle, a 
Winchester resident Both Gagle and 


Kaplan. Rom their pretentiousness 
and arrogance, pontificating about 
symbolism in a play that is trite, 
down to their Rdgeting in their seats 
are superb. At times it seems they’re 
more preoccupied with their own 
lives than with what’s going on on the 
stage. 

The murder mystery is a comical 
parody of the British mystery with 
endless twists (a madman threatens 
to kill the inhabitant of the manor 
who threaten to kill each other who 
are being reviewed by a critic who is 
dreaming of killing another more 
popular critic). On the surface the 
plot is hackneyed — characters are

One month into the new year, local 
store owners and employees say it 
may be too early to measure the 
effect the state’s new cigarette tax 
has had on business, but they con¬ 
cede it is inevitably driving some cus¬ 
tomers away. 

Holly Hart, a manager at Cumber¬ 
land Farms on Washington Street, 
said people are noticeably upset by 
the price increase. "Sales liave gone 
down, and people are buying more 
generic cigarettes,” said Hart. "Peo¬ 
ple have said they were going to quit 
or make the trip to New Hampshire." 

The 25-cent tobacco tax, passed in 
the November elections, went into 
effecl Jan. 1. The money from the tax 
is slated to go toward an anti¬ 
smoking campaign, and it is hoped 
that this tax will encourage smokers 
to quit because of the price increase. 

An employee at the White Hen 
Pantry, who asked to remain 
anonymous, said there was a dcRnite 


drop-off in sales, but he added that 
most of the customers will probably 
be back. 

"People are more in shockoverthe 
price initially, but I think they’ll 
adjust,” said the employee. “They 
(the consumer) always have,” citing 
previous price increases in cigaret¬ 
tes that people eventually adjusted 
to as evidence. 

The clerk said that if someone 
wants a pack of cigarettes bad 
enough, they’ll buy one regardless of 
the price. "If someone is driving 
along and they see a convenience 
store, they’ll pull in if they want a 
pack (of cigarettes)," said the White 
Hen clerk. 

The clerk added that the tax may 
stop some younger people from pick¬ 
ing up the habiL “In general. I’d say 
yes... It might stop the younger peo¬ 
ple from buying them,” said the 
employee. "It’s probably the best 
thing about this tax. It could prevent 
them from developing a bad habil 
while they’re still yoiing."

To\vn counsel calls 
lawsuit waste of time

Town Counsel Wade Welch 
denounced as frivolous and 
unfounded a law suit filed by the 
town of Arlington against Winchester 
over water fees. 

Arlington filed suit in Middlesex 
Superior Court in December seeking 
$91,000 in fees for 428 Winchester 
households that use water ft'om 
Arlington. The houses include the 
residents of Hutchinson Road, Sky¬ 
line Drive, and Dunster Lane. 

Welch denied that Winchester 
owed any money to Arlington, saying 
that the Massachusetts Water 
Resource AuthoriW (MWRA) charges 
municipalities by population, so 
Winchester has been paying the 
MWRA for those households since 
the mid-SOs. “They're billing us for 
services they don’t supply," said 
Welch. “There may be a certain oper¬ 
ating and maintenance fee that Isn’t 
covered by the MWRA that we’re 
willing to discuss, but they’re not 
willing to talk to us; they just want to 
sue us.” 

Welch said he has no idea on what 
Arlington is basing its law suit "I 
don’t know where they got their num¬ 
bers. Are they saying they’ve paid the 
MWRA for these houses?" said 
Welch. 

Arlington Town CounselJohn Mah¬ 
er conceded that the MWRA is charg¬ 
ing Winchester and not Arlington for 
those houses, but he said a contract, 
datingbackto the 1950s, which states 
Winchester will pay Arlington for ven.’ 


water used by those houses, was still 
effective. “There were paying reli¬ 
giously and in 1985 stopped pay¬ 
ments,” said Maher. 

Welch said he thought the suit was 
“much ado about nothing” and 
hoped Arlington and Winchester 
could sit down with a representative 
of the MWRA to determine who is 
paying for the water being used. 
“We’re just wasting time, energy and 
money on this legal suit,” said Welch. 
Maher said that he sees little chance 
for reaching a compromise, “it’s Ihir- 
ly certain it will proceed to court for 
resolution,” said Maher. 

The area of town under discussion 
lays on the Arlington town line. It is 
fed by Arlington water because 
Winchester’s water would have to be 
pumped up in a complex procedure 
whereas Arlington’s water can be 
supplied on a gravity-fed system. 

In the 1950s, when the Metropoli¬ 
tan District Commission (MDC) over¬ 
saw the area water, Arlington and 
Winchester had an agreement that 
Winchester would pay for their 
households that used Arlington 
water. In the mid-80s, when the fee 
formula was changed fkom consump¬ 
tion to population, Winchester 
stopped paying Arlington, Welch 
said. Welch said the town heard 
nothing from Arlington until it 
received a bill in March of 1992. 

"There was an oversite in the bill¬ 
ing. No bills went out (between 1985 
and 1992),” Maher conceded, but he 
added, “Just because there was no 
bills doesn’t mean they are forgi- 


House fire starts

The itchii^ and scratching of winter skin

Jennifer White is a public reialions 
specialist from Winchester Hospital. 

This time of year, when the humid¬ 
ity goes down and the thermostat 
goes up — the moisture goes out. You 
find yourseif itching and scratching, 
trying to find relief for chapped and 
scaling hands and face. Your skin is 
letting you know it's the dead of 
winter. 

Caused by repeated exposure to 
the cold, turning the heat up high, 
and not maintaining sufficient 
humidity in the home or office, this 
common winter condition is known 
to dermatologists as asteatotic ecze¬ 
ma, or "winter itch.” During the 
winter, the air literally pulls water 
from your skin, making water loss up 
to 75 times normal. 

According to Robert O’Brien, M.D.,

"Stay away from frequent bathing 
or showering — bathe no more than 
once a day," says Dr. O’Brien. "Try to 
cut down on the length of bathing as 
well. To avoid frirther irritation to 
skin, use a mild soap or cleansing 
lotion,” he adds. 

On those especially cold mornings, 
a hot shower may seem like the per¬ 
fect way to start the day. However, 
Dr. O’Brien advises bathing in warm 
to tepid water, as hot water can 
aggravate the itchiness of dry skin. 
Adding oil to bath water can be parti¬ 
cularly effective in hydrating the 
skin. 

"After bathing, pat yourself dry 
instead of rubbing. The most impor¬ 
tant thing after that is to apply a 
lubricating cream or lotion to seal

O’Brien explains that iubricant 
creams restore lost moisture in the 
body. They also act as a barrier to 
further water loss. He adds, “If 
you’re planning a trip up north to ski 
country where the air is especially 
dry, you may want to step up the use 
of moisturizers and decrease the fre¬ 
quency of showering. Keep moistur¬ 
izing hand and lip creams with you 
and reapply them frequently during 
the day.” 

Though there’s an impulse to crank 
tffe heat when the winter winds are 
blustering, O’Brien says, “It’s better 
for your skin to keep the thermostat 
at the lowest possible temperature, 
while still remaining comfortable." 
He also recommends the use of 
humidifiers, especially for the elder¬ 
ly who are more susceptible to dry 
skin.

Although much of the itchiness and 
dryness is normal this time of year, 
there are also dermatological disor¬ 
ders that need to be seen by a physi¬ 
cian. How do you know if your prob¬ 
lem is more than common winter dry 
skin? When the simple measures 
O’Brien suggests are not taking the 
itching away and the skin is fissured 
and inflamed, then it’s worth having 
a doctor take a look. "Sometimes pre¬ 
scription medicated creams are 
necessary to reduce the inflamma¬ 
tion," he adds. Without proper treat¬ 
ment, the winter itch can not only be 
irritating, but painful, and possibly 
lead to infection. 

Though probably the best cure for 
winter dry skin is to move to a tropi¬ 
cal island, most of us New Englan¬ 
ders will simply have to wait out the 
weather and look forward to spring 
which is, hopeftiliy, right around the 
corner.

Public scrutiny 

W e’ve listened to the community’s response to 
our coverage of the racial incident which 
occurred in January at the high school. Some 
people called to say we’d done a great job; 
others weren’t quite sure and insisted that 
the entire incident had been blown out of proportion. 

For those who feel the need to be convinced, we thought 
the students we quoted offered eloquent testimony to the 
racism that has been, at the very least, a small part of 
their experience at Winchester High School. 

For countless residents, it seems the microscope pro¬ 
vided a close scrutiny of the town which proved painful. 
However, adhering to this newspaper’s philosophy not to 
shy away from touchy subjects, we followed our instincts: 

From the woman who insisted there couldn’t have been 
close to 300 people at the candellight vigil because we 
didn’t squeeze them all in our front page photograph; we 
hear denial. 

From the people who expressed embarrassment over the 
entire incident and invited us to forget it or downplay it; 
we hear denial. 

From the angry people who said one individual does not 
a community make; we hear denial. 

And finally, from the person who decorated the entire 
front page of the Winchester Star (Pravda) and told us to 
keep our politically correct trash out of his home; we hear 
denial. 

This anonymous letter writer further buttressed his com¬ 
ments by labeling us anti-Christian due to an article on 
Hannukah which ran in the Dec. 20 Star. 

We firmly believe that a full public airing of the incident 
benefits everyone.

On the Square

Winchester has always been a 
pedestrian sort of town with the 
exception of the outlying hill district 

In 1910, unless you were well to do 

- or kept a rig, access to the shops in 
the Square was either on foot or by 
the electric cars which serves 
Winchester. 

There isn't much left now of the 
1910 Winchester square beside the 
Brown and Stanton Block, the White 
Block, the original savings bank, the 
Cullen Block, Hawes Livery Stable 
and the Town Hall. Truncated ver¬ 
sions of Lyceum Hail and the White 
Buildingremainbutwould hardly be 
recognizable to 1910 eyes. 

Most buildings downtown were 
still of wood frame construction and 
much of that was residential slock. A 
leisurely stroll down Thompson 
Street in 1910 revealed 4 two-family 
homes and 6 single-family dwellings 

— and on Purrington Place, which 
was situated about where Winches¬ 
ter Terrace is located today, three 
single-family buildings were home to 
numerous working class families. 

Four wood frame houses on ML 
Vernon Street (then Pleasant Street) 
were to come down in 1914 to clear 
the site for the present fire and 
police building — while directly 


opposite the smart rigs for Winches¬ 
ter's devout Methodists stood each 
Sunday awaiting the finish of 
services. 

In 1910, directly behind the 
Methodist Church, the Winchester 
Laundry building arose on the banks 
of Mill Pond. It was to be Winches¬ 
ter's only “skyscraper" until the 
advent of Stetson Hall in 1929. 

The period was transitional in 
many respects. There was a combina¬ 
tion of oil lamps, arc lights and incan¬ 
descent fixtures lighting the down¬ 
town streets — and though the motor 
car was seen more frequently, there 
was still a big horse trough at the 
base of a hugh elm tree outside the 
Brown and Stanton Block. 

By 1912 a Knox Chemical Engine 
became the first motorized piece of 
equipment at Winchester Fire 
Department — although it had to be 
squeezed into a dilapidated engine 
house on Winchesler Place. 

No trip to town would have been 
complete in 1910 without a stop at 
Young and Brown's for a sarsaparil¬ 
la, to rest weary feet, and some 
entertainment. 

Young and Brown's (now Winches¬ 
ter Drug) featured an amazing 
mechanical wonder called Encore 
Automatic Banjo. Housed in a magni-

—That an 18-inch high airport ash¬ 
tray makes a perfect sandbox for a 
toddler to sculpt in. 

-That flight attendants, like sol¬ 
diers, know how to use a break in the 
action.

It appears that the Canada 
geese may have town officials on 
the run, according to a presenta¬ 
tion to the Board of Selectmen 
by an ad hoc committee to study 
the situation. Joshua Alper told 
the selectmen that there were 
numerous methods of dealing 
with the geese, but most were 
time-consuming, expensive, and 
oiTered only short-term solu¬ 
tions. Alper said a solution was 
necessary because the birds car¬ 
ry diseases, ruin vegetation, 
leave “ubiquitous quantities of 
feces" around town, and can be 
violent “There have been a few 
incidents where geese have 
become quite aggressive, either 
swarming or attacking adults 
and children," said Alper. Alper 
said the geese have the potential 
to carry Eastern Equine Ence- 
phalitis, Glardia, and 
Salmonella. 


Alper said the only guaranteed 
solution is to euthanize the 
geese, estimated at 200, but a 
permit is needed fhom the feder¬ 
al Department of Agriculture, 
which is reluctant to grant such 
permits. The department, Alper 
said, requires a good faith effort 
by a town that other methods 
have been tried before depreda¬ 
tion is used. For the time being, 
the selectmen decided to put up 
a chicken wire fence at Wedge 
Pond to keep the geese off Elliot 
Park and a fbnee at Mill Pond to 
keep the geese away fVom Town 
Hall. The selectmen will also 
request that police officers give 
out the fines for people who feed 
the geese. Alpqr said police are 
needed to enforce the regulation 
“no matter how minor or dis- 
tasteftil it might seem to them." 
Other methods are under con¬ 
sideration such as turning dogs 
loose on the geese, having DPW 
workers scare them off by chas¬ 
ing them with sheets, and egg¬ 
shaking. The complex method of 
egg-shaking, recommended by 
the government before the step 
of euthanizing, consists of taking 
a goose’s egg while the goose is 
away fhom her nest and destroy¬ 
ing the egg. If the eggs are visibly 
destroyed, the goose will lay 
more eggs, so the egg must be 
destroyed by drilling a small 
hole in the egg and then filling it 
with wax. Alper said this method 
takes at least six years.

freedom once, myself. 

I remember that I found it quite 
exhilarating, but rather frightening, 
too, especially there under the big 
dark tree by the water hole, with Old 
Man Durland's enormous black and 
white cows staring at me through the 
fragile fence, shaking their huge 
heads up and down and making their 
mouths go from side to side as 
though they were chewing up some¬ 
thing real good — like a little boy, 
maybe! 

The road was awhil narrow at that 
dark and shady place and It took me 
a long time to sidle past that forbid¬ 
ding, black, wet and muddy spot. But 
I persevered and finally made it 
alive. Oh, courage is a wonderlbl 
thing! If only we had more of it, 
oilener! 

The way it all came about was this. 
I finally got fed up with being 
pushed around by women. There 
were just too damn many females in 
my life. I couldn't take it any more, 
so I ran away. I took off, right 
straight down the road, and I still 
think that if it had not been for the 
delay caused by Durland’s cows, I 
would have made it. On the other 
hand, maybe it was my legs, they 
were just not long enough, and they 
were pretty badly burned, too! 

At any rate I had got shut of the 
cows by calling their bluff, and at 
last I was making real progress. I 
shuffled along at a great rate, my 
bare feet slipping and sliding down 
to the bottoms of the dust-fllled 
wagon ruts, the hot, fine sand sifting 
between my toes in the most delight- 
itil way. 

Everything on that stifling hot 
summer day was so still. The lush 
bushes grew up close on both sides 


of the road, spread out over their 
tops were the wild grape vines, their 
broad, spade-shaped leaves white 
with a layer of summer dust. Little 
green twirlers, like forked snake 
tongues, stuck out from the vines, 
forever reaching for you, it seemed, 
if ever you got close. 

I was way down beyond the big 
bend now. They would never find 
me. You couldn’t see this far from 
the house. I had it made! I must have 
been almost a half-mile from home 
when 1 was apprehended. Of a sud¬ 
den, my frantic mother came rushing 
up behind me, all out of breath, and 
before I knew it she was upon me. I 
can tell you now that it was indeed a 
humiliating experience to be run 
down and captured by an adult 
wearing skirts. 

I still feel some of the mortifiCB- 
lion that I felt then. But there was no 
help for it I was captured and 
brought home, with the huge dark 
anvil of a summer thunderstorm 
forming overhead. My short burst of 
freedom was over and I never did 
recapture it 

No, I just never did manage to get 
quite free again, and the women 
have dominated me ever since, in 
one way or another. Oh, to be sure 
there have been advantages: cool 
milk from the cellar for one thing, 
and a warm sponging to get the dust 
off, for another. Clean sheets to 
sleep on, and dream of freedom, and 
so forth. But the real ardor, the 
excitement the glamour, the adven¬ 
ture, the very stuff of which the good 
life is supposed to be made, these 
were gone forever. 

I never did learn much more about 
this sort of stuff Instead, I learned 
words and their meanings — words 
like school, work, weeds, chickens,

The Winchester High School facul¬ 
ty wholeheartedly endorses the 
Multicultural Policy (Policy 1065) of 
the Winchester Public Schools, 
which reads as follows:

Ed bill could bring $140K

By a 126-27 vote, the Massac luisctLs 
House passed a bill on Jan. 29 that 
calls for an additional $361 million 
for the slate’s schools. Winchester’s 
share is $140,000 or $50 a student. 
The education bill is based on a 
seven-year schedule that includes 
increased education spending, 
reaching $248,000 for Winchester by 
the year 2000. 

However, finding the money to 
fund the bill may be a problem, 
Already, Go\. William Weld has 
proposed a Fiscal Year 1994 budget 
that does not include the $361 mil¬ 
lion. "The governor seems to have 
bought into education reform, but he 
is shaky on the finances," Casey told 
the School Committee at a recent 
meeting. 

Also. Casey said that in a caucus, 
Rep. Thomas Fitineran, chairman of 


the House Ways and Means Commit¬ 
tee. told the House Democrats that 
he couldn’t "guarantee the next few 
years because wc might be broke." 

The bill passed by the House docs 
not include any lax increase to fund 
the measure. There is a measure in 
the House bill, referred to on Beacon 
Hill as the "weasel clause", which 
slates that if the stale can not provide 
the Rinding called for in the bill, the 
municipalities would not have to 
abide by the other measures of the 
bill. 

At one point this clause mandated 
that the sales tax would automatical¬ 
ly increase one cent to provide the 
funding if the state could not find it 
elsewhere. That section iwas 
removed before passage, but Casey 
said, "It might come back and revisit 
us in the Senate." Sen. Charles Shan¬ 
non said a sales lax might find sup-

port at the State House. “That might 
fly if you can earmark it (for educa¬ 
tion)," said Shannon. 

School ofTicials told the legislators 
that they desperately need the 
money, noting that they would be in a 
crisis situation this year if they 
hadn't received the additional 
$289,100 last August. "We have a 
simple request: get us money," 
School Committee member Jerilyn 
Hcinold told Winchester’s slate 
legislators. 

Other proposed changes could 
affect the authority of Winchester’s 
School Committee. Most of the areas 
relating to school committees were 
watered down or removed from the 
House bill, but they could be 
reinserted in the Senate, There is 
some discussion on changing the 
School Committee’s power, which 
currently approves hiring, firing, 
granting tenure, and ratifying con¬ 
tracts. "As a School Committee mem¬ 
ber, I may not like that; as a Town 
Meeting member, I don’t think that’s 
bad," said School Committee Chair¬ 
man Mark Lombardi. 

The bill also includes a foundation 
formula that states that each city and 
town will eventually have to spend at 
least $5,600 per child. Winchester, at 
$ 5,600 per child, is not currently 
affected. 

The bill also asks for more accoun¬ 
tability f^om students and teachers. 
Students must pass a proficiency test 
before advancing certain grades and 
graduating. Tenure would be repe¬ 
aled for teachers and they would 
have to be recertified every five 
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years. 

There would also be a statewide 
core curriculum for students and an 
early education plan for teachers. 

There has much publicity about 
the complexity and size ofthe educa¬ 
tion bill. At the School Commlltec 
meeting, Casey and Shannon said 
changes were being made continu¬ 
ously to the 120-pagc bill and the 
landing formulas were difficult to 
decipher. “You have to be a hiero¬ 
glyphics expert lo understand it," 
said Shannon. 

“I have yet to find a rep who can 
explain it to me,” said Casey. 

Alone point in the School Commit¬ 
tee meeting, member Edward 
O’Connell read a section of the bill 
and asked, “What docs this mean, 
Paul? What docs this mean, 
Charlie?” 

The school choice program is not a 
part of the bill passed by the House, 
but it is reported that mandatory 
school choice may take on life in the 
state Senate. School choice is a pet 
project of Senate President William 
Bulger. 

Several town officials, including 
Casey, Lombardi, and O'Connell, 
have voiced interest in school 
choice, depending on the specifics. 
Casey said he wished school choice 
had been discussed more in the 
House bill, but he added he would 
not support school choice that cir¬ 
cumvents the approval of local 
authority. Bulger will probably not 
get Shannon's support in a Senate 
vote. "I think, at the present time, it's 
going to destroy the public school 
system,” Shannon told the School 
Committee. 

The House’s bill is scheduled lo be 
taken up by the stale Senate next 
week. If an education bill is passed 
by the Senate, a compromise bill will 
be worked out by a conference com¬ 
mittee. From there it goes back lo 
both houses of the state Legislature 
for an up or down vote.

that no outside contractors are 
used for plowing. “We haven’t 
hired outside contractors in a 
couple of years,” he said. 

The most recent storm kept 
crews busy over the weekend 
and prompted school ofTicials to 
call school oiTon Monday, Feb. 1. 

DPW business manager Mark 
LaFleur said 29 inches have fal¬ 
len to date as compared to 8 
inches by this time last winter. 

According to DPW statistics, a 
total of 16 inches fell last year.

ment requests are a result of pent-up 
frustration from several lean Tiscal 
years. However, Maurer cautioned 
that the departments can’t "make up 
all the ground overnight.” 

One of the largest budget gaps — 
almost $600,000 — in is in the educa¬ 
tion budget The School Committee 
has asked for an increase of 1.4 mil¬ 
lion over last year’s budget School 
Committee Chairman Mark Lombar¬ 
di has defended the increase, saying 
it represents a level-service budget. 
Lombardi asked that the selectmen 
consider recertifying free cash to 
cover the shortfall. At a recent 
School Committee meeting, Lombar¬ 
di criticized the selectmen for not 
providing leadership and direction 
in the budget process. 

In a memo to the selectmen, Maur¬ 
er discouraged using the Ibee cash 
I option, saying it was a “quick fix 
accounting gimmick” that will 
“cause major problems in subse¬ 
quent years.” Maurer compared it to 
the budget methods that account for 
the mammoth deficits in 
Washington. 

Board of Selectmen Chairman 
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Thomas Schmitt said the selectmen 
and the School Committee will con¬ 
tinue to meet In the next several 
weeks to attempt to close the gap. 
Schmitt said he felt a compromise 
will be reached that will consist of 
the School Department making some 
cuts and the town finding a way to 
provide some more revenue for the 
School Department budget 

Despite these disagreements, 
Maurer is calling this budget one of 
the most optimistic in years. “This is 
the first year in the past four years 
that I have submitted a budget in 
which we arc not making a recom¬ 
mendation or suggestion in a reduc¬ 
tion of personnel through layoflk or 
attrition,” said Maurer. 

Maurer is also recommending that 
there be no additional personnel in 
FY94. This is one ofthe main points 
of contention between the town man¬ 
ager and the School Department, 
which is requesting five new employ¬ 
ees — a curriculum director and four 
new teachers. Acting Superinten¬ 
dent Robert Fitzgerald said that with 
increased enrollment, the additional 
teachers will keep the teacher- 
student ratio the same next year. 

The Clerk’s Ofllce and the Libraiy 
Trustees have also made requests for 
additional personnel that are not in 
the town manager’s budget 

Next year’s budget does Include 
provisions for 4.5 percent salary 
increases for town employees. Maur¬ 
er based the number on the increase 
given in FY93 to the teachers by the 
School Committee. 

The total town FY94 budget esti¬ 
mate is $33,027,000, a $1.2 million 
increase over last year. The town 
manager has recommended that the 
municipal budget be increased from 
9,650,923 to 10,187,000 and the School 
Department be increased from 
$13,526,525 to $14,405,000. 

Maurer said the estimated 
revenues could change and “tradi¬ 
tionally shift” between February’s 
estimates and Spring Town Meeting. 
Maurer said he is expecting local aid 
to be slightly more than Fiscal Year 
1993’s $2.3 million but added that 
"our experience is we can’t count on 
the state for anything until a vote is 
taken." 

According to Winchester’s Home 
Rule Charter, the budget will be 
handed over to the Finance Commit¬ 
tee and Board of Selectmen on Feb. 
15. Spring Town Meeting makes all 
final appropriation decisions.

“It is too close to the tax going into 
effect to see if anything has changed 
to measure its effect," said Paul 
Capodanno, manager of The Milk 
and Bread Store on Main Street. 
Capodanno said it will take 2-3 
months to see if there has been a 
drop-olfin sales. “There hasn’t been 
a lot of comments fr-om the customer 
about the tax,” said Capodanno. 

Capodanno said that wholesalers 
are probably the best indicator to see 
if there has been any decrease in 
sales, but they won't be seeing any 
numbers for a while. 

Capodanno also pointed out that 
the prices are dictated by the state, 
so retailers can only lower their 
prices to a certain point 

“Cigarettes are bought by retailers 
at prices set by the state that the 
wholesaler can sell them at,” said 
Capodanno. 

Capodanno, a Winchester resi¬ 
dent, added that because many peo¬ 
ple make New Year’s resolutions to 
quit smoking It is difftcultto measure 
exactly how much decreased cigaret¬ 
te sales are directly related to the tax 
increase.

Bortman announces candidacy 
for School Committee 



1511 Bortman of West Chardon Road 
lias announced his candidacy for the 
one School Committee seat that is to 
bo filled in this year’s town election, 

Bortman has lived in Winchester 
since 1967, and has been active in 
town affairs over the years. He 
served as a member and as chairman 
of the Finance Committee in the ear¬ 
ly 1980s, when the town first began to 
feel the impact of Proposition 2W. 
His responsibilities while on the Fin- 
Com included overseeing the school 
budget and negotiating labor con¬ 
tracts with the teachers and 
custodians. 

Bortman believes that a very sig¬ 
nificant part of the current crisis 
with the school budget stems Ihom 
the lack of constructive communica¬ 
tion between the School Committee 
and the other major town bodies, the 
Finance Committee and the select¬ 
men. One of his primaiy objectives, if 
he is elected, would be to build the 



necessary bridges — or actually to 
rebuild the bridges that used to exist 
— to promote a sense of common 
interest among these groups. 

"There is no reason for a chairman 
of our School Committee to be find¬ 
ing fault with the selectmen for lack 
of leadership,” Bortman recently 
told a group of voters. “We need lead¬ 
ership at the School Committee to 
show that we have a sense of direc¬ 
tion, that we want to improve our 
educational system, not cut it back 
any ibrther. 'The School Committee 
should be working with the other 
boards, and with other groups in 
town, on a continuing basis, acting as 
champions for our schools. The 
chairman of the School Committee 
should not be blaming others for not 
cooperating, and should not be writ¬ 
ing letters to the Selectmen decrying 
a lack of leadership - it is clear that 
the leadership vacuum is closer to 
home,” he said.

Learning to use 
the public access catalog 
lesson eight: A Few Final 
Words 


This is the last of the lessons on how to use the Public Access Catalog at the 
Winchester Public Library. For many people this is the only lime that they 
use a computer, so here are some final tips to help people become accus¬ 
tomed to using It: 

1. A search is complete when a user has item-level information. This is the 
information on the individual copies of the book or other material, and 
includes the call number, location and status. Keep narrowing down the 
search by selecting a line number and the return key, until this information 
is gotten. 

2. Until one is familiar with the system, one should be sure to read all of the 
instructions on the screen. Many of are used to reading or listening only for 
the information that we judge to be important or relevant. The computer 
display does not lend itself to this kind of emphasis. Sometimes one can miss 
the information needed to perform a search the screen isn't read thoroughly. 

3. When entering a person's name as an author or subject, type in the last 
name first. Leave a space between the names; for example: “Hemingway 
Ernest.” 

4. Check spelling when typing in a search element. The computer is u nable 
to understand misspelled words. If one is unsure of the last part of a word, 
and the word is long, try leaving off the end. This is known as truncation. 

5. Sometimes a typed term will not be in the database. Sometimes this 
response will appear: "Your search for an (author, title or subject) did not 
locate any (authors, titles or subjects) in the database. This means that the 
computer did not find anything that matches the search. The material 
requested may not be owned by any of the Minuteman Libraries, or a word 
may have been misspelled. Try something else or ask a reference librarian 
for help. 

6. Use a light touch. The keyboard is sensitive. If one presses a key too 
hard, it is read as if the key has been pressed several limes in a row. 

7. Ask for help. The reference department staff is always ready to answer 
questions or give instruction, 

8. Don’t give up. Use of the catalog may seem unfamiliar when one starts to 
use it, but it is really not difficult to learn, and has many advantages. Users 
should give themselves a chance to learn it.

When Elvis, the Turk, a 1,000-point 
scorer and the fourth grade chorus 
from Belmont’s Winn Brook Elemen¬ 
tary School showed up at Belmont 
High School last Friday night, the 
Winchester High basketball teams 
should have gone home.

The Marauders, whose 
only losses have come at the hands of 
first-place Wakefield (twice) and 
second-place Lexington, coasted to 
the victory as the crowd warmed for 
the main event of the evening. 

Senior forwards Kim McBride and 
Tara Williams each scored 16 points, 
despite playing just half the game. 
Winchester was led by Jenna DeSi¬ 
mone, with eight points, and Jenn 
Russo and Amanda Armstrong, who 
scored six apiece. 

“We wanted to come out early and 
do it, and we did," said Gleason. “It’s 
nine coming off a tough loss at 
Wakefield.” 

Winchester coach Joe DiSarcina, 
who had his best Inside player, 
junior center Esme Baker, on the 
bench due to tonsilitis, wasn’t sur¬ 
prised by the outcome.

Freshman leads Chieftain defensemen in scoring after getting confidence boost fiom team

The only difficulty Winchester's 
Len Nolan experienced in making 
the jump to the next level was gain¬ 
ing a little confidence.

Nolan, a flreshman defenseman on 
the Stonehill College hockey team, 
became the Chieftain's top-scoring 
blueliner with a two-goal, one-assist 
effort In an 8-5 Stonehill win over 
Wentworth last Saturday. 

Considering that Nolan appeared 


nervous about his chances of even 
making the varsity squad just a few 
months ago, his ascension towards 
the top of the team's defensive corps 
is remarkable.

According to Peter Powers, Stone- 
hill's second-year head coach, 
Nolan’s play has improved markedly.

Herman E. Erikson 

INVENTOR 

Herman E. Erikson, retired scien¬ 
tific engineer and inventor, died 
Monday, Jan. 25 in Beverly Hospital. 
He was 70. 

Born in Somerville to immigrant 
parents from Finland, Mr. Erikson 
graduated in 1939 from Medford 
High School. He later attended Bos¬ 
ton University, the Massachusetts 
Institute of Technology and Tufts 
University. 

During the Depression Mr. Erikson 
took up various odd jobs. Though he 
received a scholarship to Upsala Col¬ 
lege, he chose to work folding shoe 
linings to help his father. 


Discharged from the military dur¬ 
ing World War 11 for health reasons, 
he worked with his father making 
binnacles for Liberty Ships. He also 
joined forces with a German scien¬ 
tist, with whom he formed the begin¬ 
nings of the Strategic Defense Initia¬ 
tives, later known as Star Wars. 

Mr. Erikson had developed a pro¬ 
totype for the sun compass, which 
helped keep shipwrecked people 
afloat, and was asked to join TuRs 
University in developing quartz crys¬ 
tals to control radio frequency for 
communications. 

He invented the edge-lit exit signs 
in hotels and hospitals, as well as the 
flashing light displays that count 
radioactive events. In addition, 
while working at the Tracerlab, Mr. 
Erikson was in charge of pocket elec¬ 
troscopes for people working in the 
automatic energy field. 

In 1941, he became a senior engi¬ 
neer at Polaroid, where he was 
responsible for all military projects. 
Mr. Erikson also worked on all mili¬ 
tary film projects, and was involved 
with such organizations as the Bos¬ 
ton Museum of Science. 

He had worked on developing a 
better mammography table, which 
was later used at the New England 
Baptist Hospital. In addition, he 
created a radiographic film that was 
used in surgery on Parkinson 
patients. 

Having retired in 1982, Mr. Erikson 
worked in 1991 on creating a game 
for the development of language, 
numerical and perception skills for 
children. The game has been trans¬ 
lated into Russian. 

He spent the past two years as CEO 
of the Our Game Co. in Storrs, Conn. 

A resident of Winchester for 35 
years, Mr. Erikson was a former 
member of the Winchester Masonic 
Lodge. He and his wife had sum¬ 
mered in Puerto Rico, and moved 
live years ago to Danvers. 

He leaves his wife, Doris V. (Gales) 
Erikson; his daughters, Gayle A. 
Erikson of Storrs, Conn., and Wendy 
E. Erikson of Danvers; his son, Bruce 
A. Erikson of Beverly; his sisters, 
Ethel Hilberbrandt of Fort Meyers, 
Fla., and Enid Makris of Yarmouth- 
port; his brothers, Erik E. Erikson of 
Reading, Herbert Erikson of Water- 
town and Bemdt M. Erikson Jr. of 
West Medford; eight grandchildren;

Irad B. Hardy Jr. 

PHYSICIAN 

Irad B. Hardy Jr., a retired Walth¬ 
am physician, died Thursday, Jan. 
28. He was 80. 

Born in Gloucester, Dr. Hardy 
moved to Waltham when his father, 
Rev. Irad Hardy, was named pastor 
of the First Baptist Church of Walth¬ 
am, He attended Waltham High 
School, where he was an All- 


Scholastic Football Star and member 
of the graduating class of 192B. In 
addition, Dr. Hardy had played 
tackle on the Centennial Football 
Team, and was one of the original 
members of the Waltham High 
School Football Hall of Fame. 

In 1933, he graduated from Har¬ 
vard University, where he achieved 
All-American status and was 
inducted into the Varsity Club Hall ol 
Fame. Five years later, he graduated 
from Harvard Medical School. 

After graduation. Dr. Hardy joined 
the service, serving In World War II 
as a U.S. Navy doctor assigned to the 
Fourth Marine Division artillery. 
For his help In saving the lives of 50 
marines, whose landing craft cap¬ 
sized during an assault of the Mar¬ 
shall Islands, he received the Navy 
and Marine Corps Medal. As noted in 
the citation signed by Admiral Ches¬ 
ter W. Nimitz, “Although narrowly 
escaping death himself, Lt. Hardy 
repeatedly swam through the surf 
pulling injured and dazed men to a 
channel marker.” 

Dr. Hardy also earned a Bronze 
Star Medal for “fearlessness and efrl- 
ciericy when setting up a medical sta¬ 
tion on the beach at Saipan during an 
invasion. In the face of heavy Japan¬ 
ese gunfire when his battalion land¬ 
ed on the beach, Lt. Com. Hardy sel 
up his medical station and adminis¬ 
tered first aid to casualties of his own 
and surrounding units. By his 
prompt action and professional skill, 
he saved many lives that otherwise 
might have been lost,” a citation 
noted. 

After the war. Dr. Hardy spent five 
years at Massachusetts General Hos¬ 
pital. He then returned to Waltham 
to work in his hometown, while also 
teach at Harvard Medical School. 

Dr. Hardy worked from 1951 until 
retiring in 1982 as a surgeon at the

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What you should know about motor oil 


By Norm Hudecki 
The shelves of auto-parls and 
discount stores are lined with 
products — some effective and 
some not — that are aimed at the 
car owner's desire for high 
performance, long eng'ine life and 
trouble-free motoring. 

Car owners ean be confused by 
the constant wooing of manufactur¬ 
ers, if the mail I receive is any indi¬ 
cation. Each week, I get a number 
of questions about the effective¬ 
ness of engine-oil supplements. 
These products, priced at $18 to 
$25 per quart, claim to add a pro¬ 
tective coating on engine parts that 
enhances performance and prev¬ 
ents wear. 

My response to these questions 
is simple: Quality engine oils leave 
the manufacturer with all the addi¬ 
tives needed to provide peak per¬ 
formance. When those additives 
become burdened with dirt and 
other contaminants, usually at 
three months or 3,000 miles, the 
oil should be changed. 

These quality motor oils are test¬ 
ed rigorously to ensure that they 
will perform In your engine. While 
they are well-marketed, supple- 
menul additives simply are not 
necessary. In fact, they can upset 
the delicate balance of additives in 


your motor oil and, in some cases, 
may affect the validity of your car's 
warranty. 

Here are some other reader 
questions from the mailbag: 

I have a 1977 Dodge motor 
home wldi 80,000 miles and a 
360 engine, which occasionally 
gives off a little smoke. Should 
I switch to another type of 
motor oil? 

R.L., Lakewood, Colo. 

Those smoke signals your motor 
home is sending may be caused by 
either fuel or engine oil. GeneraUy, 
blue smoke is from oil and black 
smoke is from gasoline. 

If the problem is fuel-related, I 
would suggest you try adding 
IVoil Fuel Injector Cleaner or a 
similar cleaner to your fuel system. 
This supplement, poured into the 
gas tank, will help to clean the fuel- 
intake system without harming cat¬ 
alytic converters and oxygen 
sensors. 

If your engine is consuming oil, 
an overhaul may loom in your 
future, especially with the mileage 
you have on your vehicle. You may 
be able to fend off this expensive 
procedure for a while by using a 
heavier viscosity oil, such as 20W- 
50. 


Does altitude have any effect 
on the performance of motor 
oil? Because I live In a high- 
aititude area, should I use any 
certain type of oil? 

L.K., Denver, Colo. 

Lubrication requirements are not 
affected by altitude. A more 
important consideration in your 
area of the country is ambient 
temperature. 

To get your car through those 
frigid Rocky Mountain winters, I’d 
suggest a multi-viscosity oil, such 
as a 5W-30. As always, it's a good 
idea to consult your owner's 
manual or automotive service rep¬ 
resentative for specific recom¬ 
mendations on your car. 

1 heard that the major auto¬ 
makers recommend 5W-30 
and lOW-30 oils only because 
they help to boost the fuel- 
economy ratings of Bielr cars. 
But don’t lighter oils also 
increase wear in an engine? 
R.B., Frederick, Md. 

By helping the engine run a little 
cooler and more efficiently, SAE 
5W-30 and lOW-30 eng'me oils do 
help engine manufacturers meet 
federal fuel-economy 


requirements. 

Rather than increasing wear, 
however, lighter-viscosity engine 
oils such as 5W-30 actually reach 
the critical valve train and bearing 
areas more quickly than high-vis- 
cosity oils. 

Lighter oils reach the valve fraln 
in about 10 seconds at minus 10 
degrees. A 20W-50 oil, on the other 
hand, will take more than three 
minutes to flow freely through the 
engine.

offered her an opportunity to use 
training she had received in Eng¬ 
land. She works at Melrose- 
Wakefield Hospital as a nurse, but 
found the program difficult since she 
was on call for the last three months 
with a beeper she carried 24 hours a 
day. 

“I found it very nerve-wracking at 
the beginning. When the beeper 
sounded I didn’t know why I was 
being beeped. 1 was called to deliver 
a baby or to simply answer a ques¬ 
tion,” said Ma. 

Underserved mothers in the Bos¬ 
ton area are the primary concern of 
the program’s organizers, according 
to Boston City Hospital's representa¬ 
tive Lora Chatfield. a certified nurse 
midwife. Chaifield says the program 
addresses the need to “get more pro¬ 
viders out in the community for the 
medically underserved." 


“The focus (for midwifery) is on 
facilitating what we see as a normal 
process, not a disease," said Chat- 
Held. “Midwives individualize and 
personalize care during the birth 
and after. I think for low-risk births a 
midwife offers the best of all worlds. 
We work in collaboration with a 
physician and provide a very safe 
option," said Chatfield. 

Boston Health Commissioner 
Judith Kurland said BCH plans to 
seek American College of Nurse mid¬ 
wifery accreditation for a permanent 
training center at BCH for foreign 
trained midwives and certified 
nurse midwives not currently 
practicing.

Local multi-cultural organizations 
are sponsoring forums and work¬ 
shops for the purpose of keeping the 
fight against prejudice on the town's 
agenda. 

The Multi-Cultural Network, along 
with Parent to Parent, sponsored a 
forum called “Names That Hurt" on 
Feb. 4. The forum for parents, teach¬ 
ers, and school administrators dealt 
with prejudice and discrimination 
among students. 

The speaker, Hillary Turkewitz, 
stressed that discrimination should 
be viewed as more than racism, sex¬ 
ism, and anti-Semitism and includes 
bias based on class, appearance, and 
background. Turkewitz said there is 
a not too subtle connection between 
discrimination based on clothes and 
discrimination based on skin color. 
“We need to talk about intolerance 
in general, not Just sexism or rac¬ 
ism," said Turkewitz. 

Turkewitz said a recent survey of 
104 Winchester High School students 
done by Choate Health showed that 
98 percent of the girls and 83 percent 
of the boys believe there is prejudice 
at the high school. “This is not an 
indictment (of Winchester)... It is 
impossible to grow up in this countiy 
without experiencing some racism,” 
said Turkewitz. 

Students in the survey said they 
experienced or witnessed prejudice 
based on race, religion, class, 
appearance, and clothes. Some stu¬ 
dents said they felt discriminated 
because they were not athletic or 
they came from the city or they were 
deeply religious. 

Turkewitz advised confronting rac¬ 
ism — both in ourselves and in others 
— as the first step to combating it. 
Turkewitz said the age-old advice 
that parents give children — Ignore 
those who hurt you - is antiquated. 
“Somewhere along the line that 
became the Ineffective 
strategy ... They are using an old 
strategy that really isn’t working for 
them," said Turkewitz. In the survey, 
only 15 percent directly asserted 
themselves when faced with 
prejudice. 

Turkewitz said the key was to open 
communication with children, to 


find out if they discriminate or have 
been discriminated against. This is 
no easy task according to the survey, 
which says that students think that 
the best way parents can help is by 
staying away. 

“We can't assume how our kids 
feel... As much as we try to raise our 
kids with certain beliefs... we don’t 
know what they're picking up," said 
Turkewitz. She added that those who 
have been targets of prejudice rarely 
tell their parents. 

In order to keep the subject of dis¬ 
crimination n-om vanishing from the 
town’s menu, Turkewitz said there is 
an effort to institute town policies 
that discourgage discrimination. 

Turkewitz said that there will be 
similar forums for students, parents, 
teachers, and town officials in the 
ibture. Turkewitz said parents inter¬ 
ested in a three-series workshop on 
teaching their children to respect 
diversity and deal with prejudice 
can call 729-794S.

Medicaid liens 
and recoveiy 
of expenses 

The following update has been pre¬ 
pared by the Senior Citizens’ Law 
Project of Cambridge and Somerville 
Legal Services, to help keep seniors 
aware of issues affecting them. 

Medicaid is a government program 
which covers the medical expenses, 
including nursing home care, of peo¬ 
ple with few assets and low income. 
Elders thinking about long term cere 


and their families are concerned 
about losing their homes because of a 
belief that the state will “take their 
homes” to pay for nursing home care. 
This article will explain when the 
state is entitled to be reimbursed for 
Medicaid coverage and how it can 
recover the money. 

The state cannot “take” the home 
of a Medicaid recipient, even if the 
recipient is a resident in a nursing 
home. Medicaid recipients are per¬ 
mitted to keep their homes if they are 
their primary place of residence. In 
order to be eligible for Medicaid, the 
recipient’s assets cannot exceed 
$2,000. The primary place of resi¬ 
dence is not counted as an asset and 
is exempted fVom this rule. 

However, the state, under specific 
conditions, can place a Hen on the 
home of a Medicaid recipient who is 
in a nursing home so that the state is 
notified when someone attempts to 
transfer or sell the home. The state 
can recover only costs incurred for 
nursing home care or for medical 
assistance provided after the reci¬ 
pient reaches age 65. The state uses 
liens as a way to ensure that it will be 
able to recover these expenses. Even 
if a lien is in place, the state cannot 
force a sale of the house until after 
the Medicaid recipient passes away 
and the estate has gone through 
probate procedures. 

When a person enters a nursing 
home or other medical institution, 
the Department of Public Welfare 
(the agency that administers the 
Medicaid program) may require a 
statement regarding whether she 
intends to return home. If the reci¬ 
pient does intend to return home, 
she may be asked by the Welfare 
Department to submit a signed state¬ 
ment of her intentions. This state¬ 
ment is based on the recipient’s sub¬ 
jective intent All that matters is that 
the nursing home resident believes 
she will return home, even if this 
belief Is not realistic. The statement 
must set forth when and why the resi¬ 
dent left home and can be submitted 
by the resident or her representa¬ 
tive. If the existing medical evidence 
supports this belief, the house con¬ 
tinues to be considered the primaiy 
residence, no lien can be placed on 
the home, and the recipient would 
continue to receive Medicaid 
coverage. 

A “notice” lien can be placed on 
the home when there is medical evi¬ 
dence (such as a doctor’s opinion) 
that shows that even though the resi¬ 
dent intends to return home, she can¬ 
not reasonably be expected to so. 
This lien requires that the state be 
given notice if someone attempts to 
sell or transfer the home. If the reci¬ 
pient is discharged lYom the nursing 
home, the lien is dissolved. A lien 
cannot be placed on the home if the 
recipient’s spouse, blind or disabled 
child, or child under 21 is living in 
the home or if a sibling is living in the 
home who has an equity interest in 
the home and has resided there for at 
least one year prior to the resident 
being placed in a nursing home or 
medical institution. 

If the resident states that she does 
not Intend to return home, the house 
becomes a countable asset for Medi¬ 
caid purposes. The resident would 
then become ineligible for Medicaid 
and be required to sell her home or 
liquidate the assets in the home to 
pay for medical care. There is a nine- 
month grace period during which the 
recipient must attempt to sell the 
house at fair market value while 
maintaining her Medicaid coverage. 
After that, the resident must make a 
good faith effort to sell the house for

a reasonaUe amount (at least of 
fair market value). Once this income 
is spent on medical care or other per- 
mlssible expenses, the resident 
would become eligible for Medicaid 
coverage. 

After a Medicaid recipient passes 
away, the state is entitled to recover 
the costs incurred while she was in 
the long-term care facility after she 
reached the age of 65. The recipient’s 
estate may become liable for all of 
the expenses which Medicare 
incurred during this time. In this 
case, the home might have to be sold 
to pay these expenses. 

The state cannot do anything to 
recover expenses long as there is a 
surviving spouse or child who Is 
blind, disabled, or under the age ol 
21 residing in the home. In addition, 
Medicaid lien and recovery rules do 
not apply if the recipient had long¬ 
term care insurance that complied 
with Massachusetts regulations 
when she entered the nursing home. 

In short, the state cannot force a 
sale of a Medicaid recipient’s home 
while the recipient is alive unless 
she is in a nursing home and states 
that she intends to stay there perma¬ 
nently. Otherwise, the state can make 
a claim against a Medicaid reci¬ 
pient’s estate but cannot collect on 
that claim until the recipient passes 
away.

Fifteen Februaries ago the biggest 
snowstorm of the century — the Bliz¬ 
zard of '78 — hit Winchester and 
closed schools for a week, damaged 
hundreds of thousands of dollars 
worth of property, and led to the 
death of two youths. 

The snow started falling on 
Winchester in the afternoon ofMon- 
day, Feb. 6 and didn't stop until 33 
inches had fallen. Snow drifts were 
as high as 10 feet 

The heaviest cost of the 33 inches 
of snow that fell between Feb. 6 and 8 
was the loss of two lives on Feb. 7. 
The two youths entered a vehicle and 
started the engine. The exhaust pipe 
was blocked by snow, and the youths 
were rendered unconscious by the 
carbon monoxide ftimes in the vehi¬ 
cle. About 45 minutes later, the 
youths were found and taken to the 
hospital where they died of carbon 
monoxide poisoning. 

In financial cost, Winchester 
reported $250,000 in storm-related 
damage to the state In an attempt to 
receive some disaster relief. The cost 
of damage to town property — total¬ 
ing $98,000 — was staggering. Twenty 
hydrants were damaged by plows 
and 14 DPW vehicles were stranded 
at the height of the storm. The 
schools suffered $20,000 in damage. 

The storm also did a job on the 
town’s budget In the middle of the 
storm week, the DPW had to call 
upon the Finance Committee for 
$13,000 n-om the town's reserve fund. 
The total cost of snow removal was 
$182,000 ~ $60,000 in personnel and 
$122,000 in rented equipment and 
sand. Police and fire overtime cost 
$ 8 , 000 . 

That cost was on top of what had 
already been a diftlcult and expen¬ 
sive winter, which would total 105 
inches of snow by its end. Before the 
first snow flake of the blizzard even 
fell, Winchester had spent $100,000 
on other snowstorms that winter. 

For Winchester residents, the Bliz¬ 
zard of '78 was a mix of enjoyment 
and inconvenience. Fortunately, 
Winchester had no major fires and, 
unlike almost everywhere else in the 
state, had no reports of lost power. 

Residents skied, sledded, and rode 
horses through town, as the streets 
were unusable for cars (Boston 
banned driving). When motor vehi¬ 
cles finally made it back on the 
streets, the Board of Selectmen insti¬ 
tuted a 15 m.p.h. speed limit 

“The next morning (Tuesday) I 
expected to go to work. Then I 
walked out the door and saw that I 
was up to my waist in snow. 1 realized 
I wouldn’t be going to work, so I just 
decided to enjoy the day off," said 
Winchester resident Robert Frank, 
who was then the School Committee 
chairman. 

Many people remember it as a 
unique week when people accepted 
that time would be standing still for 
awhile and relaxed and enjoyed 
themselves. “It was a holiday atmo¬ 
sphere," said Frank. The circum¬ 
stances of the storm brought out the 
neighborliness and generosity of 
residents, Then Town Manager Tho¬ 
mas Groux, said he remembers resi¬ 
dents housing servicemen fhom the 
army who were in town to assist with 
snow removal. 

Nobody enjoyed the snow more 
than students, who had six days off 
fi-om school. Long after the snow had 
stopped falling, children could not 
make it to school, in part, because the 
school parking lots were not plowed. 
On Feb. 10 the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers rolled Into town to help 
with the plowing along with four 
mammoth loaders Horn New Hamp¬ 
shire, secured by then-state Rep¬ 
resentative Sherman “Whip" Salt- 
marsh. “I remember thinking it was 
Ihistrating that you could get around 
town but not open the schools,” said 
Frank. 

When the town returned to normal¬ 
cy, the School Committee had to fig¬ 
ure out how to make up the numer¬ 
ous missed school days that winter.

It is difTicult now to comprehend 
tho dichotomy which saw the town 
purchase and remove the Whitney 
Mill complex, at one end of Mill 
Pond, and at the same time bear 
silent witness to the advent of 
Winchester's first skyscraper at the 
opposite of that same pond. 

The skyscraper, of course, was the 
new concrete and brick Winchester 
Laundry building, and its adjacent 
power house which rose above Mill 
Pond in 1910. The building stands 
today in a much-altered state as the 
“Mill Pond Building.” 

A January 1910 advertisement in 
The Star chided; “That dozen collars 
you got at Christmas should now be 
sent to The Winchester Laundry, 
Telephone Win., 390.” 

; Winchester resident Arthur T. 
Downer founded the business in a 
complex of old wooden buildings on 
Converse Place in 1898. 

As much a “swell” as a good 
businessman. Downer delighted in 
^raising dust (and havoc) along 
• Winchester streets in his flashy brass 
trimmed automobiles. He lived to see 
his business flourish and amalga¬ 
mate into the New England 
Laundries. 

For years the steam issuing fi-om 
the power house, and its thumping 
and booming across the Mill Pond 
iwere an integral part of a trip down- 
:town to feed the ducks. 

The great silver and black smokes¬ 
tack - forever belching thick acid 
■ smoke above the pond - rivalled 


Town Hall tower as the premier cen¬ 
tral landmark. 

In the early 1920s as the Winches¬ 
ter Methodists moved out of their 
Mount Vernon Street building, the 
laundry purchased the structure. It 
was used as an employee recreation 
center — and former Star editor Jim 
Penaligan once recalled that the 
50-pieee Laundry Orchestra, 
directed hy T. Parker Clarke, used to 
practice in the upper hall. 

Toward the end, the fledgling 
Aberjona Post 3719, Veterans of 
Foreign Wars met there along with a 
recreation center for the young peo¬ 
ple of Winchester. The Observer can 
remember sitting on the worn 
wooden steps of that dusky building 
in the late 1940s hoping an alarm 
would bring the engines roaring out 
of the fire station across the street. 

Ultimately — in October of 1957 — 
the ancient building was razed and 
the site has been vacant since that 
time. 

At the other end of the pond, the 
Whitney Mill had completely van¬ 
ished by 1912. The Whitney business 
was relocated to the site occupied by 
the Winchester Theater and now by 
Winchester Savings Bank. Its early 
site — between Main Street and the 
present post office — became the 
final link in the lovely waterway con¬ 
necting the Mystic Lakes with Whit¬ 
ney’s Mill Pond in Winchester 
Square. 

The old spillway to the mill was 
filled in with coal ash from town 
buildings and the ancient rolling 
dam was finally removed when the 
beautiful circular waterfall was built 
at Main Street bridge in 1915.

spending levels up to about $5,600 
(per student at the end of the seven 
years. The measure calls for big 
state and local spending increases

.dards and assessment. Supporters 
:said this major reform bill will 
; insure equal opportunity and educa- 
■tion for each public school student 
iin the state. Opponents said the bill 
;is an unfunded state mandate which 
violates Proposition 2'A and will 
-force communities to cut back dras- 
)tically in other areas in order to 


meet the standards. 

A Yes vote is for the education bill. 
A No vote is against it 

Rep. Paul Casey voted yes. 

TEACHERS (H 891) - House 
121-35, approved an amendment 
providing that teachers generally, 
rather than “annually” maintain the 
development of skills and knowledge 
of their certified subject area. 
Amendment supporters said the 
annual requirement is unfair and 
would be too expensive for teachers. 
Opponents said an annual require¬ 
ment is reasonable and will insure 
that teachers continue to keep pace 
in their fields. 

A Yes vote is against requiring 
annual maintenance. A No vote is for 
requiring annual maintenance. 

Casey voted no. 

PRINCIPALS (H 801) - House 
1494, rejected an amendment revok¬ 
ing all current school principal 
appointments. Amendment suppor¬ 
ters said that since the bill gives 
principals new powers, all princi¬ 
pals should have to reapply for their 
jobs. Opponents said principals are

There seems to be little doubt 
that rabid raccoons are either 
here in Winchester or on their 
way. Lexington now joins Arling¬ 
ton and Belmont as communities 
that have submitted raccoons to 
the state that have tested posi¬ 
tive for rabies. Lexington Health 
Director George Smith said that 
a raccoon, killed in a fight with a 
dog, tested positive for rabies 
earlier this week. Smith said the 
incident took place about a half- 
mile from the Winchester bor- 
deit The dog, which did have its 
vaccination shots, must undergo 
quarantine for three months. 
“This incident points out the 
problem,” said Smith. “Some 
people have been taking the sub¬ 
ject lackadaisically. It’s sure to 
start appearing in other towns.” 


The next major project for the 
School Department will be an 
evaluation of the special educa¬ 
tion system.

what you're saying." At another 
point in the meeting, Evans said 
he was offended by a quip that 
member Edward O'Connell had 
made, which prompted Lombar¬ 
di to say what many viewers 
would most certainly agree with: 
“We're going to have to lighten 
up.”

ing what money ends up as “free 
cash" at the end of the fiscal plan¬ 
ning process. According to Maurer, 
the free cash number Is determined 
by calculating leftover funds on 
accounts such as snow removal, 
adding excess revenue and subtract¬ 
ing any uncollected real estate taxes. 

And free cash is the hot item as the 
budget process picks up speed head¬ 
ing into Spring Town Meeting. If it's 
possible to bring more money into 
the pipeline faster, some school offi¬ 
cials have argued vehemently 
against trimming $500,000 from their 
projected budget for 1994. 

One argument advanced by recerti¬ 
fication proponents is that collecting 
taxes then calculating the free cash 
more ofien than once a year, will gen¬ 
erate more cash. All monies gener¬ 
ated after July 1 currently end up in 
the free cash kitty for the next fiscal 
year. According to Maurer, recertifi¬ 
cation has never been done by the 
town, and was not possible until sev¬ 
eral years ago. 

"I would counsel against that 
(option), what we’d be using would be 
tomorrow's money today, like the 
federal government, to solve a prob¬ 
lem," said Maurer. 

As the budget knives sharpen, with 
an eye towards submission on Feb. 
14 to the Finance Committee, some 
concern was expressed over a runa¬ 
way figure of uncollected taxes. 
According to Maurer, more than 
$1,500,000 in delinquent taxes for fis¬ 
cal 1992 demand a closer look. 


“There has been concern raised on 
the increase of $700,000 (from 1989) 
in uncollected taxes,” said Maurer. 
Although some said signs are that the 
delinquencies are abating, select¬ 
man Gerard Polcari noted that no 
clear data or trend will be detectable 
until the third quarter tax payments 
are collected. 

Selectmen asked that details on 
key accounts where reversions and 
shortfalls are expected be made 
available at the next meeting. Key 
among the big ticket line items are 
the potential for reversions in the 
snow removal and water and sewer 
budgets and a North East Solid 
Waste Consortium (NESWC) 
shortfall. 

Selectman Peter VanAken added 
some final words on the free cash 
question, "My conclusion is that in 
terms of using cash that isn’t there, at 
this point it doesn’t look attractive.” 

Selectman Stephen Powers dis¬ 
agreed, “I still do not understand 
why we want to keep presenting the 
worst case numbers.” Powers 
pointed out that the board had work¬ 
ed on some of the budget items and 
won some battles to obtain 
reversions. 

“I think it’s premature to act on it 
tonight,” said selectman William 
O’Leary. He said the budget would be 
worked on by the School Committee 
for the next four months and offered 
a conciliatory word for recent battles 
on the budget "There is a strong will¬ 
ingness on the part of this selectman 
to work with any of the town commit¬ 
tees to have a balanced budget

After a week of pervasive rumors, School 
Committee Chairman Mark Lombardi announces at a committee 
meeting the resignation of Superintendent Dr. Charles Mitsakos, 
effective Sept. 4. The committee accepts Mitsakos’ resignation by a 4-0 
vote and agrees to pay him through June '93. Although no public 
statement is made on why Mitsakos, superintendent for eight years, 
was resigning, individual committee members say budget shortfalls 
and trouble with redistricting numbers were two of the main reasons.

not comforUble with the process as it 
has evolved.” Fitzgerald said he did 
not want the position if it was going to 
divide the School Committee and the 
school community, referring to the 
acrimonious debate that preceded 
the decision to interview him. 

An interview between the School 
Committee and Fitzgerald had been 
posted for the evening of Feb. 11 
before Fitzgerald declined. 

Fitzgerald skid that if a consultant 
was called in to take over the search, 
he would consider seeking the posi¬ 
tion, but he said he would not go 
through a screening committee pro¬ 
cess again. 

The School Committee was forced 
into revisiting the subject after the 
two finalists for the superintendency 
both withdrew following their inter¬ 
views. Dr. Eileen Williams, superin¬ 
tendent of Raynham, withdrew on 
Jan. 26, saying she did not wish to 
relocate to Winchester. Two days 
later, Dr. Donald Kennedy, superin¬ 
tendent of Duxbuiy, accepted a job 
as superintendent in Maynard. 

Reached at his office, Kennedy 
said he would have accepted the 
superintendency if It had been 
offered on Jan. 26 as was originally 
schedulded, but when it was post¬ 
poned, he was offered and accepted 
the Maynard position two days later. 
"Winchester knew that the Maynard 
was meeting and that I was one of 
three finalists, and I was chosen. I 
had to make a decision," said Ken¬ 
nedy. "I told both School Committees 
I would accept the position if offered, 
and I received an offer from Maynard 
and not Winchester.” 

Lombardi and members Edward 
O’Connell and Constance Makhoul 
had said they felt five names, not two, 
should have been forwarded to the 
School Committee originally. They 
also reasoned that Fitzgerald would 
have been among those five names. 
"I was discouraged that he was not 
put into the final fold. Here we have a 
person who served the community 
well for 20 years and to whom we 
entrusted the stewardship of our 
School Department... The two candi¬ 
dates put forward are not head and 
shoulders above Mr. Fitzgerald,” 
said O’Connell. 

All three members said Fitzgerald 
deserved the consideration of an 
interview because of his position and 
service to the school system. ”We 
have an in-house candidate who is 
worthy of discussion,” said Makhoul. 


Members Jerilyn Heinold and 
James Evans said singling out Fitz¬ 
gerald for an Interview would mean 
disregarding and circumventing the 
Search Committee process and, by 
extension, the public, who gave input 
to the Search Committee. ’’I’m really 
kind of conftised as to what the pur¬ 
pose of the entire Search Committee 
was if we now go back and rethink all 
the work they did,” said Heinold. 

Makhoul said the committee was 
not ignoring the public but that the 
Search Committee erred in not for¬ 
warding Fitzgerald’s name and that 
interviewing him would be no diffe¬ 
rent than interviewing Williams and 
Kennedy. ”In preempting our direc¬ 
tion and bringing forward only two, 
the screening committee inhibited 
our ability to look at a spectrum of 
qualified candidates... We’re finish¬ 
ing a process the screening commit¬ 
tee didn’t allow us to do,” said 
Makhoul. 

Heinold and Evans said the pro¬ 
cess should be reopened and a whole 
new field of candidates should be 
considered. Both added that Fitzger¬ 
ald would be welcome to resubmit 
his name.”If a better candidate can 
be found, I’d like to find him,” said 
Evans. 

’’Mrs. Makhoul was very strong 
about having more than two candi¬ 
dates and now we’re in a situation 
where we only have one finalist,” 
said Heinold. 

Those who supported giving Fitz¬ 
gerald an interview said the issue of 
his qualifications for the position 
should be decided now before a 
whole new search is reopened. Lom¬ 
bardi said even not hiring Fitzgerald 
would save him from going through 
another six-month process. 

”I would like to see us resolve this 
issue as expeditiously as possible. 
Months have gone by, thousands of 
dollars have been spent, and I say ’no 
mas, no mas,”’ said O’Connell. 

Search Committee memberMartha 
Tucker, who came to the meeting 
after watching the debate unfold on 
television, said the committee was 
making a ’’travesty of that search. It 
is incredibly unfair if you override 
the decision of that committee.” 

There was some suggestion at the 
meeting that the committee examine 
all eight semifinalists who did not 
make the final cut. There was also 
some discussion of using a firm to 
assist with the search process if it 
was reopened.

Pazyrus participates

“That was definitely our kind of 
meet,” said Kline. “We have so many 
kids who are good in the middle dis¬ 
tances and sprints that we were able 
to spread them around a little.” 

Winchester placed in ever>’ event 
it entered, and picked up third and 
fifth in the 4x200 relay. Winchester’s 
“A” team of Brian Lindmark, Rob 
Donlon, Shaun Oliver and Ben 
Albiani was third, in a time of 1 
minute, 37.9 seconds, while the “B” 
team of Ron Hall. Jason McFarland, 
Darin Byrne and Rolando Oyola was 
just behind in fifth, at 1:39.0. 

The "A” team was also third in the 
4x400, coming in at 3:34.6, which 
wiped out the unit’s previous-best by 
over five seconds. 

Winchester’s Ben Simeone, Brian 
Mannett, Steve McCrae and Matt 
Tavares teamed up to take fourth in 
the shuttle hurdles (29.9), while the 
shuttle dash team of Hall, Mike Man- 
zo, Simeone and Byrne won the event 
in a blazing time of 23.2. 

The distance events have plagued 
the Sachems all season, but Ray 
Regan, Brandon Smith, Bill Doherty 
and Alain Toussaint were able to 
pick up fourth place in the 4x800, 
coming in at 9:02. 

"It was a great day,” said Kline. 
“We won the dash — I didn’t expect 
that. We almost won the whole thing. 
The kids (Winchester’s 4x400 squad) 
ran a great race. They just got beat by 
two excellent teams. Our kids did 
real well. We did it with some kids 
who hadn’t got the chance all year." 

Girls coach Joe Cantillon was 
equally thrilled with his team’s per¬ 
formance. All five relay teams 
placed, with every runner who made 
the trip getting involved. 


"It’s a real high pointof the season 
for us,” said Cantillon. "It’s some¬ 
thing I was looking fonvard to since 
the beginning of the season.” 

The Sachemettes’ top showing 
came in the 4x200, where Diana 
Grande, Maile Bushnell, Nicole 
Malouf and Colleen Campbell com¬ 
bined for a second-place time of 
1:54.4.

Winchester did earn a split for the 
week, running its final mark to 13-4 
with a 66-15 thrashing of Belmont on 
Saturday afternoon at Winchester. 
The Sachems’ 5-2 league mark left 


them third in the Middlesex League 
standings. 

The final week of the season was a 
chance for Tremblay to test his 
team’s mettle. And for the most part, 
the Sachems responded. 

"We really didn’t wrestle that 
bad,” said Tremblay of the Woburn 
meet. "There were a few times (in 
individual matches and the meet as a 
whole) that we could have quit, but 
we didn’t It was good to see." 

Winchester fell into a quick 16-6 
hole after Woburn captain Gary 
Leighton pinned Winchester’s Tuck¬ 
er Bradford at 125. But Jon Worthen 


raised his season mark to 14-2 by 
stopping Woburn’s Marco Patelano 
late in the third period, cutting the 
Woburn lead to 16-12. After another 
Woburn pin, Sachem Wes Matthews 
gave the team hope with a come- 
from-behind win at 140. 

"That was really a key point in the 
match,” said Tremblay. “The 
Woburn kid (Joe Lisaki) had Wes in a 
good headlock, but Wes didn’t give 
up."

Third-year head coach Mim 
Quine led her merry band of gym¬ 
nasts over an all-too-short two- 
month season in which the Sac¬ 
hemettes reached heights no one 
expected. With co-captains Kim 
Ciano and Rachel Gallery provid¬ 
ing the leadership and with a core 
of underclassmen supplying much 
of the talent, Winchester raised its 
average score by nearly six points 
over last season, setting new team 
and individual records along the 
way. 

And the whole time, the WHS 
gymnastics team kept a smile on its 
collective face. 

"Every day something happened 
that we’d all end up laughing 
about," said Quine. “It’s a great 
group of kids who knew when to be 
serious and knew when to have a 
good time. It was a great, great 
season.” 

The season started with a visit to 
Wakefield, where an equally 
improved Lady Warrior squad 
slipped past Winchester. When 
Winchester’s final score — 119.8 — 
came in. observers iliuuglil the 


scores might have been a little 
high, since it was the first meet of 
the season for the judges as well. 

But the scores stayed high. Led 
by sophomore Megan Foley and 
freshman Marisa McCarthy, 
Winchester turned in a remarkably 
consistent string of point totals. 
First there was 121.55 in a win at 
Reading, then came powerhouse 
Melrose. Winchester lost the 
match, but rose to the competition 
by turning in a solid 118.9. 

Then, on Friday, Jan. 15. in front 
of a huge crowd and against the 
defending champions from Stone- 
ham High. Winchester set an all- 
time WHS record by scoring 122.35 
points. 

People took notice. They saw the 
leadership of seniors Andrea 
DeStefano, Jeanette Cross and 
Cheri Frost. They saw the steady 
improvement of junior Margaret 
Boettcher, who could have been an 
all-around if it wasn’t for the ease 
with which McCarthy, the fresh- 
man, adapted to varsity 
competition. 

They saw Foley, one of the up- 
and-coming gymnasts in the Mid¬ 
dlesex League, turning in scores to 
rival the best Stoneham and Mel¬ 
rose could offer. They saw per¬ 
severance, dedication and a daily 
pursuit of improved routines and 
scores. 

“It was really an incredibly close 
team," said Quine.

Things looked pretty bleak for the 
Sachems this time around as well, 
with Winchester trailing by nine at 
halftime. But a strong second-half 
effort, led by the inspired play of 
juniors Sean Furey and Brian Keefe, 
was enough for Winchester to defeat 
the Raiders, 57-52. 

“It’s very important to win at home 
in this league,” said Dale. “When 1 
went (into the locker room) at the 
half, I talked about defense. Ofiense 
isn’t going to get us back. We needed 
defense.” 

The Sachems responded. After 
trailing 36-27 at the break, Winches¬ 
ter allowed just 16 points while scor¬ 
ing 30 in a second-half exhibition 
which showed how good the team can 
be. After fighting back to a two-point 
deficit with 7:30 left, a pairof Furey 
free throws tied the score at 50-50. 
Moments later, a spectacular offen¬ 
sive rebound and follow-up hoop by 
Furey after a Keefe miss gave 
Winchester a lead it would never 
surrender. 

Furey, who did not score in the 
first 16 minutes, finished with 11 


points, including seven straight that 
cut the Raider lead to four, at 40-36. 
Down the stretch, the 6-foot-3-inch 
center took over the boards, corrall¬ 
ing several key rebounds. 

“Sean had a good game,” said 
Dale. “He’s been on the verge of hav¬ 
ing one of these games for a while. 
They tried to take the ball away from 
Brian. Someone had to pick it up.” 

After suffering through flu-like 
symptoms for the better pail of the 
previous 24 hours. Furey agreed that 
it was his best all-around elTorlof the 
season. 

"It just came to me,” said Furey. “1 
haven’t really been able to play my 
game all season. Coach and I worked 
hard In practice on my defense, and I 
was able to slay out of foul trouble.” 

Keefe, Winchester’s junior cap¬ 
tain, was the game-high scorer with 
19 points, but it was his defense in 
the waning moments that stood out. 
Keefe had three blocked shots, one 
steal and an altered shot (which 
turned into an air ball) in a tremend¬ 
ous series over the last two minutes. 

Winchester’s Mark Morrison also 
had a fine game, scoring 14 of iiis 17 
points in the first half, wiien the rest 
of the Sachems were struggling. 

Winchester dropped a tough game 
last Friday night at Melrose. The ball 
simply wasn't dropping for the Sac¬ 
hems in the second half, and Melrose 
went on to a 56-43 vicloiy. 

"(Melrose) picked up the defensive 
pressure,” said Dale. “We had open 
opportunities, but we didn't capital¬ 
ize on the shots we had. If you don’t 
hit the open shots, you aren't going to 
win.”

Friends of Art 
work for schools 

Often, after a fundraising event, 
patrons are left wondering “Where 
does the money go?” For the past 
three years, the fiind-raising commit¬ 
tee of the Winchester Art Associa¬ 
tion, the FRIENDS OF ART, have 
enjoyed loyal support fkom the citi¬ 
zens of Winchester. The Friends of 
Art were organized to provide for 
some of the extra-budgetary needs of 
the Winchester School Art Program 
— Grades K -12. Through this time, 
the word gets passed to our 100 plus 
members directly and in bits and 
pieces to the general publie. So, this 
is an effort to present In one article 
some of the big-ticket items that have 
been donated as a result of your 
generosity. 

Some items were financed in con¬ 
cert with other support groups in 
town, usually individual school 
parent-teacher organizations. At 
Ambrose, fUnds helped purchase a 
ceramic kiln. The exhibit “See Me, 
Share My World,” a multicultural 
display of art work that toured all of 
Winchester's schools and was on 
view at the public library, was also, 
in part, fiinded with FOA funds. 
When Katie Oman, a McCall eighth 
grader, won the highest award at the 
national level for the Scholastic Art 
Awards (Globe show), she and her 
teacher were invited to attend the 
awards ceremony in Philadelphia. 
Funds from the FOA helped art 
teacher, Laurie Schmidt, accept in 
person the award as well as afford 
Miss Schmidt the opportunity to 
share information with art teachers 
from other nationally recognized 
programs. 

Some items are directed to the 
needs of a particular school. When a 
second-hand studio printing press 
became available, FOA fiinds bought 
the press for use at the high school. 
When Terrence Lannon, McCall art 
teacher, invested hours of personal 
time improving the McCall art space, 
FOA funds paid for room dividers 
that double as display areas. When 
art teacher Barbara Gagel puts on 
her end of year art shows of student 
work at both Ambrose and Vinson 
Owen schools, she uses the portable 
display panels purchased with FOA 
monies. Marguerite Maserian, WHS 
art teacher, when art teacher at 
McCall, requested FOA purchase an 
expensive drying rack system that 
would help answer the space needs 
for students’ work in grades 6-8. The 
increasing popularity of art courses 
at the high school led to two requests 
answered with FOA fiinding. For one 


month, a visiting artist shared his 
professional experience with high 
school students. And a slide-view 
light table, extremely time-saving for 
editing presentations made in many 
departments, was given to the art 
department through FOA support 

Members do more than raise 
money. Each year, on Town Day, stu¬ 
dent art work fkom every school in 
Winchester is displayed for the publ¬ 
ic in the Winchester Town Hall Audi¬ 
torium. Most adults dream a little in 
the viewing — our teachers have 
given students another way of 
expression, another way to under¬ 
stand and communicate in an 
increasingly complicated world.

‘Winchester, Today and Yesterday’ 
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Winchester, 100 years ago 


One hundred yean ago Winches¬ 
ter Center was a sleepy village 
catering to Boston commuters and 
owners of tactorles In Winchester 
and Woburn. A drive around town 
shows little of the Winchester of yes¬ 
terday. Photographs must pique 
Imaginations and kindle soma 
memories of stories heard In the 
past. 

The town's photographic history Is 
stored at the Henry SImonds Memor¬ 
ial Archives of ths town of Wlnchss- 
ter, located In the town hall. Respon¬ 
sibility for the can and keeping of the 
documents lies with the WInehaslar 
Historical Commission. Racsnlly, 
commission mamban pored through 
the photograph collactlon to choose 
Images fora newspaper article. What 
evolved has become an occasional 
series of photographs entitled, 
"Winchester, Today and Yesterday." 
The archives also welcomes the 
public’s older photographs, which 
can be copied or donated. Contact 
the Archival Center at 721-7146 wHh 
comments or additions. 

Thompson’s Block, Old 
Post Office 

and Store, Main Street, 
opposite Thompson 
Street 

This early photograph provides a 
glimpse of Main Street 100 years ago. 
On the left is the site of the old post 
office and the home of the Winches¬ 
ter Printing Company, which pub¬ 
lished one of Winchester's first early 
newspapers, “The Winchester 
Press.” The paper was short-lived, 
its competition being "The Winches¬ 
ter Star,” which is in its 112th year of 
print 

The Thompson Block is the two- 
story building on the right Benjamin 
Thompson built It around 1840 and 
moved from his first house on the 
corner of Main and Thompson 
streets. The building housed first- 
floor shops and a second-floor resi¬ 
dence for Thompson and his family. 

Thompson’s leather tannery was 
originally adjacent to Whitney's 
Machine Shop (approximately the 
corner of Waterfield Road and Mys¬ 
tic Valley Parkway). As he expanded, 
he moved to larger quarters, buying 
the Waldemeyer Tannery on what is 
now Manchester Field. According to 
Nathaniel Richardson’s 'Reminis¬ 
cences of Winchester’ ("Winchester 
Star,” Jan. 25 1886), "Benjamin 
Thompson was largely instrumental 
in separating the town from Woburn.

Ambrose offers 
multicultural education 

In January, Ambrose Elementary 
School offered several programs on 
multicultural education for parents, 
teachers, and others. On Jan. 7, the 
fourth and fifth grade teachers from 
Ambrose organized a reading work¬ 
shop designed to enhance the use of 
multicultural literature in Winches¬ 
ter school libraries and classrooms. 

More than 30 librarians, parents, 
administrators and teachers 
attended the workshop. Led by Gail 
Willet of Savanna Books in Cam¬ 
bridge, the workshop included a list 
of books chosen for their multicuitur- 
al themes, as well as books whose 
authors and illustrators were people 
of color. 

The workshop participants, each 
of whom had read at least one book 
ft-om the list, explored methods of 
presenting the characters and 
themes of such books to their stu¬ 
dents. The workshop was sponsored 
by a grant from the Winchester 
Foundation for Educational 
Excellence. 

On Tuesday, Jan. 26, the Ambrose 
Parents Association and the 
Winchester Multicultural Network 
sponsored a second workshop at 
Ambrose School for parents and 
teachers on how to help children 
deal with differences. The workshop, 
led by Visions Inc., a nonprofit orga¬ 


nization, included a role-playing 
exercise which dramatized the diffi¬ 
culties parents face in aiding the vic¬ 
tims of discrimination, as well as 
dealing with the offenders. A group 
discussion followed. The result of the 
workshop was the development of a 
set of guidelines for relating to 
others with differences of all kinds, 
such as differences in culture, race, 
ethnicity, or sex. 

Althea Smith and Barbara Bond, 
the "Vision” workshop leaders, sug¬ 
gested that one of the more impor¬ 
tant guidelines in aiding the victims 
of discrimination is to identify and 
acknowledge their feelings. In deal¬ 
ing with the offenders, the particip¬ 
ants were encouraged to ask hard 
questions concerning the reasons for 
the offender’s behavior and emo¬ 
tions, in addition to establishing 
clear guidelines as to what Is accept¬ 
able and what is not 

“Multicultural education” was 
defined by Smith and Bond as the 
three-step process of identifying 
understanding, and appreciating dif¬ 
ferences. Parents and teachers were 
urged not to expect a “quick fix” but 
rather to understand that the solu¬ 
tion to problems of discrimination 
and prejudice involved an ongoing 
process that develops one step at a 
time. Participants were urged to con¬ 
tinually engage in this process them¬ 
selves as well as to help others do the 
same.

Two students 
attend conference 
to teach tolerance 

Two Winchester High School stu¬ 
dents, Sukanya Lahiri and Alicia 
Franke, have been trained by the 
National p[)nference of Christians 
and Jews (rtfccj) to go into their local 
elementary schools and teach issues 
of tolerance and understanding to 
second and third grade students. 
They have been trained in the Green 
Circle program, which focuses on giv¬ 
ing young students the understand¬ 
ing and practical knowledge to make 
decisions about who they will choose 
to include and exclude from their 
circle of “caring and sharing." The 
training took place during the 
weekend of Jan. 8,9,10, at the 4-H 
Center in Ashland. The highly inten¬ 
sive weekend focused on values clar- 
incation, child development, facili¬ 
tation skills, as well as a better 
understanding of issues around 
inclusiveness in our society.

Winchester. 

Susan Musinsky, NCCJ associate 
director and supervisor of the pro¬ 
ject states, 'T believe that this prog¬ 
ram will give high school teens a real 
opportunity to teach prejudice 


reduction skills to young students in 
their communities. It will offer a 
wonderful learning experience in 
tolerance and understanding for 
both the teens and the elementary 
school students who are involved."

The numbers tell us that senior 
citizens make up the fastest growing 
segment of the U.S. population.

The program is free of charge to 
inpatients at Winchester Hospital 
and aims to speed patients’ recovery 
so that they can return home as 
quickly as possible. 

• Lifeline. Winchester Hospital 
has offered this well-known personal 
monitoring and response service for 
eight years; today nearly 300 local 
subscribers take advantage of its 
24-hour-a-day coverage. 

“Lifeline gives people a sense of 
security and independence,” says 
Joanne Artiano, the Lifeline prog¬ 
ram coordinator at Winchester Hos¬ 
pital who, along with eight volun¬ 
teers, staffs the service. 

"It’s like an insurance policy, giv¬ 
ing people an Immediate connection 
to the outside world just in case 
something happens,” she continues. 
“And it alleviates stress for caregiv¬ 
ers, such as the child of an elderly 
parent, who simply can’t be available 
around the clock.” 

• Family Caregiver Program. 
This program is designed to help 
family members with a parent, 
spouse, sibling or friend who needs 
home care. Small group meetings 
with a registered nurse who special¬ 
izes in geriatric medicine provide 


practical advice and compassionate 
support. 

The hospital also olTers an infor¬ 
mation and support group called 
“You and Your Aging Relative” 
which addresses the Issues faced by 
the adult child of an aging parent, 
and provides information on com¬ 
munity resources. 

• Home healthcare services. 
Winchester Hospital offers com¬ 
prehensive home healthcare ser¬ 
vices through visiting nurse and 
health care, and Winchester Home 
Health. These services include nurs¬ 
ing, health aides, physical, speech 
and occupational therapy, and home 
health supplies and equipment 

A relatively new offering is the 
Senior Health Days at the Winches¬ 
ter Hospital Health Promotion Cen¬ 
ter in Woburn.

that is exceptionally large. The rear 
seat also has a pull-down center 
armrest and everyone has plenty of 
head and leg roomeven the 
sixth passenger seated in the fr'onL 
The LTZ I drove had leather seats, 
an option that gave thfrinterior a 


wealthy appearance, and 
reading lamps that added a 
touch of class. 

There are storage areas on 
the doors, and in keeping with 
the current trend, it has a cup 
and coin holder. Naturally, it 
has all the power equipment 
you’d expeid of a car in this 
price category.

Pontiac designers are a breed 
apart Although each model is 
different, every car is distinctly a 
Pontiac. The 1993 Grand Prix LE 
sedan is no exception.

I'm unable to decipher the 
Pontiac signature or explain what 
it is. It may be the grooved 
cladding running down the side 
rocker panels, or the low front 
end, or the design of the 
headlamps, or the overall profile. 
Whatever, a Pontiac is easy to 
recognize. 

Although the Grand Prix has a 
few new features for 1993, this 
model has been around a few years 
and the Pontiac people are quick to 
brag of its past performance. Last 
year, for example, it had the highest 
rating in J.D. Power and Associates 
Initial Quality Survey. That means 
Grand Prix buyers had fewer 
problems compared to those buying 



other cars. 

Pontiac people tout the Grand 
Prix LE sedan for its competitive 
price advantage. The car I drove 
cost $17,943, including $3,000 in 
options. They also boast that the 
Grand Prix did not increase its 
price this year. 

The options include anti-lock 
brakes for an extra $450 — a 
worthwhile investment. On the 


other hand, I question the need to 
pay an extra $200 for a four-speed 
transmission. Most cars today 
include a four-speed transmission 
as standard equipment 

Another feature on some other 
cars in this price category is an 
airbag, which allows use of a more 
sensible seat belt Fortunately, the 
Grand Prix has a passive three- 
point belt restraint that is fastened 


to the door, which is better 
than a motorized belt. 
Unfortunately, the strap 
rubbed my neck. 

The doors on the Grand Prix 
lock when the transmission is 
engaged — a thoughtful safety 
feature. However, instead of 
the doors unlocking when the 
transmission is disengaged, it

Power, sophistication added to VR-6 engine 

AUBURN HILLS, MICH. — With the intent of taking dead aim at some of the world’s best V-6 
powered mid-size sedans, Volkswagen has unleashed its second high-powered, six-cylinder 
offering in the U.S. — the 1993 Passat GLX. 

The Passat GLX. which follows on the heels of the h'lghly acclaimed Corrado SLC, is the latest 
Volkswagen model to come equipped with the German automaker's award-winning VR engine. 
Last year, Volkswagen received a POPULAR SCIENCE magazine ‘Best of What’s New’ award for 
the development of the VR6 engine, in recognition of its revolutionary design breakthrough that 
allows a six-cylinder to Ct into virtually the same space as a standard four-cyEnder, 

'The Passat GLX is our flagship vehicle and as such represents everything Volkswagen stands for 
In the marketplace: quality, innovative design, advanced engineering, spirited European driving 
performance, safety and superior value,' said Bill Young, president and CEO, Volkswagen of 
America. 

The Passat GlX’s new 2.8-litfir VR6 engine produces 172 horsepower and. unlike standard V-6 
engines where cyUnder banks are 60 or 90 degrees apart, is set in a zigzag fashion at 15 degrees 
under one cylinder head. This new-found power is mated with a five-speed manual or 
electronically controlled four-speed automatic transmission des’igned for smoother shifting and a 
quieter ride. 

The GLX becomes the fastest sedan ever offered by Volkswagen with an electronically limited 
top-speed of 130 mph and O-to-60 acceleration performance of just 7.9 seconds. Later this fall, 
Volkswagen will also offer the Passat GLX in a wagon configuration. 

Because of ils innovative use of space, development of the Passat’s VR6 engine took Volkswagen 
nearly a decade of research, design and engineering. The result was more power in less space, a 
feature that allows the GLX to maintain every cubic inch of the Passat’s renowned interior 
spaciousness. With 97 cubic feet of passenger space, the Passat GLX has more room than any 
Volvo, BMW 5 series or Mercedes 300 series. 

"Our intent with the Passat model line-up has always been the same — to show consumers that a 
true European performance sedan doesn’t have to come with a stylish price tag,' Young said. "The 
GLX, a family-sized sedan that will stir the heart of any true driver enthusiast, makes this 
statement even more profoundly." 

Young said that by offering consumers the took and feel of a German sports sedan, the GIJC fills 
the void between Asian entries like the Maxima SE and Toyota Camry LE V6 and less affordable 
European models. 

“For the driving enthusiast with sedan needs, the GLX is the only alternative to offer genuine 
Autobahn driving capabilities with exceptional room and advanced ergonomics at a realistic price," 
he said. 

A fully refined version of the Passat theme, the GtX’s sporty performance is also enhanced by a 
modified "Plus Axle" suspension system, an innovation designed to accommodate the VR6’s 
powertrain and significantly reduce torque steer. 

This new suspension system, which is also used on Ihc Corrado SLC, additionally helps soften 
the GLX’s ride for more comfort. The new geometry of the front suspension in combination with 
215/50R15V all-season radial tires provides an increased negative steering radius, offsetting most 
torque steer characteristics and providing directional control out of turns. 

To further ensure that this new-found brawn is spent wisely, Volkswagen also equipped the GLX 
with its new electronically confrollcd traction control system, which helps prevent wheel spin 
during quick or slippery starts. By monitoring an then adjusting front wheel spin and speed, this 
system works in conjunction with the ABS function, allowing more power to be transmitted from 
the vehicle to the road surface where it is needed.

Is your car really ready 
for winter? 


Winter’s a difficult time for your car, 
but let’s assume you’ve taken care of sea¬ 
sonal services — you’ve serviced the 
cooling system with proper antifreeze 
protection. You’ve had the engine tuned 
up, changed the oil and checked out the 
battery and electrical system. 

What can you do on the day before the 
arrival of that cold Canadian air? 
Consider these suggestions from the Car 
Care Council: 

- Park in a location protected from the 
wind. If you have no garage or carport, 
park with the rear of the vehicle toward 
the wind. 

- Place a 75 watt light bulb near the bat¬ 
tery to prevent freezing. Mount it 
securely, so it cannot touch anything. 

- Fill the gas tank and pour in a bottle 
of fuel line antifreeze as an added pre¬ 
caution. Condensation in the tank and 
gas lines can freeze up, blocking fuel 
flow. 

- If you've been doing a lot of stop-and- 
go driving with lights, healer and bther 
accessories turned on, hook up your bat¬ 
tery charger, if you have one. A battery 


may lose half or more of its power when 
the temperature takes a severe dip. 

- Have some lock defroster and a good 
scraper handy. 

- Do your windshield wipers and wash¬ 
ers work properly? Do you have ade¬ 
quate windshield washer antifreeze solv¬ 
ent? (Consider installing winter wiper 
blades that resist becoming encrusted 
with ice and snow.) 

- Check tire inflation. For every 10 
degree drop in temperature, tires lose 
one pound of pressure. If the thermome¬ 
ter read 80 degrees the last time you 
checked them, your tires would be 
underinflated by 5 pounds or more when 
the temperature falls below freezing.

Providing 
detailed preventive maintenance tips, the 
illustrated brochure Includes a handy 36- 
point bumper-lo-bumper check list plus 
suggestions for a blizzard emergency kit.

The reason is that this car is as 
good as it gets; they don't make 
them any better. What 1 like most 
about the Mark Vlll is that it is a 
luxurious coupe with definite 
sports-car handling characteristics. 
The Mark VII was somewhat a 
luxury car with sporty features, but 
it didn’t excel in either area. This 
new car, with its great handling and 
strong engine, makes driving fun. 

This is the eighth in a scries of 
Mark cars that began back in 1940. 
The first car had a spare tire 
housing on the trunk lid and the 
identifying tradition continued 
through the years. The 1993 
version, however, is hardly 
noticeable. 



The new Mark has long, sleek 
lines. The overall length is longer 
than the Mark VII and the 
wheelbase is five-inches longer, too. 
But it handles easier and doesn’t 
seem as big. I suspect the ease in 
handling is the result of better 
visib'ility. The instrument panel and 
hood seem lower and the drivers 
seat higher — even though this 
model has a lower roof line 


compared to the Mark Vll. How 
Lincoln accomplished this, I don’t 
know. 

There are numerous ingenious 
designs in the new Mark. The curb 
weight is lighter than the Mark VII, 
but the ride feels heavier and more 
solid. The trunk lid is lower than 
the lid on the old Mark, but has 
more usable storage space. 
However, it still has limited storage 


capacity. The back seat is 
easier to get into, too, but I’d 
recommend it only in 
emergency. 

The bucket-type front seats 
are delightful. They are 
covered with leather that 
matches the surroundings.

His confusing explanation had 
something to do with a redesigned 
A-pillar, and the isolation of the 
passenger compartment from the 
engine compartment The design 
allows the wind to flow over the 
windshield and around the door. 



reducing the interior noise level to a 
hush. 

Luxurious treatment is demanded 
by buyers of the Toyota Camry or 
the Lexus 400. but on a thrifty little 
Prizm? No way. That is why not 
hearing the air rush and engine 
noise on this eompact is a pleasant 
surprise. I suspect Toyota designers 
had a lot to do with this design. The 
Geo Prizm is a General Motors- 


Toyola joint venture that Is built in 
Premont, California. 

I was so impressed with the quiet 
ride, I purposely played with the 
power-control windows by opening 
and closing them just to listen to 
the difference in sound. I did the 
same thing with the sun roof. When 
closed, you can’t hear a whisper 
coming from the ceiling. Open it, 
and you can’t hear yourself think. 


Obviously, I’m impressed 
with the quiet ride, but there is 
much more. It has an airbag as 
standard equipment, and anti¬ 
lock brakes are an option. The 
airbag allows the use of the 
more sensible three-point 
safety belt Even rear seat 
passengers have shoulder 
safety belts.

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Change oil, filter to help car last longer

Dear Bob: I have a 1974 Datsun with 
45,000 miles. I have not driven It 
hard, averaging only 3,000 miles per 
year. 

I cannot afford to buy a newer 
car. The speedometer needs fixing 
($100), and it needs a new paint job 
($250). The last one lasted three 
years. 

My son-in-law advises me not to 
put any more money Into the car. 
The mechanic says, "Weil, it’s trans¬ 
portation." 

What do you think? Maybe other 
senior citizens are having this prob¬ 
lem. - H.D., Spokane, Wash. 

Dear H.D.: I receive a lot of let¬ 
ters from seniors living on a fixed in¬ 
come and unable to purchase a new¬ 
er vehicle. 

I agree with both your son-in-law 
and your mechanic; if that sounds 
contradictory, let me explain. 

You only drive about 3,000 miles 
a year, so all you need is, as your 
mechanic says, "transportation.” 

Your son-in-law advises not put¬ 
ting any more money into the car. 
You can get by without fresh paint 
and, if it’s legal in Washington, even 
without a speedometer, although I 
would consider it a necessity for 


safety reasons. 

Your car is a babe in the woods 
mileage-wise. But don't be deluded 
into thinking you are not driving it 
hard because you put only 3,000 
miles a year on it. 

You should put some money into 
it in the form of oil and filter changes 
and a lube everj' three months (for¬ 
get about how few miles you have 
gone). This will help keep those big- 
ticket items such as a rebuilt engine 
at bay. 

Don’t forget to treat the cooling 
system and transmission to periodic 
fluid changes also. These small mon¬ 
etary investments — and invest¬ 
ments they are — will keep your car 
going. 

New paint won’t do a thing to 
help the car run better or last long¬ 
er. 

Dear Bob: I read your recent arti¬ 
cle on Teflon-lype oil additives that 
could clog oil passages In the engine 
and am concerned because I have 
added one of these products to my 
oil. 

Any Information you can give me 
on what to do, if anything, will be 
appreciated. - J.R., St. Petersburg, 
Fla. 

Dear J.R.: I wouldn't be too con¬ 
cerned about adding a single can of 


this type of engine treatment, but 
here is a rule of thumb to use when 
considering any type of oil supple¬ 
ment or engine treatment: If the 
container says "Shake well before 
using,” I'd steer clear of that partic- 
»ular product. 

Why be concerned about this? If 
you have to shake the container 
first, the active ingredient isn’t sus¬ 
pended properly and has more than 
likely settled to the bottom of the 
container. If it settles out in the con¬ 
tainer. chances are good that it will 
probably settle in your engine where 
it will do no good and will add to 
sludge buildup. 

A few PTFE (a Teflon-type sub¬ 
stance) products are properly sus¬ 
pended. If you choose to use a 
PTFE treatment in your engine, be 
certain it is one you don’t have to 
shake, rattle and roll before using. 

Dear Bob; Please tell me how 
long a car should be warmed up be¬ 
fore driving It on cold winter morn¬ 
ings? Is there a difference in the 
warm-up times of automatic- and 
standard-transmission cars? 

Also, how much gas does a warm¬ 
up use? — J.R., Brooklyn, N.Y. 

Dear J.R.: Although I have ad¬ 
dressed this question a number of 
times in the past, it is important 


enough to deserve a yearly review. 

With much of the countrj' socked 
into harsh weather', cold winter 
morning starts are. unfortunately, a 
reality many of us have to deal with 
daily. Bui whether you live in New 
York or Florida, the following advice 
applies. 

Ideally, a car should be started, 
idled only until sufficient oil pressure 
is established (the oil light goes out 
or the oil-pressure gauge reads nor¬ 
mal). then moved. If the engine is 
tuned properly, this procedure 
should lake about 15 seconds. 

If the car protests being put into 
gear so soon, then use the minimum 
amount of cold-engine idling suffi¬ 
cient to allow the car to be driven 
without bucking or stalling. There 
should be no difference in the warm¬ 
up limes of automatic and standard- 
transmission cars. 

Cold-engine idling on winter 
mornings is one of the most severe 
modes of engine operation. Extend¬ 
ed cold idling causes rapid conlani- 
inanl buildup in the oil and deposit 
buildup on internal engine parts. It 
also allows rust-producing moisture 
to invade the engine and it wastes 
copious amounts of gasoline. 

In addition, the unbumed gasoline 


will dilute the oil. making it much 
less effective. A car that gets 25 
mpg when warm may get only 2 or 3 
mpg under initial cold-engine opera¬ 
tion. That same car might use a gal¬ 
lon of gasoline for even* 15 minutes 
it cold-idles. 

The idea is to get the car moving 
at moderate speeds as soon as pos¬ 
sible. The engine and other parts 
will warm faster, operate more effi¬ 
ciently and experience less wear and 
use less gasoline than if it were to sit 
and idle. 

And most of us never realize that 
the catalytic converter and other 
eniissions-control parts don't oper¬ 
ate until they are wanned up. (.Inti! 
that time, the car is pouring toxic 
wastes into the atmosphere. 

The sooner we warm tlie engine, 
the less pollution we cause. Cold-idl¬ 
ing is a nasty thing to do to the envi¬ 
ronment.

FLINT, Mich. — Park Avenue, 
Buick’s front-wheel-drive luxury 
sedan that was rated “best overall 
American car value’ in 1992 in an 
independent study, features an 
enhanced 3800 V-6 engine and oth¬ 
er technical and design refinements 
for the 1993 model year. 

Park Avenue Ultra again is 
equipped with a 205-horsepower 


supercharged 3800 V-6. Both Park 
Avenue and Park Avenue Ultra 
again offer an electronically con¬ 
trolled four-speed automatic trans¬ 
mission with overdrive. 

The naturally aspirated 3800 V-6 
with tuned port injection in Park 
Avenue has been redesigned for 
quieter, more responsive perfor¬ 
mance, while also meeting stricter 


emission standards in California. 

The graceful and aerodynamic 
styling of both models is retained 
with a number of enhancements. 
Park Avenue and Ultra have new — 
and different — grilles, both mod¬ 
ified versions of the vertical-bar 
design that has long been associat¬ 
ed with luxury Buicks, There is a 
new tail lamp lens design on Park 


Avenue and new tail lamps on Ultra. 

Both models again have many 
safety features including driver air 
bag and anti-lock brakes. 

New for ‘93: the optional automat¬ 
ic ride control adjusts ride and han¬ 
dling depending on road conditions. 
There are three levels of damping 
— comfort, normal and firm. The 
system will automatically maintain 
the correct damping for road and 
driving conditions. Lift, dive and roll 
are more controlled compared to 
handling with a standard 
suspension. 

ComforTemp is an automatic 
dual climate control system which 
allows the driver and front passeng¬ 
er to set their own interior climates. 
Rear-seat ComforTemp (standard 
on Ultra, available on Park Avenue) 
allows rear passengers to direct air 
flow up and down and side to side 
or to shut it o. The rear-seat temper¬ 
ature is selected by the driver. 

An automatic day/night mirror 
system, again optional on both 
models, darkens the lenses of 
inside and driver outside rear-view 
mirrors as cars with headlamps on 
approach from the rear. 

Optional programmable automatic 
door iocks ailow the driver to select 


whether the doors will remain 
locked when the gear seiector is 
shifted from drive to park, or will 
automatically unlock. Remote key¬ 
less entry is also optional. 

Besides anti-lock brakes and driv¬ 
er air bag, other key features that 
are retained include; brake/trans¬ 
mission interlock to prevent shifting 
out of "park" without applying the 
brakes; personalized automatic 
security system that disables the 
engine starting and fuel systems if a 
non-matching ignition key is used; 
engine oil-life monitor and oil-level 
warning light 

The oil-life monitor, indicating 
when to change oil, uses engine 
sensors to measure engine coolant 
temperature, engine rpm and vehi¬ 
cle speed, and then calculates the 
oil life remaining based on actual 
driving conditions and flush-mount¬ 
ed Solar-Ray glass to further reduce 
wind noise and significantly screen 
out harmful sun rays. 

Additional standard features 
include air conditioning, power 
door locks and power vdndows with 
driver’s "express down" feature, 
The standard entertainment system 
includes an AM/FM stereo radio 
with seek, scan and cassette player.

T he Lincoln-Mercury Division of Ford 
Motor Company is flying high with the 
introduction of two ^^new vehicles to 
the lineup for the 1993 model year: The 
Mercury Villager minivan and the Lin¬ 
coln Mark VIII personal luxury car. 

In fact, these two 1993 vehicles are the sixth 
and seventh all-new offerings from Lincoln-Mer- 
cury in the past three years. 

The 1993 Mercury Villager is the first-ever 
minivan for Lincoln-Mercury. An exercise in aero¬ 
dynamic styling (0.36 Cd), the front-wheel drive 
slickster is, along with the Mazda MPV, one of the 
smoothest, easiest and most carlike-riding mini- 
vans on today's market. Indeed, the Villager's taut 
handling and ride, somewhat on the soft side, ap¬ 
proximate those of a fine, heavy sedan. 

The front-wheel drive Villager is offered in two.- 
irim packages, the entry-level GS and the top-of- 
the-line LS. Both are powered by a 3.0-liter V-6 
engine with an overhead camshaft, and are fed by 
sequential electronic fuel injection. Standard trans¬ 
mission for both models is a 4-speed, electronically 
controlled automatic. 

The V-6 is rated at 151 horsepower at 4,800 
rpm and has maximum torque of 174 foot pounds at 
4,400 rpm. The engine rates an EPA estimate of 
17 miles per gallon/city and 23 mpg/highway. We 
averaged 20.1 mpg for two weeks of mostly city 
driving. 

A smooth and relatively quiet engine, the work¬ 
horse 3.0-liter V-6 endows the Villager with 
enough power to allow it to tow (with an optional 
towing package consisting of a heavy-duty battery, 
heavy-duty radiator and additional electrical wiring 
package) a gross trailer weight of 3,500 pounds 
with a maximum tongue load of 350 pounds. Stan¬ 
dard towing capacity is 2,000 pounds with a 200- 
pound maximum tongue load. 

We drove the loaded version LS model with its 
all-digital dash, trip computer, lilt and slide sunroof 
with shade, power seats with lumbar, power mir¬ 
rors and locks and a host of other amenities. 

The interior is handsome, comfortable and 
roomy. The four optional captain's chairs, along 
with the rear bench seat can accommodate seven 
passengers and the seats can be moved about in a 
variety of ways, or removed, depending on peo¬ 
ple/cargo requirements. It's a neat arrangement. 

The back bench seat, for instance, can be folded 
and tucked against the back of the two mid-cabin 
captain's chairs or, with the two center captain 
seats removed, can be folded and tucked against 
the front seats to give a magnum of cargo space. 
With just the rear seats removed there are 126.4 


cubic feet of available cargo space. 

Besides the standard features on the lower- 
priced GS model, the LS gets standard power win¬ 
dows, locks and mirrors, front A/C, tilt, cruise, 
rear defroster and more. 

Options include the four captain’s chairs seating 
arrangement, leather, rear AC and radio controls, 
electronic instruments, compact disc player and 
electric tilt/slide sunroof. A handling package with 
rear stabilizer bar and larger tires is also an LS op¬ 
tion. 

The exterior, with its telltale light bar across 
the front — a carryover from the Mercury Sable 
— is slick, aerodynamic and handsome. All glass is 
flush-mounted and the single sliding door works 
with the flick of the wrist.

You expect these features on a 
luxury car, but the standard Prizm 
has a base price of under $10,000.

1993 Ford Ranger Supercab STX

he best-selling compact pickup truck for 
the past six years has gotten even better 
for i993 and, from the looks of it. could 
well continue its skein for another half 
dozen. 

The handsome, all-new, ver>' aerody¬ 
namic 1993 Ford Ranger looks and acts like anoth¬ 
er winner for Ford Motor Co. Here's a super- 
lough truck that can take it and dish it out, all with¬ 
in the confines of slick modem but rugged styling 
and, in the case of the Supercab Ranger, very 
sedanlike comfort. 

This is a totally new Ranger: From its new 
hood, headlamps, grille, bumper, optional front va¬ 
lence panel with round driving lights, increased 
windshield angle and flush side-window glass, the 
aero-styled exterior is both slick and wind-shedding 
and very robust. There’s totally new sheet metal 
from bumper to bumper. 

We drove the Supercab version of the top-of- 
the-line Ranger STX 4X2 and did some time in the 
regular cab STX 4X4. 

I'm impressed by the Supercab Ranger. With 
brilliant blue metallic paint covering its new sheet 
metal and STX logos, it got a lot of looks. 

Even over the roughest ground you won't hear 
a rattle. Much of this solidity, I'm certain, is be¬ 
cause of the Twin-I'Beam front suspension on the 
4X2 and the Twin-Traction Beam front suspension 
on the 4X4. The new styling includes — on the 
4X4 model — very spifly integrated round driving 
lights in the option^ front valence panel. 

There was plenty of room in the Supercab 
Ranger. Indeed, if you are anywhere near normal 
height and width I heartily recommend this version 
of the pickup. Why? Because the one problem I 
had with the Ranger wasn’t with the 4X2 model 
with the Supercab version, but with the regular cab 
4X4 Ranger. There isn’t any room to speak of in 
the regular cab. 

But the Supercab was great. Our Ranger STX 
Supercab was equipped with the optional ($179) 
and very powerful 4.0-liter V-6 engine. It's rated 
at 160 horsepower at 4,200 rpm and has an incred¬ 
ible 230 foot pounds of torque at 2,400 rpm. This is 
the engine you’d want for heavy-duty hauling or 
pulling. EPA estimated fuel economy is 17 
mpg/city and 22 mpg/highway. We averaged 18.6 
mpg in combined driving for the test week. 

Standard engine for the Ranger is a rather ane¬ 
mic (compared to the optional 4.0-liter) 100 horse¬ 
power, 2.3-Iiter, 4-cylinder. The standard engine 
on the STX model is a midrange 145 horsepower, 
3.0-llter,V-6. 

The 4X4 STX flaunted Ford’s “Touch Drive” 
electric shift. You can operate the 4-wheel drive 
with the push of a button. While I still prefer a 
transfer case shifter — you know the vehicle is in 


4-wheel drive — there’s no question but that the 
electronic pushbutton feature is a driver-pleaser. 

I’ve never been a fan of pickup sliding rear win¬ 
dows. White it's nice to open and get that fresh air. 
it makes the truck too easy to break into. What 
good are locks on the doors when a screwdriver 
can easily pry open the sliding window? 

Base price for the Ranger 4X2 Supercab STX is 
$12,964. As-tested our version came to $17,354. 
This included STX trim package at $1,064, the op¬ 
tional 4.0-liter engine, automatic overdrive trans¬ 
mission ($990), limited slip axle ($252). power win¬ 
dow/lock groyp (367), A/C ($780), power mirrors 
($140), sliding rear window ($113), flip pivoting 
quarter windows ($43) and $460 destination. Sub¬ 
tract a $350 discount for the final total. 

Comments by my wife Rogga: The other day 
some loony on talk radio was expounding his theo¬ 
ry that we are all going to be reincarnated as inani¬ 
mate objects — you know, rocks and stuff. But — 
Just in case I’ve decided I'm coming back as a 
Ford truck. Someone else can be a hunk of Mt. 
Rushmore. 

Is there anything more typically aU-American 
than a pickup? Now take the new Ranger. Not only 
is it solid, hardworking and practical, but it's also 
comfortable, easy to handle and a blast to drive. 

In fact, I might just return as this Ranger. It’s 
— believe it or not — a head-turner.

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Goodbye gasoline, hello clean air 


Gasoline is probably the most 
efficient medium for storing energy 
that nature ever invented. And gas¬ 
oline has been a dependable and 
cheap source of fuel for automo¬ 
biles almost since their invention 
slightly more than a century ago. 

However, gasoline emissions 
from cars arc among the main con¬ 
tributors to smog and global warm¬ 
ing. Government agencies, petro¬ 
leum and auto companies and uni¬ 
versities have been testing new, 
cleaner-burning fuels for cars for 
decades. Among the candidates to 
replace gasoline are ethanol and 
methanol alcohols, compressed nat¬ 
ural gas (CNG), liquid petroleum 
gas (LPG) and electric power. All of 
these spew far fewer emissions into 
the air, but each of the clean-burn¬ 
ing fuels have drawbacks. 

The time has come for taking the 
alternate fuels out of the laboratory 
and allowing the marketplace to 
decide which will possibly replace 
gasoline. Auto companies have 
been testing cars that burn alter¬ 
nate fuels in selected fleets for 
years. Now the general public will 
have access to cars and light trucks 
that run on alcohol and natural gas. 

Some of America's most popular 


mid-siae cars from Detroit will be 
available early in 1993 with engines 
that burn a fuel m'lxture of 85 per¬ 
cent methanol and 15 percent gaso¬ 
line (typically known as M85). The 
Ford Taurus, Chevrolet Lum'ma, 
Dodge Spirit and Plymouth Acclaim 
will be available with new flexible 
fuel engines designed to run on 
almost any percent of methanol and 
gasoline. 

The trick is that flexible fuel vehi¬ 
cles (FFVs) come equipped with a 
fuel sensor that can instantly detect 
what kind of fuel is in the gas tank. 
Then the sensor transmits an elec¬ 
tronic message with this informa¬ 
tion to the engine's computerized 
controller. The controller resets the 
engine timing and spark gap for the 
optimum performance and lowest 
amount of emissions for any fuel 
mix. 

If you can't find a station that 
sells M85 (there are only about 75 
stations in the country that carry 
the fueD, don't worry. You can drive 
the car just as well on straight 
unleaded gasoline. What you may 
notice with M85, is more powerful 
performance. That's because 
methanol has a higher octane than 
gasoline. Offsetting that is metha¬ 


nol has only about 60 percent of the 
calories in gasoline. That translates 
into about 40 percent less driving 
range with M85. To compensate, 
the auto companies are Installing 
bigger fuel tanks in FFVs. 

Emissions from FFVs running on 
M85 are 30 to 50 percent cleaner 



than from gasoline-fueled cars. 
Virtually all of the smog causing 
emissions are lower, as well as gas¬ 
es that are suspected of causing the 
so-called greenhouse effect in 
which the earths average tempera¬ 
ture would gradually rise. 

Most of the FFVs will be offered in 
California where emissions laws 
arc toughest. But all the FFV mak¬ 
ers will sell the cars to anyone who 
might want one. There's virtually 


no difference in price between an 
FFV and a conventional gasoline¬ 
burning car, although cars that 
burn methanol must have special 
corrosion-resistant fuel lines, fuel 
injectors and fuel tank, among oth¬ 
er things. Alcohol is far more corro¬ 
sive than gasoline and would 
destroy conventional fuel tanks and 
plumbing lines. 

Other alternate fuel vehicles are 
also available. Chevrolet offers its 
full-sized C/K pickups vdth engines 
that burn compressed natural gas. 
CNG is in abundant supply in the 
U.S. and is claimed to cost only 84 
percent as much as gasoline. 
Emissions that cause smog and 
global warming from CNG vehicles 
are also lower than from either gas¬ 
oline or diesel engines. 

Ford has been testing its full-size 
Crown Victoria models with CNG 
engines, but has not yet decided on 
when to offer them to retail custom¬ 
ers. However, Ford does sell a med¬ 
ium duty commercial truck that 
uses liquefied petroleum gas 
(LPG). This is the same fuel more 
commonly known as propane and 
used for heating and cooking in 
many homes., It is the first emis¬ 
sion-certified LPG Iruck offered by 


any manufacturer. 

Detroit's Big Three are also test¬ 
ing electric cars extensively. 
However, the introduction of EVs to 
the general public is probably at 
least four or five years away. 
Chrysler and Ford will produce test 
fleets of electric-powered vans and 
have them on the road in early 
1993. These battery-powered vans 
arc the ultimate in low emission 
vehicles — officially qualifying as 
zero emission models under the 
most stringent California stan¬ 
dards. But the lack of advanced 
high energy density batteries are 
holding up their availability to the 
general public. 

Eventually even more exotic low- 
emission fuels may become avail¬ 
able for general use. The most 
important of these is hydrogen gas, 
but there are substantial drawbacks 
to the use of hydrogen. Chief 
among these is the expense of 
creating hydrogen. 

However, the pressure on auto 
companies to produce cleaner 
burning vehicles is increasing. In 
turn, consumers can expect to be 
driv’ing cars with cleaner emissions 
within the next few years.

GRAND PRDC, From page 7 
requires using the power switch to 
unlock the door before touching 
the door handle. When 1 forgot, an 
attempted to open the door before 
unlocking it, frequently required 
unlocking, locking and unlocking 
before the door would open.

Maurer keeps budget in line

The town faces myriad chal¬ 
lenges as the fiscal year unfolds, 
but all are within reach with 
some hard work at the budget 
table, says one town official. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick 
Maurer spoke with the Star and 


shared his view of Winchester’s 
financial picture in light of a 
slowly strengthening economy. 
Maurer released a balanced 
budget with an optimistic note to 
the Finance Committee and the 
Board of Selectmen on Feb. 15.

Search is 
likely to be 
turned over 
to consultant

School Coniniiltce members are 
aclivcly considering calling in a con- 
sullanl to assist with the search for a 
new superintendent when the pro¬ 
cess starts back up. 

Reached by the Star, the majority 
of the committee members said they 
favored turning the process over to a 
consiillanl. "I think it probably leans 
in that direction,” said committee 
member Edward O'Connell. 

Committee members say there arc 
other options still open; however, 
those other options arc receiving less 
than enthusiastic support from the 
mcmbei’s. 

One option would be to review the 
resumes of the eight semi-finalists, 
who were not forwarded to the 
School Conimitlcc, but most mem¬ 
bers do not see that as the best 
method.

Feelings remain 
high over search

The reactions to acting Superin¬ 
tendent Robert Fitzgerald’s decision 
to decline an interview for the super- 
intendency may differ, but the fi;el- 
ings on both sides of the issue remain 
strong. 

The School Committee members 
who had voted to interview Fitzger¬ 
ald at their Feb. 9 meeting expressed 
dismay that Fitzgerald did not accept 
their offer. “Frankly, I'm disap¬ 
pointed that Bob saw fit not to push 
his candidacy forward at this time,” 
said member Edward O’Connell. 

O'Connell and School Committee 
Chairman Mark Lombardi said they 
realize that it isn’t the acting super¬ 
intendent's style to approach things 
that way. “I know that deep down he 
wanted to be superintendent, but he 
just doesn’t like to be the cause of any 
controversy," said Lombardi. 


Fitzgerald has said he refused the 
inten'iew because he was “not com¬ 
fortable with the process as it has 
evolved." 

• The two committee members who 
opposed interviewing Fitzgerald, 
Jerilyn Heinold and James Evans, 
said his decision to withdraw vali¬ 
dated their opposition to that vole. 
“His decision not to participate in 
that type of process enforces my 
respect of Mr. Fitzgerald,” said 
Evans. “He didn't want the job under 
those circumstances.” 

Evans and Heinold say it was the 
process and not the person they 
opposed. “I didn’t have anything per¬ 
sonal against him as much as the 
seeming disregard of the entire 
search process,” said Heinold. “If 
any candidate from the scmifinalisls 
had been brought forward, it would 
have been unacceptable.”

Lombardi defends budget 

What Is your analysis of how ths search for a new 
superintendent has unfolded since It first began last 
June? 

It was tough getting it started because, as you know, we 
had a lot of trouble coming up with the formula of who 
should be on the committee, and that was frustrating for 
me because I thought that should be the easiest part of 
the job... But the good news after that was the Search 
Committee seemed to work very well together. The peo¬ 
ple I talked to informally on the committee were very 
happy with what had happened. The School Committee 
gave me feedback that they were very happy with the 
way things turned out with the Search Committee... And 
we were also pretty much happy witli the two finalists 
who were presented to us. They came very highly recom¬ 
mended. I think one was unanimously forwarded to us, 
and the other was almost unanimously forwarded to us, 
so we felt comfortable that such a diverse group of peo¬ 
ple on the screening committee could agree on two peo¬ 
ple. It started to fall apart when Dr. Williams withdrew 
and then Dr. Kennedy accepted the other job. The part 
that came back to haunt me was... three of us felt that if 
the screening committee feels lhat strongly about just 
sending two forward, let's stick with that. And unfortu¬ 
nately they pulled out, and things kind of fell apart. 
When we had the meeting last week... and we were at 
the point where we had to make a decision on what we 
were going to do in the ftiture... I thought it would be a 
good point in the process to give Bob Fitzgerald, the in- 
house candidate, the chance to at least to inlon’iow in 
front of us so we could give him an indication either pro 


Bortman blasts opponent 

What Is your analysis of how the search for a new 
superintendent has unfolded since It first began last 
June? 

Obviously, the search has failed in the sense that we 
don’t have any candidates for the job. I think the 
problem with the search has been the leadership, or 
lack of leadership, from the School Committee, and the 
chairman of course has to take the blame for that. The 
Search Committee did, I think, an outstanding 
job... They stood up to some pressure from the School 
Commlltce in holding to their notion that they would 
give only two finalists because they fell only two were 
worthy of being nominated. I think it reflects poorly on 
our school system. I would have thought that a school 
system like Winchester advertising for a superinten¬ 
dent would have gotten 200 resumes... Something has 
happened in the last couple of years lhat we just don't 
have the reputation that brings out applicants for this 
job. Maybe it's because we have lost so many high-level 
administrators in the last three or four years... The 
School Committee simply did not start the search off 
correctly. They didn’t give the Search Committee a good 
charge. They didn't give them a good budget to start 
with. They didn’t give them any outside help. And they 
certainly didn’t give them any management oversight... 

Where would you advise the School Committee to go 
next?

In search of 17th 
centuiy ancestors 


An occasional story about 
WInehastar's history by Susan 
Keats, lormar town archivist and pre¬ 
sent chairman, Winchester Historical 
Commission.

The phone call came early in the 
summer. Members of the Symmes 
family from Terra Cotta, Ontario, 
were planning a trip to Winchester to 
look up their family roots. Whal 
made this search so special was the 
fact that this family is directly 
descended from the original Rev. 
Zachariah Symmes (of Symmes Cor¬ 
ner fame) and an offshoot of deacon 
John Symmes (sixth generation) who 
opted to go to Canada around 1816. 
John's son, Henry Richardson Sym¬ 
mes, was the first Canadian-born 
Symmes. Lorraine Symmes is 11 gen¬ 
erations removed from Zachariah 
Symmes. 

Lorraine Symmes, her brothers 
Rick and Rob, her mother, and Rob’s 
daughter arrived one sunny fall day 
to see the original grant of land 
deeded to Zachariah Symmes in 
1636. Symmes and her brothers were 
brought up on a farm in Ontario, hav¬ 
ing spent their chiidhood hearing 
tales of Henry Richardson Symmes 
and how he built the lumber industry 
.and founded the town of Alymer. 
Eventually the family moved to 
Ontario and settled there. 

Symmes family members followed 
Philomen Wright to Canada atter the 
JRevolulion, Wright, a Charlestown 
t native whose land was located on 
I Ridge Street in Winchester, married 
! into the Symmes family. He was 
"probably a Loyalist, but the Symmes 
who followed him to Canada did so 16 
iyears iater, mainly for economic rea¬ 
sons. The names of WrighL Richard- 
json and Converse all appear in the 
iSymmes genealogy in Canada, so it is 
ieasy to trace their origins back to 
fWinchester. 

; We started our Winchester tour at 
)the archives, poring over original 
ideeds of the land, reading 18th- 
icentury letters and putting family 
hnembers into the proper context. We 
flooked at 19th-century family photo- 
Igraphs, and pondered over Colonial 
Ijiistory to clarify points about the set¬ 
tlement of Charlestown. The Colo- 
tmial history review was interesting as 
Sonly one of the six of us was an 
American citizen. Our review cov- 
K'ered many basics that most Ameri- 
Icans take for granted. 


In the afternoon we traveled all 
over the town, looking at the Philo- 
mcn Wright plaque on Ridge Street, 
following old maps to review the ear¬ 
ly boundaries, and even poking 
around in Woburn to find Wright and 
Richardson ancestors buried in the 
old cemeteries. After our day of 
research, the family found the 20th- 
century Symmeses in Wildwood 
Cemeterj', and found the 18th- and 
19th-century members in the Oak 
Grove Cemetery in Medford. 

The latest correspondence brought 
the following news: “We've been so 
Inspired by the trip to Charlestown 
and the story of (John) Winthrop and 
the whole Puritan crowd down there, 
that we thought we’d do some 
desktop publishing on the family.” 
Somehow, I don't think we've heard 
the last of the Canadian Symmes 
family.

In search of 17th 
centuiy ancestors 


An occasional story about 
IV/nchester's history by Susan 
Keats, former town archivist and pre¬ 
sent chairman, Winchester Historical 
Commission.

The phone call came early in the 
summer. Members of the Symmes 
Cainily from Terra Cotta, Ontario, 
were planning a trip to Winchester lo 
look up their family roots. What 
made tliis search so special was the 
fact that this family is directly 
descended from the original Rev. 
Zachariah Symmes (of Symmes Cor¬ 
ner fame) and an offshoot of deacon 
John Symmes (sixth generation) who 
opted to go to Canada around 181C. 
John’s son. Henry Richardson Sym¬ 
mes, was the first Canadian-born 
Symmes. Lorraine Symmes is 11 gen¬ 
erations removed from Zachariah 
Symmes. 

Lorraine Symmes, her brothers 
Rick and Rob. her mother, and Rob's 
daughter arrived one sunny fall day 
to see the original grant of land 
deeded to Zachariah Symmes in 
163G. Symmes and her brothers were 
brought up on a farm in Ontario, hav¬ 
ing spent their childhood hearing 
talcs of Henrj’ Richardson Symmes 
and how he built the lumber industr>' 
and founded the town of Alymer. 
Eventually the family moved to 
Ontario and settled there. 

Symmes family members followed 
Phi lomen Wright lo Canada alter the 
^Revolution. Wright, a Charlestown 
I native whose land was located on 
I Ridge Street in Winchester, married 
I into the Symmes family. He was 
'■probably a Loyalist, but the Symmes 
who followed him lo Canada did so IG 
-.years later, mainly for economic rea¬ 
sons. The names of Wright, Richard- 
Json and Converse all appear in the 
\Symmes genealogy in Canada, so it is 
;easy lo trace their origins back lo 
^Winchester. 

. We started our Winchester tour at 
“the archives, poring over original 
«dceds of the land, reading 18th- 
^century letters and putting family 
^members into the propercontexl. We 
'looked at 19lh-ccntury family photo- 
;graphs, and pondered over Colonial 
history to clarify points about the set¬ 
tlement of Charlestown. The Colo- 
' nial history review was interesting as 
^only one of the six of us was an 
^lAmerican citizen. Our review cov- 
► cred many basics that most Amcri- 
Tcans take for granted. 


In the aflernoon we traveled all 
over the town, looking at the Philo- 
mcn Wright plaque on Ridge Street, 
following old maps lo review the ear¬ 
ly boundaries, and even poking 
around in Woburn to llnd Wright and 
Richardson ancestors buried in the 
old cemeteries. .After our day of 
research, the family found the 20Ui- 
cenlury Symincses in Wildwood 
Cemetery, and found the 18th- and 
19th-century members in the Oak 
Grove Cemetery' in Medford. 

The latest correspondence brought 
the following news: “We’ve been so 
inspired by the trip lo Charieslown 
and the story of (John) Winthrop and 
the whole Puritan crowd down there, 
that wc thought we’d do some 
desktop publishing on the family." 
Somehow. I don’t think we’ve heard 
the last of the Canadian Symmes 
family.

Search for a Lincoln 
principal to b^n

The School Department, hoping to 
fill the position by the start of the 
1993-94 school year, has reopened 
the search for a new principal for the 
Lincoln Elementary School. 

The School Department adver¬ 
tised the position in a Boston news¬ 
paper this past weekend and will 
soon begin formulating a Search 
Committee to chose a new principal. 

The search fora new principal first 
began when then-LincoIn Principal 
Bruce MacDonald told the School 
Committee in late August that ho had 
accepted a position with an elemen¬ 
tary school in Belmont. The School 
Committee quickly formed a Search 
Committee by September to find a 
principal by October, when MacDo¬ 
nald was slated to leave. 

However, the committee could not 
find a suitable candidate for the job. 
Acting Superintendent Robert Fitz¬ 
gerald said the committee was not 
able find an acceptable candidate 
who could come to Lincoln in 
midyear. When the School Commit¬ 
tee realized it would not be able to 
fill the post by the time MacDonald 
was leaving, it named third-grade 
teacher Paula Tranchita as interim 
for the remainder of the school year. 

The composition of the new Search 
Committee will be the same as the 
previous committee: the assistant 
superintendent, an elementary prin¬ 
cipal, a K-12 director, two Lincoln 
teachers, and four Lincoln parents. 

Lincoln parents and teachers have 
been notified that the School Depart¬ 
ment is looking for people for the 


committee. With the exception of the 
assistant superintendent, Thomas 
Budrewicz, the other spots may or 
may not be filled by the same people 
who sat on the original committee. 

Budrewicz said that he, Tranchita, 
and Fitzgerald will probably decide 
the makeup of the Search 
Committee. 

The Search Committee Is slated to 
be picked by March 5 and, after 
reviewing resumes, will begin inter¬ 
viewing candidates on March 29. 

The candidates selected by the 
Search Committee will go to the 
superintendent and his cabinet, who 
Budrewicz said would probably 
include himself; Shirley Potts, direc¬ 
tor of finance; and Frank Bianco, 
director of special education. 

The School Committee is sche¬ 
duled to receive the finalists on April 
20 and will pick the principal on May 
11 . 

Budrewicz said that Tranchita is 
not interested in filling the position 
on a permanent basis, “She’s done an 
admirable job in the acting role, but 
at this point in her career she's inter¬ 
ested in staying in the classroom,” 
said Budrewicz. 

The selection of a principal for 
Lincoln will probably receive addi¬ 
tional scrutiny because of a desire to 
find an applicant with the intention 
of making a long-term commitment. 
Lincoln has had five principals in the 
last six years. When MacDonald left, 
the School Committee expressed 
anger that he was leaving after two 
years, despite telling the committee 
he intended to remain at Lincoln for 
awhile.

Free dn^ programs 

Joan Butler-West executive direc¬ 
tor of Minuteman Home Care, in a 
monthly Question and Answer col¬ 
umn, poses the following questions of 
interest to seniors: 

Q. I take several expensive pre¬ 
scription medications which are not 
covered by Medicare, and I am not 
eligible for Medicaid. I’ve heard 
elders living on a limited income can 
be eligible for free prescription 
drugs. How does this program work? 

A. You may have read, recently 
about “indigent patient programs” 
that offer free prescription drugs. 
There are more than 50 of these 
’’indigent patient programs” olTered 
by national brand name drug manu¬ 
facturers. These programs offer free 
prescription drugs to elders and 
other adults who have limited 
resources and whose insurance does 
not cover their prescription drugs. 
There are thousands of elders in 
Massachusetts who fall into this 
category. With many drug costs 
increasing by 15 percent peryear, it’s 
no wonder that medications largest 
single health care cost eiders pay for 
out of their own pocket 

Only nine percent of the elderly in 
America get their drugs paid for by 
Medicaid — a program that is really 
for the poorest of the poor. Nearly 
two-thirds of the prescription drug 
bills for elders are paid for out-of- 
pocket That’s why drug companies 
offer free drug programs, but very 
few consumers know about these 
programs, or how to make them work 
. All of these free drug programs start 
with your doctor. The drugs must be 
ordered by your doctor, and, in many 
cases, the drugs are sent directly to 
your doctor for you to pick up. In 
Massachusetts, this creates a prob-

Icm, because doctors by law are not 
allowed to ’’dispense” medications 
in their office - except for ’’sample” 
medications and birth control pills . 
So, the firstcall you should make is to 
your state legislator to push for a 
change in state law to permit dis¬ 
pense medications as part of an 
’’indigent patient program.” A cor¬ 
rective bill has been filed that would 
open up all these free drug programs 
in Massachusetts. 

Q. How do I find out if the drugs I 
am taking are available for free? 

A. Call the ElderLine at 
1-800-AGE-INFO, and ask for a free 
copy of the report “The Free Pre¬ 
scription Drug Programs for the 
Elderly.” This report lists the 263 
prescription drugs that are offered 
for free by the pharmaceutical com¬ 
panies. Take this list to your doctor, 
and ask him or her to contact the 
manufacturer directly. Because 
some programs offer vouchers or cer¬ 
tificates, and therefore avoid the 
Massachusetts legal problem, ask 
your doctor to ask the company to 
issue a voucher instead of sending 
drugs to your doctor. Each program 
uses different-guidelines, so have 
your doctor explain each program to 
you. If your drug is not on any list, 
have your doctor call the company 
anyway to see if the company has 
started a program.

Book Pins with a 
purpose on sale 
at Book Ends 

Those looking for a unique gift 
item that also promotes a good cause 
should visit the display and sale of 
Book Pins at Book Ends, 559 Main St., 
Winchester Center, on Saturday, 
Feb. 27, iVom 10 a.m. to noon. 

The pins — individually designed 
pieces of wearable art that show sup¬ 
port for literacy, learning, and edu¬ 
cation — are being sold as a PTO 
fund raiser for the Lynch Elemen¬ 
tary School.

Town Hall chess 
action heats up 

A speed chess tournament was 
held on Feb. 5, at the Winchester 
Town Hall. Fifteen players took part 
with Joe Perl winning in the under 
16s and Howard Sard and Michael 
Gorenstein sharing first place 
overall. 

Speed chess or “Blitz" is to normal 
chess what the 100-yard dash is to the 
Boston Marathon. In speed chess, a 
special timer with two clockfaces sits 
alongside the chess board. The 
hands of each clock are set at five 
minutes before the hour and after 
each move you tap a button which 
slops your clock and starts the clock 
of your opponent. Each player has 
only five minutes to make all the 
moves necessary to complete the 
game. You win either in the normal 


way for chess, by trapping your oppo¬ 
nent's king in checkmate or, by the 
special rule for speed chess, by hav¬ 
ing your opponent run out of time as 
indicated on the timer by a red “fiag” 
which drops down afterall ofthe five 
minutes of thinking time have been 
used. 

■ The element of time adds an extra 
strategic dimension to the already 
complex game of chess. Move fast 
and you put pressure on your oppo¬ 
nent, move too fast and you may 
make a mistake and lose a piece if 
your opponent notices in the heat of 
battle. As the minute hand approach¬ 
es 12 and as the flag teeters on the 
brink, speed chess lives up to its 
name with a flurry of moves often 
less than struggles to win before the 
flag drops. 

Many games of speed chess can be 
played in an evening, and so it was on 
Friday at the Winchester Chess Club 
as 15 players completed 66 games in 
less than two hours. Chess expert 
Tom Richardson ran the tournament 
helped by Neil Akiyama. Richardson 
said he was pleased by how many 
played in the tournament. 

The top three players in the under 
sixteen group were Joe Perl, Adam 
Grass! and Andrew Marder. Also tak¬ 
ing part were Alex Hayden, David 
Maggio, Scooter Bellosvs, Lorraine 
Maggio, Trejeeve Martyn and 
Andrew Maggio.

Consensus picks? 


O ne could almost hear a collective sigh of dismay 
over the recent failed search for 
a superintendent. 

The School Committee never reached a con¬ 
sensus over their “consensus picks" for the 
Search Committee, so perhaps, as some suggest, the pro¬ 
cess was doomed from the start. The point of contention ar¬ 
ose over appointments to the Search Committee and could 
have set the tone for the eventual disaster that the search 
became. 

The school community and residents alike told the Star 
the search process lefr them disheartened with the politi¬ 
cal maneuvering and unsure of what will happen next. 

Putting aside the initial embarrassment over empty 
hands after a yearlong search, residents can’t help but ask 
when the battles will end so that real progress within the 
School Department can begin. 

Why can’t the School Committee reach a consensus? Why 
has issue after issue, beginning with the town wide redis¬ 
tricting up to the recent argument over whether to re- * 
interview acting Superintendent Robert Fitzgerald, ended 
with the town on the losing end. Members never seem to 
get past petty squabbling to solve the problem at hand. 

In a recent budget fracas the Board of Selectmen were 
criticized for a lack of leadership. The same charge could 
now be leveled at the School Committee. 

During a discussion on the Fiscal Year 1994 budget one 
selectman and the town manager noted they were willing to 
work to reach a consensus on the shortfall in the School 
Department’s budget. 

However, experience has shown when only one side 
comes to the table, the battle is a long one. 

We would urge the School Committee to work long and 
hard on that budget. And as the search for a superinten¬ 
dent begins anew, we urge them to dig deeper and find 
■’ some common ground upon which to build.

Ducking the issue

This coming season will find our 
Mill Pond devoid of the White China 
Geese and Peking Ducks which have 
been a beloved Winchester trade¬ 
mark for nearly 70 years. 

It may be remembered that the Mill 
Pond ducks were threatened with 
extinction three years ago as pallia¬ 
tive for those who wanted the wild 
ducks and Canada Geese to leave fair 
Winchester — bag and baggage. At 
that time there was no documented 
evidence that the Canada Geese 
were active carriers of disease — and 
there is none now, according to the 
Board of Health. 

Ultimately, in 1990, ourducks were 
given a reprieve, as they strutted 
across the pages of the Boston Globe, 
and a “no feed" law with penalties 
was enacted. 

That law, obviously unworkable 
due to a 10-day warning clause, has 
never been enforced and local offi¬ 
cials and citizens winked and turned 
away as the blizzard of bread crumbs 
and yesterday’s dinner rolls con¬ 
tinued at waterside. 

Now three years later — due to 
lack of follow through — the problem 
is worse and a blue ribbon, ad hoc 
"Goose Committee” recently advised 
the selectmen to banish our white 
ducks and geese as part of yet 
another “best” plan to send the 
Canada Geese packing. 

Three years ago, during the 
absence of our domestic ducks and 
geese, Mili Pond became overrun 


with wild waterfowl and the little 
island in the pond turned white from 
copious droppings of scores of sea 
gulls who moved in and took over the 
former roosts of the town ducks. 

In fairness to those of us who count 
the domestic white ducks and geese 
dotting the pond behind Town Hall 
as part of our birthright, the “Goose 
Committee” and its ally the Board of 
Selectmen should first have 
addressed the problems inherent in 
the 1990 plan. Furthermore, con¬ 
structive citizen input should have 
been encouraged — and welcomed. 

If the white ducks and geese are 
not returned to Mill Pond this spring 
it doesn’t take the sense of a politi¬ 
cian to realize that they are gone 
forever. 

There is no time frame for their 
return; no one concerned seems to 
know what is goingto happen to them 

- and “room and board” for them 
does not come cheaply. 

Most importantly there are no 
guarantees that removal of the town 
ducks is going to have any iniluencc 
whatsoever on the Canada Geese 
population. 

From earlier experience, the 
population will most probably 
increase — and there will be more 
variety of wild waterfowl choking up 
Mill Pond. 

Sadly — for the child in all of us — 
our much loved white ducks and 
geese are headed once again into the 
political soup pot — feathers and all 

- and there isn't a thingyou or I can 
do to stop it.

What I like about life is its many 
surprises. 

I was surprised about this exact 
time a decade ago, when my little girl 
came trailing down the stairs from 
her nap and climbed into my lap in 
the living room. 

I was sitting in the wing chair, I 
remember, reading a novel about a 
heroine who gave out unforgettable 
man-destroying kisses (which turned 
out to BE so unforgettable largely 
because herteeth were false, and she 
popped 'em out as soon as the lights 
went down.

A friend had called the week 
before to say she couldn't come over, 
because HER little girl had deve¬ 
loped a case of head lice.

I wanted to shriek, only didn't, 
since she was weeping soRly over the 
shame and horror of it all, she who 
kept a house so clean you could toss a 
salad in the toilet bowl. 

My own little one crept up in my lap 
then, clutching her blanky and — 
scratching her head. YOU DON’T 
SUPPOSE!, I thought suddenly; 
lifted a length of hair — and saw a 
row of teensy eggs stitched like seed 
pearls along each wispy strand. 

I almost called 911.1 tried holding 
her at arm’s length while bending 
her boneless limbs into a snowsuit, a 
task roughly equivalent to drinking a 
glass of water with both arms in 
wrist-to-shoulder casts. Then I raced 
to the doctor's. 

“Fascinating!" he exclaimed, 
browsing through her scalp. “I’ve 
seen a thousand cases of nits — the 
lice's eggs, you know — but never an 
actual louse!" He gave me some 
nuclear shampoo. And when, once

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home, I washed her hair with it, the 
bathwater turned into a Yangtze Riv¬ 
er, bustling with the.commerce — 
dead now — of a hundred actual and 
fascinating lice. 

It was some little surprise, all 
right. 

Other surprises I recall involve the 
time I picked up the uncapped bottle 
of vitamins, lifted it to my lips to toss 
down a few and found a live bat 
folded up like an elPs umbrella 
inside it; and the time in 10th grade 
when I lied about being sick to get out 
of taking an Algebra II test. I got dis¬ 
missed from school, exulting inward¬ 
ly; then immediately GOT sick: lay on 
the bathroom floor for a whole week 
thinking “Kill me now, God.

1 guess such surprises happen to us 
all. 

My friend's cat Squeak got gum 
trouble and went in to have her teeth 
out (yes, you read right; next thing, 
they’ll be having face liRs and tummy 
lucks.) While under the knife, she 
was found to have a tumor too, which 


the vet removed. But at home, tooth¬ 
less and convalescing, she kept open¬ 
ing her wound. The vet finally put 
her on Valium. She jumped up on 
things and missed; forgot how to 
blink; smiled a lot; and developed a 
weird appetite - for elastics and 
earrings and cigarette butts. “Never 
mind Squeak, give ME the Valium!” 
my ft-iend begged the vet after a week 
of this. 

Many surprises seem to involve the 
animal kingdom, come to think of it. 
One day, my sister's cat Shadow bit 
her on the toe. At 2 a.m. the lymph 
nodes in her groin had swollen. At 6 
when she got to the Emergency 
Room, the doctors took 11 syringes of 
pus out of her foot and sent her home 
to bed with an Rx for Darvocet. 
"Looks like another allergy to paink¬ 
illers," she said to me afterward. 
“Everything I saw was ft-amed like a 
stained glass window. And the Space 
Shuttle kept landing in my room.” 

Once, the animal figuring in the 
surprise wasn’t even my sister's: she 
came out to the garage one morning 
to find that a wild beast had entered 
her car; had tapdanced, sketched 
and generally whooped it up on the 
windshield, dash and upholstery to 
such an extent, that it brought sobs of 
disgust even to the pros at the car¬ 
cleaning place.

I fault the School Committee both 
for their decision last week and for 
the manner in which they 
announced that decision. Mr. Fitz¬ 
gerald was not consulted prior to the 
announcement made at that meet¬ 
ing. He should have been. The 
School Committee, at that point in 
the process, had a responsibility to 
live up to their prior decisions. They 
had agreed to accept two, rather 
than the originally requested five, 


candidates recommended by the 
search committee. Whether it was a 
3-2 vote or a unanimous one, the 
majority rules. That majority should 
not have wavered in its commitment 
to that decision. 

By insisting on a third candidate of 
their choosing without consulting 
with the Search Committee, they not 
only insulted a group they had them¬ 
selves appointed and that had been 
remarkably diligent and conscien¬ 
tious, they also disregarded the 
other seven semifinalists and 
attempted to present the community 
with a sole candidate. 

A desire for Mr. Fitzgerald to be 
among the ftnalists as a professional 
courtesy could have been reasonably 
expressed and voted on by the com¬ 
mittee when procedures were being 
established last fall. To express that 
desire now shows not only a disre¬ 
gard for the entire search process, 
but also a lack of careftil thought and 
consideration on the part of the 
School Committee members who 
demanded such a courtesy last week. 

Bob Fitzgerald, the Search Com¬ 
mittee and the Winchester commun¬ 
ity deserve better.

Dewald questions 
need for field 
expansion plans 

To the editor: 

The town of Winchester has higher 
priorities than the wasting of tax 
money on a soccer complex for the 
private soccer club. Money wasted 
on unneeded ptayileld expansion 
will not be available for education, 
public safety, street improvement, 
etc. 

My understanding is that Winches¬ 
ter does not have enough playing 
fields to properly maintain its pre¬ 
sent Helds. I know that it sounds 
strange, but it appears that the most 
important factor in playing Held 
maintenance in Winchester is "rest¬ 
ing." The frequency at which Helds 
need to be “rested" is still an unan¬ 
swered question. All Helds can’t be 
“rested” every year! Maybe every 
other year will do. Maybe “resting” 
is in phase with the DPW workers? 

I must admit that I am puzzled by 
the medieval agriculture practice of 
“resting" Helds. If “resting" Helds is 
necessary, Fenway Park would cer¬ 
tainly have two baseball diamonds. 
How many golf courses have two sets 
\ of greens? Think of it, one set of 
greens is being rested while the 
other is being played on. I suggest 
that Fenway Park and golf courses 
have some employees who know how 
to grow grass. It is that simple! 

For over 25 years, I have observed 
a university playing Held that has 
surely more usage than Skillings 
Field, but is always in excellent 
condition. I phoned the gentleman 
in charge of Held maintenance at 
; that university last week. He told me 
that Held maintenance starts with a 
soil analysis each fall. From this 
analysis, the fertilizer (amount and 
type) and lime needs for the coming 
year are determined. I was also 
informed that the Held at the univer¬ 
sity is fertilized four to Hve times a 
year. The application of fertilizer, 
lime, etc. and other maintenance is 
done by a private lawn contractor 
which I was told is much cheaper 
than using university personnel. 
Also, when a contractor is used capi¬ 
tal costs are kept down, especially 
for expensive equipment that is 
needed only for a few days a year. 

The Held maintenance program in 
Winchester has been a fraud ever 
since soccer arrived in town. The 
poor conditions of the playHelds 
have been used for years to advocate 
Held expansion so that taxpayers are 
conned into building an unneeded 
soccer complex. 

The time is now for the taxpayers 
to be Informed of the true cost of 
yearly Held maintenance (including 
cost of labor, capital equipment, 
lawn treatment materials, water, 
etc.). It would be interesting to Hnd 
out the sum of money that could be 
saved If Winchester’s Held mainte¬ 
nance programs were contracted 
out 

Finally, why should a private soc¬ 
cer club be allowed to create a 
Hnancial burden for the taxpayers?

Residents question 
campaign promises 
from three members 

To the editor: 

“Responsive and responsible 
leadership;” Hnancial foresight and 
contingency planning," “restore 
public conHdence in the school com¬ 
mittee” this was some of the rhetoric 
of three our present School Commit¬ 
tee members which appeared in 
political statements and advertise¬ 
ments in the Winchester Star during 
their campaigns of 1990 and 1991. 
They stressed the need for “ioeg 
range planning” and “priority lists.” 
They sought to end what they 
described as “crisis management” 
so that there would be no more 
“eleventh hour resolutions” or 
“short-sighted solutions.” Over and 
over again there were references to 
a “community wide perspective.” 
And as one of these individuals said, 
“Proven performance rises above 
promises.” Or could it just be proven 
performance falls below promises? 

Perhaps the actions of these three 
School Committee members at the 
Feb. 9 School Committee meeting 
might shed some light on their per¬ 
formance versus promises. By that 
time both candidates that had been 
recommended by the Search Com¬ 
mittee had now withdrawn before 
the Hnal selection was to take place, 
the other was forced to withdraw by 
default It was time for responsive 
and responsible leadership. A lot of 
time and money and effort had gone 
into the superintendent search. Now 
there was no candidate — crisis 


management time. 

Would it not have been a reason¬ 
able move to invite the superinten¬ 
dent Search Committee, or at least 
its'co-chairmen, for an open discus¬ 
sion of possible options? Perhaps 
the remaining finalists could be 
reconsidered for the position. Per¬ 
haps the Search Committee would 
feel that the process should be 
reopened once again.

They chose to single out the one 
in-house candidate and Invite him 
for an interview. This action put a 
very fine individual in an extremely 
awkward situation. And in doing so, 
they had circumvented the very pro¬ 
cess and people they had chosen to 
seek out viable candidates for the 
superintendency. These members 
took eleventh hour antics to a whole 
new level. 

In a 1990 Star article our present 
School Committee chairman stated: 
“Let’s stop comparing ourselves to 
surrounding communities and give 
surrounding communities reason to 
compare themselves to us.

Borggaard discusses 
the Symmes Grant 
line documents 

To Ihs editor: 

Now that everyone in town knows 
exactly "within Inches” just where 
the old Black Horse Tavern stood (on 
the walled lot at the comer of Main 
and Prospect Streets) with the bam 
and stables right below it at the 
comer of Main and Black Horse 
Terrace, I feel free to examine one 
or two more of the documents rela¬ 
tive to the matter of the old Symmes 
Grant Line. 

Over one hundred years ago, Mr. 
Luther Symmes, direct decendant of 
the original grantee, and at the time 
the president of the Winchester His¬ 
torical Society, in an attempt to 
record for posterity the original 
boundaries of the grant, had this to 
say, "and thence crossing the Abajo- 
na bear the house of Henry W. Sym¬ 
mes and crossing Main Street about 
three hundred feet south of the old 
Black Horse Tavern and along the 
north side of Prospect Street ” etc. 

Unfortunately, for posterity, these 
last two short phrases, out of a long 
sentence, caused all the trouble. He 
was an intellignet man. He knew 
north from south; he knew where the 
line was and he was trying to 
describe it However, when he said 
that “the line was three hundred 
feet south of the Tavern” it is evi¬ 
dent that he “misspoke”. There is 
absolutely no sign of a line anywhere 
near 300 feet south of the Tavern, 
but the line which crossed Main 
Street (and the Abajona) near the 
house of Henry W. Symmes is still 
there and was there then at about 
300 feet north of the Tavern. 

Again, when he said that the line 
continued along the north side of 
Porspect SL he caused Hirther con- 
flision. I fear that many of his read¬ 
ers, who should have known better. 


should have known that he was 
speaking synechdochlcally (are you 
paying attention?) and literally. He 
certainly did not mean the street 
itself, pavement, curbs, and sidew¬ 
alks, etc. Far from it! He was not 
about to abandon all the properties 
that had access only from Prospect 
Street from the north side. No he 
meant the Prospect Street complex 
lots, houses, garages, etc. not Just the 
street itself 

Please note that It was not Pros¬ 
pect Street itself that cut off Hillside 
Avenue, Summitt Avenue and the 
north wall of the Sharon house. No, 
it was the common line on the north 
side of all those house lots. And this

THE HOUSE AND SENATE. Beacon 
Hill Roll Call records local rep¬ 
resentatives’ votes on five roll calls 
from the week of Feb. 8-11. There 
were no roll calls in the Senate. 

The first four roll calls are on 
proposed amendments to the Hou^e 
version of Governor Weld’s econom¬ 
ic development bill. The bill itself, 
including an increase from 1 to 3 
percent in the investment lax credit, 
was passed on a voice vote. 

SMALL BUSINESS LOANS (H 2152) 

— House 109-42, rejected an amend¬ 
ment increasing Ainding fVom $5 
million to$10 million for a reserve to 
provide loan guarantees to small 
businesses. Amendment supporters 
said this will leverage another $100 
million to help small businesses who 
are unable to get credit at banks. 
Opponents said the $5 million is 
sufilcient and argued the state can¬ 


not afford the $10 million. 

A Yes vote is* for the $5 million 
increase. A No vote is against the $5 
million increase. 

Rep. Paul Casey voted no. 

TECHNOLOGY (H 2152) - House 
84-67, rejected an amendment 
increasing flinding from $2 million 
to $15 million for the Emerging 
Technology Fund. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this increase will lever¬ 
age more private sector financing to 
stimulate job creation through the 
construction of modern manufactur¬ 
ing and other advanced technology 
facilities. They argued that without 
the funding, businesses may delay 
their expansion into manufacturing 
or located new facilities in another 
state. Opponents said the state simp¬ 
ly cannot afford the $15 million and 
argued the $2 million is enough to 
get this fund started. 

A Yes vote is for the $13 million 
increase. A No vote is against the $13 
million increase.

Like those who were in attendance 
that evening, some parents were dis¬ 
turbed at the whole process. “I think 
that under the circumstances, I'm 
glad Mr. Fitzgerald withdrew,” said 
Betsy Cregger, president of the Com¬ 
munity Schools Association. Cregger 
said regardless of how people feel 
about Fitzgerald, he would have 
faced some difllculty if he had gotten 
the job under those circumstances. 
“He would not have the widespread 
community support you would like a 
new superintendent to have.” 

Phyllis Murphy, president of the 
Lincoln Parents Association, also 
found fault with the process. “I think 
Bob Fitzgerald is a great guy and 
would make a great superintendent, 
but circumventing the process was 
appalling, even for them," said 
Murphy. 

Some parents interpreted the com¬ 
mittee's decision as a lack of concern 
for the feelings of the school com¬ 
munity. “It s really a travesty that 
they could pull one finalist forward 
and override how the public felt,” 
said Linda Axon, president of the 
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Muraco Parents Association. “It's 
more than the decision of five peo¬ 
ple. There are a lot of concerned 
parents, and their opinions count 
also.” 

Those who opposed the interview 
were also upset with the quickness at 
which the committee was moving. 
Heinold said she had spoken with 
Lombardi a couple of days before the 
Feb. 9 meeting about the search and 
he said nothing about Fitzgerald. 
“When the whole suggestion came up 
24 hours later, I almost fell off my 
chair... It was absolutely out of the 
blue,” said Heinold. 

There was some anger over the 
posting of an interview for Feb. 11, 
two days afier the decision by the 
committee. “I don't understand what 
the big rush was,” said Cregger. 
Evans said he did not know of the 
interview posting until after it had 
been cancelled. 

Those who had wanted to inter¬ 
view Fitzgerald, however, have not 
given up their hopes. “I hope he 
reconsiders in the fiiture... because 
I think he would potentially make a 
good superintendent,” said 
Lombardi.

five ones,” said Maurer. Maurer 
cited salary increases for munic¬ 
ipal and education employees, a 
capital budget, and no cuts to 
personnel at the municipal or 
school level. 

Total estimated revenues for 
Fiscal Year 1994 are $33,027,000 
which constitutes an increase, 
but the requests for spending 
total $33,862,793. 

Included in the requests were 
specific departmental requests 
to restore personnel or add 
backup within the police and 
library departments. 

“I hear 'we want to restore all 
these programs’ but my feeling is 
that you should restore them 
with fixed revenue,” said Maur¬ 
er. Maurer questioned using a 
"one-time” shot of additional 
revenue as is being proposed by 
the School Department by recer¬ 
tifying free cash. 

In explaining the budgetary 
concerns facing the town, Maur¬ 
er used the library as an exam¬ 
ple of a well-run department 
with additional personnel 
needs.

“The library is an important 
part of the whole operation of 
the town,” said Maurer. "And 
what they're finding is that they 
need more personnel to handle 
an increase in the number of 
people using the library.” 
Library Director Lynda Wills 
has done a good job in maximiz¬ 
ing limited resources, he added. 

“The library wants the ability 
to call in people to fill slots due 
to sickness, in order to have a 
fiilly staffed library. And the 
public demands it,” said 
Maurer. 

But Maurer said he wanted to 
work within the confines of what 
was budgeted in terms of per¬ 
sonnel last year and nothing 
more. And he says that’s the way 
he will continue to operate until 
another source of fixed revenue 
is found. Possibilites for addi¬ 
tional revenue include 
increased state aid, increases in 
fees and an override. 

And next year, the heat is 
going to rise a notch higher. 
Fiscal Year 1995 revenue is pro¬ 
jected to come in at 33,542,000, a 
slight increase over FY’94. 
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"Revenue becomes a problem 
in Fiscal Year 1905, ” said Maur¬ 
er. “You can see how costs go up 
and revenue didn’t go up that 
much by looking at FY'94.” 
Maurer explained that any 
fiirther gains in revenue will be 
fiirther Impacted by collective 
bargaining agreements costing 
$900,000 this year and $1,900,000 
for FY’95. New town and school 
contracts call for these 
increases. 

The town had been coping 
with increased costs so far by 
keeping municipal and educa¬ 
tion expenses down. 

“We were at an advantage this 
year because the costs for health 
insurance dipped,” as well as 
several other fixed costs, he 
said. However, next year those 
costs will start another slow 
climb upward, said Maurer. 

" ... We are not going to solve 
the budget problems just by hav¬ 
ing a series of town officials 
bang their shoes on the table,” 
he said. "You don’t have to yell 
and scream at each other and 
you don’t have to call someone a 
name to reach a solution,” said 
Maurer.

that would receive direction from 
the School Committee and the school 
community. "They would be given a 
very clear charge in what to look 
for... and public input would be a 
very large part of that picture,” said 
Heinold. 

Heinold said a consulting firm 
would cover a larger geographical 
area in its search and would not only 
bring in candidates who are looking 
for a new position but would 
approach any superintendent, even 
not those not on a job search, who it 
feels would be a good candidate for 
the job. 

Committee members will take up 
the subject again at their March 2 
meeting. The search for a new super¬ 
intendent was momentarily aban¬ 
doned when the two finalists for the 
position withdrew afier being inter¬ 
viewed by the School Committee. 
Acting Superintendent Robert Fitz¬ 
gerald was also offered a chance to 
interview but declined. 

Sally Von Benken, the coordinator 
of planning and management for 
New England School Development 
Council (NESDC), a firm that assists 
school communities in the search for 
superintendents, said candidates 
are usually garnered through adver¬ 
tising and also through a large 
nationwide network of candidates. 
Von Beck said NESDC looks at hun¬ 
dreds of resumes and then narrows it 
down to a couple of dozen candidates 
for closer inspection. These candi¬ 
dates all receive interviews or have 
been interviewed recently by the 
firm. Von Becksaid the firm general¬ 
ly forwards 10 to 12 candidates to the 
School Committee. 

Von Benken said the process usu¬ 
ally takes four to six months. NESDC 
administrators would not say how 
much they charge for searches for a 
superintendent. 

Von Benken said consulting firms 
usually are given clear direction by 
school committees. She also said that 
public input is solicited. ”We spend a 
couple of days in the district to greet 
a variety of people and constituen¬ 
cies,” said Von Beck.

or con whether he would have a shot at the Job so he 
wouldn’t have to go through a whole new process... Then 
Bob decided he didn't want to go through with all that 
and withdrew, and so now we’re back to where we were 
started six months ago. 

Is thsrs any validity to the opinion that WInehoatar has 
bad rapulatlon In other eommunitlea that peopla don’t 
want to work harsT 

I don’t think so at all... Ed O’Connell works for the 
state Department of Education, and he goes monthly to 
the superintendent meetings.. he said, contrary to that, 
Winchester is a very desirable place to work. It just 
seems that the pool of candidates is a little bit weak, 
unfortunately, now. 

How do you saa tha budgat as shaping up, and how do 
you sea tha gap batwaan tha School Committaa and tha 
town manager will ba closed? 

It's a gradual process. You start way apart iVom each 
other and gradually the town manager and the select¬ 
men will be less conservative with their revenue projec¬ 
tions, which will bring closer what they think the town 
can afford and what we feel the School Department 
needs to operate, so that the problem becomes smal¬ 
ler .. I feel very strongly that the money is there. I have 
always been for the guidelines of Proposition 2 1/2, but 
now thatthe money has been raised ... I don’t see why we 
have to penalize ourselves further than that and hold 
over a million dollars in free cash to help us out next 
year. I think we owe it to the taxpayers to spend wisely 
the money we raise through taxes. 

Are you Interested In an override at all at this point? 

At this point, no. I'm not the type of person who has been 
Interested in an override, and I’ve campaigned against 
them. 1 think that it would be just about impossible to 
sell an override... because of the economy, and I also 
think it would be even tougher to sell it now when we 
show people that if we recertiiV free cash, there’s close 


to a million dollars there, but we still want to tax you 
more so we can keep that money In the bank. 

Town Manager W. Chadwick Chad Maurar has aug- 
geatad that no ena add any paraonnal but tha Sohool 
Committaa wanta to add aoma taaehara and a curriculum 
director. Is that aomsthlng you faal vary strongly about 
or would you ba willing to ghrs In? 

I think we need a curriculum person, and the committee 
seems to be heading that way... I do ibel strongly about 
that, and I wouldn't be wilting to give itup. Aslbras three 
additional elementary teachers, that's Just to keep the 
class sizes the same... No,Iwouldn't be willing to give In 
on those right now. 

Do you think thsrs ara racial probisma In tha WInchsatsr 
public school syatam? 

No, absolutely noL I don’t... From everything I’ve heard 
from the Incident we had at the high school it was not a 
racial incident One person happened to be white, and 
one person happened to be black. Then everyone justs 
jumps into it - the press, people In town, who for some 
reason like crusades like that — and say itwas racial. All 
the evidence that was presented to me... It was Just the 
wrong people in the wrong place at the wrong time. If it 
was two white kids or two black kids or two Chinese kids 
fighting, it would have just been like any other incident 
at the high school. It would have been taken care of, and 
that would have been the end of the discussion. It just 
seems like people are very, very willing to overreact to 
those things. I think the ABC program has done a lot of 
good for a lot of good kids, and It is a shame to see it 
dragged into that type of discussion. 

So you doni see a need to Institute any pollclas, make 
any changes? 

No, I think the way Dr. Ritchie has reacted with the for¬ 
ums ... is definitely helpftil and constructive and should 
be something that is done every year... There were no 
policies that could have been changed that could have 
made this different

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not the way to start Maybe you need someone actually 
going out and rustling the bushes to see where applic¬ 
ants might be solicited from... We certainly need some 
advice from someone who knows how to start a search. 

How do you (sal about tha budget proposed by the 
School Committaa? Do you leal K la too lew, two high, 
fust right? How would you try to All tha 1800,000 gap If 
you ware sHtlno on tha committaa now? 

It’s hard to say. It's a first cut budget... I think the real 
problem at this stage is the approach that the School 
Committee has taken with IL and particularly the 
chairman. I think if I had a budget that was perhaps half 
a million dollars higher than the town manager or the 
selectmen were happy with, I would be working with the 
town manager, the selectmen, or the chairman of the 
Finance Committee, explaining to them what was in 
that budget that was important to keep, what was 
important to the educational programs that I was 
promoting I would be working with them to convince 
them that the budget was a reasonable one. I would not 
be arguing with them... It would be much nicer at this 
stage to have an agreed budget... At the joint budget 
meeting there was clearly an offer from the selectmen to 
come up with a little more revenue if the School 
Committee chairman could find Is way to explain some 
of the extra $500,000 and discuss some negotiation 
between 0 and $^,000, and that there wasn’t What we 
saw instead was the chairman of the School Committee 
lecturing the chairman of the selectmen and the town 
manager and the chairman of the Finance Committee 
on the Intricacies of statutory municipal accounting. He 
was explaining to them all about free cash... The budget 
Is certainly subject to negotiation, but the way to do it is 
to negotiate, not to lecture and to find fault.

It can’t be 
done unless there’s someone overseeing the whole 
thing... The extra three teachers, well, the enrollment 
is going up. If we want to maintain the teacher-pupil 
ratio of what we got, than we have to Increase the 
number of teachers...! think the 3.72 teachers is a 
reasonable increase. 


How do you faal about overriding 2 1/2 aa a aourca of 
funding? 

It’s much too early to have an opinion on that It’s 
unfortunate to turn the school budget turn into a 
political football and start waving the Proposition 2 1/2 
question this early in the game... What we saw at the 
joint budget meeting was some obvious political postur¬ 
ing. Each side wanted the other person to use the 
"0-word” first... We just shouldn’t be doing that... We 
had an opportunity to negotiate a settlement with the 
selectmen someplace between 0 and $500,000 and that’s 
what we ought to be focusing on. 

Do you think there ere racial problame In tha Wincheater 
public echool eyetem? 

Racial is probably too restrictive a word. I think there is 
a problem of a multi-cultural nature... I think that some i 
of the programs that are around should be promoted 
some more... I think that John Ritchie’s reaction to the 
mace spraying situation was outstanding. I can’t compli¬ 
ment him enough for jumping right in when that thing, 
happened and doing exactly the right thing. More of>| 
those actions are needed in order to help everyone. 
appreciate the diversity in our schools and our town. 
We don't have a racial problem, but we do. have a^ 
problem of lack of sensitivity to people with different^ 
colors and religions.

Playing a near-perfect game, 
Winchester, which entered the 
contest at 4-12 in league play, 
handed the Marauders their most 
convincing loss of the season. 

“We Tinally played up to our abil¬ 
ity," said Winchester coach Joe 
DiSarcina. “We've got some good 
players. We've told them all year to 
play as hard as they can, up to their 
ability. It was just a matter of 
everybody playing up to their level 
of play. We believed we could do 
good things if we could do that. I’m 
not sure the kids believed that up 
until tonight.” 

Winchester's win was iheled by 
the intense defensive effort of 
guards Julie Russo and Corinne 
Imperatore, forwards Liz Hare and 
Jenna DeSimone and center Esme 
Baker. The five combined on a 12-2 
spurt at the end of the first half to 
open up a 29-18 Sachemette lead at 
the break. 

With the same players on the 
court to open the second half, 
Winchester’s lead continued to 
grow. The Sachemettes blew the 
game open with a 12-4 run. With 
Belmont’s Kim McBride, the 
league’s Most Valuable Player, on 
the bench with four personal fouls. 
Marauder coach Bob Gleason 
couldn’t find a hot hand to get his 
team back on track. 

"What’s that quote? Anything 
that can go wrong... I don't know," 
said Gleason. “I think Winchester 
did a good job.

DiSarcina chose to shorten his 
bench in the second half, staying 
with the five players who had given 
him the big lead late in the first 
half while subbing Jenn Russo and 
Armstrong.

“We talked (in the locker room) 
about the first two or three minutes 
of the second half, and how that 
would establish the game,” said 
DiSarcina.

Belmont never made its move 
however, and Winchester con¬ 
tinued to add to its lead.

WHS boys fall 
in double OT 

Sachems stretch Belmont to limit

What a difference a couple of 
weeks make. 


Just 18 days alter Belmont blitzed 
the Winchester High boys basketball 
team, 91-50 - a game in which the 
Sachems trailed by 42 points at the 
half — the Sachems nearly turned 
the tables on the Marauders. 
Winchester took the Middlesex 
League champions to double over¬ 
time before falling 79-77 Tuesday 
night at Winchester High. 

"One thing about these kids is that 
they have a lot of pride,” said 
Winchester coach Quinton Dale. "I 
knew by their intensity level all week 
in practice that they weren't going to 
come out and be afraid of Belmont. 
That had a tot to prove and I think 
they did prove that.” 

Winchester did everything It pos¬ 
sibly could to win the game, but in the 
end, two Mark Mulvey (20 points) foul 
shots with 10 seconds remaining in 
the second OT sealed the Marauder 
win, giving Belmont (18-2) a share of 
the Middlesex League title with 
Lexington. 

Winchesterhad whittled a 14-poinl 
lead down to five with 1:21 remaining 
in regulation. Peter French, Mark 
Morrison and Sean Furey all had 
clutch points in the final minute as 
Winchester forced the first of two 
extra sessions. 

The list of heroes (in no particular 
order) for Winchester starts with 
Brian Keefe. The junior co-captain, 
fresh from the league's all-star clash, 
was nearly unstoppable, hitting for 
26 points. Keefe was 7 for 7 from the 
free throw line and 9 of 11 from the 
floor. He also dished off five assists 
in keeping Winchester within strik¬ 
ing range, before fouling out with 
nine seconds remaining in 
regulation. 

"He gets in that groove and starts 
making those shots,” said Dale. "He 
took that last foul for the team, and I 
was very proud of him for doing that. 
It helped us rally as a team to see our 
star player go out and commit his 
fifth foul (for the good of the team)." 

Furey, Winchester’s junior center, 
had another immense game. 
Although he scored just seven points, 
they included a 3-pointer which 
started the Sachems back from a 
10-point deficit with 5:20 remaining, 
and a 12-foot baseline jumper with 


one tick left in regulation that sen! 
the game into OT. 

Furey also did the job defensively, 
limiting Belmont 6-foot-8-inch senior 
center Asa Palmer to 16 points 
(bringing his career total to 999). 
Furey was at his defensive best over 
the last eight minutes of regulation 
and the six overtime minutes, during 
which Palmer managed just one free 
throw. 

"We didn't want him getting his 
1,000th point tonight,” said Dale. 
"We’ve been working on (Farcy’s) 
defense, and keeping him in the 
game. Once he's in the game for a 
while, he starts to play better 
basketball. 

French, Winchester's senior point 
guard, was another Sachem who 
turned up his game in the second 
half. French led an intense defensive 
effort which limited the Marauders 
to just seven points over the last 6:37 
of the contest 

But it was the senior’s offense 
which came to the fore, ns French 
tossed in four treys in the second hall 
— two in the final 57 seconds of reg¬ 
ulation — as the Sachems closed the 
gap. 

Morrison, who joined Keefe in last 
Saturday’s all-star game, was over¬ 
shadowed by the outstanding play of 
many Sachems, but was Wi nchcslcr’s 
constant source of points down the 
stretch and In the extra sessions. Ten 
of Morrison’s 23 points came with 
less than five minutes to play in reg¬ 
ulation. He was a perfects for8 from 
the charity stripe, including two with 
21 seconds remaining in regulation, 
four in the last 24 seconds of the first 
OT, and another pair with 1:13 left in 
the second OT. 

According to Dale, the 6-3 forward 
really stepped up his game when 
Keefe fouled out. 

"He told me he wanted to be the 
one to take (the clutch shots),” Dale 
said. "He didn’t want to be the one 
taking the ball out of bounds. He said 
'coach, I want to be the one taking the 
shots.’ With Brian out, he stroked 
them like a natural.” 

Despite the loss. Dale said the 
game proved his team had come a 
long way en route to the open tourna¬ 
ment. (Winchester had one regular- 
season game remaining, a clash with 
rival Woburn scheduled for Wednes¬ 
day, Feb. 17, at Winchester.) 

"This game will carry us into (Wed¬ 
nesday’s game with Woburn) and into 
the tournament," Dale said. "We 
know we can play with just about any 
team we're going to run up against 
We played Lexington tough, and we 
played Belmont to double overtime.”

Large crowd attends forum

A healthy respect and apprecia¬ 
tion for religious diversity needs to 
be taught in the public schools, Leo¬ 
nard Davidson, chairman of the 
speaker’s bureau of the Anti- 
Defamation League, told a crowd of 
nearly 200 gathered at Arlington 
High School Tuesday night. 

Davidson spoke at a presentation 
sponsored by Temple Shir Tikvah of 
Winchester and the Jewish Commun¬ 
ity Association on the subject of 
“Religious Diversity in the Public 
Schools. 

Speaking to a crowd that included 
residents from Arlington, Winches¬ 
ter, Belmont and other Greater Bos¬ 
ton communities, Davidson spoke of 
the need to encourage a multi- 
religious society in the public 
schools. 

"We often find the wall between 
church and state is a chain-link 
fence,” he said. "There’s clearly an 
overlapping of the secular and the 
sacred. 

"How would we feel about singing 
songs to Allah or Buddha or being 
asked to declare fervently that there 
is no God?" he asked. 

The presentation was held in the 
wake of a two-month controversy in 


town surrounding a Nativity scene 
that was displayed at the Jefferson 
Cutter House during the holidays. 

Davidson said that religion has 
often proven to be politically divisive 
in the past, and he stressed that 
acceptance of all religions, not just 
the faith of the majority, needs to be 
a part of the public school system. 

“It is time for us to join hands and 
to And the way together," he said. 
“When we tolerate insensitivity, we 
perpetuate intolerance. We must be 
vigilant in creating a society of loler- 
ance, acceptance and 
understanding." 

Others at the meeting expressed 
concerns similar to those of David¬ 
son's after he finished speaking. 

Kathy Colwell, an Arlington resi¬ 
dent and president of the Arlington 
Educational Enrichment Fund, 
spoke in support of programs in 
Arlington public schools that encour¬ 
age diversity. "1 never experienced 
diversity, and I think it's wonderful 
what my children are experiencing,” 
she said. "I can't teach them about 
diversity. I have been isolated all my 
life.” 

Rabbi Ferenc Raj, rabbi of Beth El 
Temple Center in Belmont, said that 
"I strongly believe that religion 
doesn't belong in the schools. I 
believe children should learn about 
religion in their churches and syno- 
gogues. The public schools are not 
religious schools." 


John Deyst, an Arlington resident, 
said educating students about relig¬ 
ion docs not have to include favorit¬ 
ism toward a particular religious 
faith. 

“You can teach about slavery with¬ 
out advocating slavery," he said. 
"You can also teach about religion 
without advocating a particular 
religion.” 

Kendra Lider-Johnson, a junior at 
Arlington High School, attended the 
presentation. Selected as a student- 
participant in the recently formed 
Peer Counseling on Diversity prog¬ 
ram, Lider-Johnson commented on 
what she sees as the role of the prog¬ 
ram, which will focus on a wide range 
of diversity issues, including reli¬ 
gious diversity. 

“The most important thing we can 
do is to have the one to one contact," 
she said. “It’s easier for students to 
come up to other students than to 
adults with problems. These are kids 
that go to the same school. If they see 
that something is wrong and it is 
brought back to a peer counselor's 
attention, maybe we can do some¬ 
thing together for ourselves and for 
our school to change it." 

In an interview later with The 
Advocate, Davidson emphasized his 
position on the need for religious 
neutrality in the public schools. 

“If there is a tendency to promote 
religion, it's unconstitutional,” he 
said.

at all times. My only objection to 
the steering is the necessity for a 
wide turning radius; 40 feet are 
needed to make a curb-to-curb 
turn. That translates into a little 
more difficulty when negotiating a 
shopping center parking space. 

This car has a traction control 
system that remains active at all 
times. It will control wheel spin on 
rain slick or icy roads by limiting 
the engine torque and applying the 
brakes simultaneously. This year, 
the Touring Coupe features dual air 
bags, and an improved PASSKey II 
anti-theft system. 

The interior is richly understated. 
It has leather seats and thick car¬ 
peting but they don't overpower 
you. The only dramatic feature of 
the interior is a thin strip of 
Zebrano wood running clear across 
the instrument panel from one door 
to the other. It’s an eye-catcher. 

The price is a bit of an eyecatcher, 
too. For some, an eye-opener. The 
drive-away price is $40,991. 

I'Ve always considered Cadillac as 
a leader in electronic devices and 
gadgets. This car reinforces my 
thinking, but the buttons and whis¬ 
tles are subdued. The instrument 


panel, for example, features infor¬ 
mation of Immediate concern to the 
driver, making the interior sur¬ 
roundings very relaxing. 

When it comes to relaxing, the 
front seats arc ideal especially on a 
long journey — if you’re in either 
front seat I attempted to climb into 
the rear seat, but it was such an 
effort, 1 gave up.

Dear Doctor; I won a 1984 Volvo 
240 GL sedan with 98,000 miles on 
it. The car has been great but 
recently the fuel has dropped from 
360 miles between fill ups to about 
250 miles. The car runs fine; our 
driving habits haven't changed; my 
mechanic is baffled. Can you help? 

Thomas G., Boston 

Dear Thomas; During the winter 
months, your fuel average will be 
less than in spring, summer and 
fall. The engine works harder in 
winter because the alternator has to 
keep the battery charged. 

The headlamps are on longer and 
you are using energy for the heater 
and defroster. To find out if there is 


an engine problem, take your car in 
for an emission test. Have a 
technician test the tail pipe 
emissions at idle, just off idle and at 
cruise speed. If you do some of 
your own work, pull out a spark 
plug and sec If it is fouled with

carbon. 

A black, sooty spark plug is a 
sign of too rich a gasoline mixture. 
This can be caused from something 
as minor as a faulty thermostat, fuel 
Injection sensor, sludge buildup in 
the throttle body, or even the timing 
belt may have jumped a tooth. 

However, a 7 percent mileage 
decrease in cold weather is normal. 
One last suggestion: a professional 
fuel injection cleaning is something 
that you should have done. It job 
runs about $60.00 

Dear Doctor; I have a 1988 
Mercury Sable with a 3-liter V-6 
engine that keeps stalling on me. It 
is most noticeable while waiting at a 
traffic light; it stalls unless I put It in 


neutral. My husband tells me that 
you arc a wizard at coming up with 
solutions. 

Kathy K. 

Dear Kathy; There are a variety of 
different components that can 
cause this problem. The first thing 
you should do is have a technician 
perform an EEC-IV test This will 
check the operation of the 
computer components as well as 
checking the computer trouble 
codes. 

From past experience, I have 
seen such thmgs as low idle speeds, 
EGR valves stuck partially open 
from carbon deposits, faulty throttle 
position sensor, and even sludge 
buildup in the throttle body. You 
may even have a vacuum hose that 
is leaking. Unfortunately, there is 
no simple solution in diagnosing 
engine performance problems. 
Look for an ASE technician that is 
certified in engine performance. 

Dear Doctor; I am planning to buy 
a 1993 GMC pickup with a 6.5 
diesel engine. I tow a fifth wheel 
camper with a gross weight of 8,000 
pounds. Can you advise me of what 
automatic transmission and axle 
ratio would best fit my needs. 

I plan on towing a camper cross 
country. I now tow with a 350 cid 
Chevrolet pickup. 1 was told not to 


use the overdrive when towing. I 
expect to keep the new truck about 
10 years. What is your opinion on 
extended warranties? 

JoeS. 

Dear Joe; Good luck on your new 
purchase and your crosscountry 
trip. Towing across country can be 
a great experience. The 6.5-liter 
engine is a turbocharged diesel 
with 190 horsepower. There are two 
automatic transmissions available 
depend;ing on the gross vehicle 
weight. 

The 3.73 axle ration should work 
fine. There are a few heavy duty 
tow options that you should look 
into when ordering your new truck. 
Remember, it is much cheaper to 
order the option from the factory 
than to have it Installed after you 
take delivery. 

Don't be penny wise and dollar 
foolish. The power you get from the 
6.5-liter turbo engine is about twice 
the power you're getting from the 
350 cid engine. I am not real fond of 
extended warranties. If you insists 
on purchasing one, make sure it is a 
factory GM warranty, incidentally 
the price of warranties is usually 
negotiable. 

Dear Doctor: I have the same 
problem with two GM cars. The 
problem is that the power steering 


is very hard to turn in the morning, 
especially if the temperature is 
below 45 degrees. The first car is a 
1985 Chevrolet Celebrity V/6 
wagon with 97,000 miles on it. The 
1987 Oldsmobile Delta 88 Royal has 
85,000 miles. I take good care of 
both cars, and have them serviced 
regularly. The dealer says it would 
costs about $450 to $500 to fix each 
car. Is this the correct price to pay? 
Is there anything I could have done 
to prevent this from happening? 

James A.. 

Dear James: GM has a horrible 
record for power steering rach unit 
failures. Your complaint is typical. 
GM looks at every complaint on an 
individual basis and the warranty is 
5 years or 50,000 miles, whichever 
comes first. 

Don't let that stop you from 
talking to the dealer and local 
factory representative for some 
financial assistance The estimate is 
correct. A faulty power steering 
rach is a safety hazard and should 
be repaired immediately. There is 
nothing you could have done to 
prevent this from happening.

Winchester resident Stephen 
Boodakian has become a part- 
time rug dealer and a part-time 
celebrity, as he finds himself in 
the middle of the media fascina¬ 
tion over stolen Oriental rugs. 

In the past two months, Booda¬ 
kian, a rug expert at Koko Booda¬ 
kian and Sons, has been In the 
news more than Mayor Flynn. 
Boodakian was first contacted 
about his Main Street business’ 
method for coding rugs by Harte- 
Hanks Community newspapers, 
which includes the Star. Since 
then, he has been interviewed by 
local television channels 4, 5, 
and 56; the Boston Globe; and 


USA Today, 

The theft of Oriental rugs is a 
crime that fascinates the public 
and media — burglars enter 
homes and bypass computers 
and televisions to take the rugs. 
And Boodakian has been the 
point man for the various media 
outlets for information on Orien¬ 
tal rugs in general and the sys¬ 
tem of coding the rugs in 
particular. 

Boodakian seems a bit gun shy 
about all the media attention, but 
he says the final result is worth 
the inconvenience. 

“I'm glad itwasbroughtto light 
as long as the exposure leads to 
consumers being more aware of 
how to protect their invest¬ 
ments,” said Boodakian. “I don't 


want to see people discouraged 
from owning nice things.” 

There have been 1,000 rugs 
taken over the last three years in 
suburban Boston area. A police 
task force was recently formed to 
deal with the thefts. Boodakian 
says that the price of Oriental 
rugs varies greatly, but he esti¬ 
mated that the 1,000 stolen rugs 
cost more than a million dollars. 

Media attention for Koko 
Boodakian and Sons has concen¬ 
trated on their invisible coding 
system that will allow police to 
match up a recovered stolen rug 
with its owner.

Trustees push for 
overhaul of libraiy 


I Redrawn 
precincts bring 
, town into line

The library trustees are anything 
but quiet over their desire to reno¬ 
vate the busiest public building in 
town. 

The trustees are ready to submit a 
warrant article for Spring Town 
Meeting that would fund a total reno¬ 
vation olThe public library. 

The early cost estimates for the 
renovation arc $2 million. An 
architect is currently devising a plan 
for a renovation and a price esti¬ 
mate, to be completed on March 19. 
The cost of the architect is being paid 
by the Friends of the Public’Library. 

The librai'y trustees say the reno¬ 
vation is necessary to update the 
physical plant, rearrange the library 
to utilize more of its space, and bring 
the library into compliance with the 
Americans with Disabilities Act 
(ADA). 

"It is an obsolete, outmoded 
library that is not efficient at all," 


trustee Lane McGovern told the 
Board of Selectmen at a recent 
meeting. 

The two boilers that heal the 
library have been used since the 
library was built in 1931. Covered 
with-asbestos, they are cumbersome 
and incHlcicnt, say library trustees. 
The massive healing system, includ¬ 
ing ducts hidden in four feel wide 
walls, take up valuable space. 

The heating is only the largest of 
the many physical problems the 
building has. Much of the building 
has no air conditioning, Ihe rubber- 
insulated wiring is as old as the 
building, and the lighting on Die 
third floor is to poor to read by. 

Also, the passage of llic ADA has 
spurned on the necessity of the reno¬ 
vation, according to the truslccAS. 
Some bathrooms arc not and cannot 
be made handicap accessible. The 
elevator, formerly a book lifi, Is not 
handicap accessible. The book

Planning Board 
submits its 
warrant articles

As the deadline for submitting war¬ 
rant articles draws near, the Plan¬ 
ning Board is hastens to finalize arti¬ 
cles on parking regulations and 
nonconforming structures. 

The Planning Board had previous¬ 
ly tried to pass similar regulations at 
1992 Spring Town Meeting, but met 
with resistance from Town Meeting 
members. Members said they would 
be better prepared to defend their 
warrant articles at this year’s Town 
Meeting. 

The Planning Board members had 
also submitted regulations for 1992 
Fall Town Meeting, but withdrew 
them before Town Meeting con¬ 
vened, saying they needed more time 
to study the regulations. The Plan¬ 
ning Board did much of that studying 
by looking at the parking bylaws of 
neighboring towns. 

The deadline for submitting arti¬ 
cles for Spring Town Meeting is 
March 12. 


The Planning Board will be send¬ 
ing out copies of the articles to all 
Winchester residents. There will 
also be a public hearing on March 22. 

The parking regulations will 
change town bylaws, setting the 
required number of pafking spots 
needed for various types of building 
structures henceforth built in the 
town. The parking regulations would 
affect numerous types of buildings 
from fbneral homes to laundromats 
to day care centers. 

The Planning Board had also con¬ 
sidered new zoning bylaws regarding 
the height of structures, but decided 
not to pursue it.

THE HOUSE. Beacon Hill Roll Call 
records local representatives’ votes 
on five roll calls from recent House 
sessions dealing with the new Bos¬ 
ton Garden bill, economic develop¬ 
ment package and education reform 
measure. The House and Senate 
have passed diiTerent versions of the 
Garden and economic development 
bill, and conference committees are 
likely to be appointed to hammer out 
compromise versions. The Senate 
has yet to act on the education bill, 
There were no roll calls in the House 
last week. 

BOSTON GARDEN (H 2151) - 

House 134-18, rejected an amend¬ 
ment to the bill allowing construc¬ 
tion of a new $160 million Boston 
Garden. The amendment would 
strike a section requiring the deve¬ 
lopers to use the net proceeds from 
any refinancing or transfer of deve¬ 
lopment rights to prepay its bank 
loans and MBTA loans in equal 
shares. Amendment supporters said 
this is another small concession 
necessary to insure that the deal 
goes ahead as scheduled. Opponents 
said the requirement protects the 
state by insuring prompt payment of 
the MBTA loan. A Yes vote is against 
requiring prepayment. A No vote is 
for requiring prepayment. 

Hep. Paul Casey voted no. 

CLEANUP (H 2152) - House 
124-25, rejected an amendment to 
ihc House version of Gov. Weld’s 
economic development bill. The 
amendment would provide for a 20 
percent tax credit for cleaning up a 
contaminated site in an economical¬ 
ly distressed area. Amendment sup¬ 
porters said this incentive would 
improve the environment and offer 


economic benefits to developers of 
blighted areas. Opponents said the 
credit is excessive and noted its 
sponsors have no estimate of result¬ 
ing revenue loss to the state. A Yes 
vote is for the 20 percent credit. A 
No vote is against it. 

Casey voted no. 

The next three roil calls are on 
amendments to the House-passed 
version of the bill overhauling the 
state’s public education system. 

SCHOOL READINESS (H 801) - 

House 134-22, rejected an amend¬ 
ment requiring local school commit¬ 
tees to provide an evaluation, if 
requested and paid for by a parent, 
to determine if a child who does not 
meet the minimum age for school 
entrance in that town is ready and 
should be admitted. Amendment 
supporters said the lack of statewide 
uniformity of cutoff dales is unfair 
and noted children who are ready 
but miss a cutoff date by even one 
day currently have no option but to 
wail. Opponents said the amend¬ 
ment begins to complicate a bill 
which is supposed to make things 
simpler for local schools. A Yes vote 
is for requiring an evaluation. A No 
vote is against requiring an 
evaluation. 

Casey voted no. 

FUNDING OPTION (H 601) - House 
117-32, rejected an amendment 
allowing communities to decline 
additional state education assis¬ 
tance and be exempt from meeting 
the increased local finding man¬ 
date. The amendment also provides 
that communities which already 
exceed the required spending in a 
given year not be required to 
increase local funding. Amendment 
supporters said this restores some

Resident questions 
committee behavior 
toward pubiic 

To the editor: 

I wish to express my concern about 
some recent developments at the 
Winchester School Committee. I feel 
that events there have recently 
taken a turn which I cannot call 
sinister — a word much too'melodra- 
matic - but which are disturbing all 
the same. 

Indeed, I am rather at a loss how to 
exactly describe the events of recent 
weeks. I experiment with certain 
terms — "lack of leadership,” “dis¬ 
regard for process," and so on. But 
these expressions, while possessing 
much force, lack the precise shade 
of meaning I wish to express. 

By default, then, and for lack of a 
better set of words, I find myself 
falling on an antique term — 
"discourtesy.” 

I refer to the events of Tuesday, 
Feb. 9. At that time, the School 
Committee set out to deal with the 
need for a new superintendent of 
schools. The committee had before 
hand set up a Search Committee 
(composed of volunteers represent¬ 
ing many diiTerent political and per¬ 
sonal viewpoints) to seek out quali¬ 


fied candidates for the position. The 
Search Committee had, in fact, 
found two that it considered out¬ 
standing, and it forwarded these 
individuals’ names and resumes to 
the School Committee. Unfortunate¬ 
ly, both these individuals took other 
positions. 

Then, under the direction of its 
chair, Mark Lombardi, the School 
Committee announced its intention 
to interview Robert Fitzgerald for 
the position of superintendent of 
schools, despite the fact that the 
Search Committee had not for¬ 
warded his name for consideration. 
However, Fitzgerald choose not to 
seek the position. And, as an aside, I 
might mention that this choice was 
doubtlessly hard, and I would like to 
compliment Fitzgerald (Sir, you 
acted with grace and dignity in a 
situation where both qualities were 
sadly absent). 

Now, it is not my intent to quibble 
with Lombardi or the committee (or, 
rather, with the two votes on the 
committee that supported him in the 
action) over the decision to Inter¬ 
view Fitzgerald. As the law has been 
explained to me. It was unnecessary 
for the committee to use any of the 
resumes forwarded to It by the 
Search Committee, or to take into 
consideration Its recommendations. 


or — indeed — to pay any attention 
to the Winchester public as a whole. 
I gather, in fact, that the School 
Committee had every right to act in 
any manner which it chose, no mat¬ 
ter how undemocratic it might seem 
to the outside observer. 

But it is not my intention to debate 
thaL I might mention that I am 
confused by iL I fail to understand 
why the screening committee was set 
up in the first place, If they were 
going to pay no attention to IL It also 
seems to be a bit odd that the School 
Committee would ignore the input of 
the citizens-of Winchester, which 
had (rather ilrmly) made their wants 
and concerns known to the Search 
Committee. However, I say all this 
only in passing, almost as the stuff of 
light conversation, rather than as the 
core of any of my concerns. 

What does trouble me is more 
subtle. What I wish to write about is 
how it behaved under the direction 
of Its chair when it was questioned 
about those actions. 

As everyone who watched the 
affair on public access TV already 
knows, there was an audience at that 
School Committee meeting. That 
audience spoke up. It expressed 
concern. It asked questions. It acted,

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In short, the way the public Is sup¬ 
posed to act in a democracy, voicing 
its thoughts but doing so in a civil 
manner. 

The committee did not respond in 
like fashion. I will not say that Lom¬ 
bardi shut up his critics, but I will 
mention that I watched In some 
disbelief while he interrupted their 
comments, characterized their posi¬ 
tions as irrational, and dismissed 
their viewpoints as unworthy of 
consideration. 

His tone was Interesting too. I 
believe I remember hearing it last 
when, at the age of 5,1 spoke out of 
turn and was rebuked by my kinder¬ 
garten teacher. I have not, however, 
heard It much employed with grown 
adults who have the Ibll rights and 
privileges of being active members 
of a republic. 

Thus, I find myself falling back on 
that ancient word, discourtesy, to 
describe that evening of Feb. 9 — 
discourtesy, and a ibndamental dis¬ 
respect for voices other than those 
officially sanctioned. And this, I 
think, is more serious than you might 
at first suspect. 

But, even so, I am disturbed. Cour¬ 
tesy may seem a thing both small and 
archaic, yet I am surprised at how 
alien it is the core of political beha¬ 
vior in a civilized society. What is 
courtesy, after all, but a willingness 
to behave as though your community 
as well as your self must be consid¬ 
ered in your actions?

Bill Is called 
into question 

This letter was received for publi¬ 
cation by the Star. 

Dear Mr. Calll: 

Attached you will find a copy of my 
most recent water bill. I spoke with 
you in a recent phone conversation 
regarding the inequities of setting a 
usage limit, over which a resident 
pays a 20 percent premium, and then 
varying the term to which the rates 
apply from one household to 
another. Your office told me that 
some residents received bills for 
three-, four- and even five-month 
periods. My bill covered a period of 
four months. 

I agree that we should pay for what 
we use and, in an effort to conserve 
the resource, pay a premium for 
excess usage. That is a great goal. 

The manner in which you have 
implemented such a program, how¬ 
ever, eclipses reason in the inequit¬ 
ies it creates. Let me describe. 

You think you are going to be able 
to read meters and bill on a quarter¬ 
ly basis.

You set the regular rate usage at 
75 units for the quarter. 

It turns out that you cant read 
meters each quarter, so you read 
them as often as passible, given the 
resources you have available. 

You continue, however, to treat 
each meter reading and resident 
billing period as if it were a quarter, 
keeping the excess usage premium 
at 75 units. 

Why dont you look at a daily usage 
figure (75 units/92 days in a quarter 
is .82 units per day) and multiply this 
by the number of days since tee last 
meter reading? That would be the 
unit number over which the excess 
usage premium should be applied. 

This approach sounds much more 
reasonable: the goal is met in an 
equitable way. 

Your explanation of not having 
enough resources to read the meters 
once a quarter does not answer my 
question or provide a solution to a 
simple problem. The convoluted 
method which, for some strange rea¬ 
son, you have decided to use cost me 
an additional $30 which I should not 
have had to pay. 

It has now been almost 5 months 
since my last water bill. I am sure 
that I am being assessed the 20 
percent premium for excess usage 
for what might otherwise be stan¬ 
dard usage under a logical approach 
to the situation.

THE SENATE - Beacon Hill Roll 
Call records local senators' votes on 
two recent roll calls IVom debate on 
the Senate Ways and Means version 
of Gov. Weld's economic develop¬ 
ment bill. The bill itself was passed 
on a voice vote and sent to the House 
which passed Its own version. A 
conference committee is likely to be 
appointed to hammer out a com¬ 
promise version.

NEW ECONOMIC BILL (S 1498) - 

Senate 27-8, rejected a motion sub¬ 
stituting a dilTerent version of the 
economic development bill. Suppor¬ 
ters said this different version 
includes a tripling, rather than dou¬ 
bling, of the investment tax credit 
They argued this will encourage 
investment, stimulate the economy 
and create more jobs. Opponents 
said the hike to 3 percent is exces¬ 
sive and argued the state cannot 


reduce appreciably the amount of 
ozone in polluted air. 

•Urban hydrology — Community 
forests can reduce the rate and vol¬ 
ume of stormwater runoff, directly 
reducing flood damage, stormwater 
treatment cost and water quality 
problems. 

• Noise reduction — Properly 
designed plantings of tree and 
shrubs significantly reduce noise. 
Wide belts of tall dense trees com¬ 
bined with soil ground surfaces can 
reduce loudness by 50 percent or 
more. 

•Ecological benefits — Community 
forests provide habitat for wildlife, 
conserve soil and enhance biodiver¬ 
sity. Surveys have found that most 
city-dwellers enjoy and appreciate 
wildlife and their surrounding. 

•Medical — Reduced stress and 
improved physical health for urban 
residents have been associated with 
the presence of urban trees and fore¬ 
sts. Studies have shown that land¬ 
scapes with trees produce more 
relaxed physiological states in 
humans than landscapes that lack 


afford the revenue loss. They argued 
the original version doubling the 
credit to 2 percent and creating a 
new 3 percent credit targeted for any 
new or increased capital Investment 
is better. A Yes vote is for the new 
version Including the tripling of the 
credit to three percenL A No vote is 
against the new version. 

Sen. Charles Shannon voted yes. 

SUNSET (S 1497) - Senate 25-10, 
rejected an amendment eliminating 
the "sunset" provision which pro¬ 
vides that the increased dual invest¬ 
ment tax credits expire after two 
years. Amendment supporters said 
the credits should be permanent and 
argued the expiration erodes the 
incentive for businesses to take 
advantage of them.

A No vote is for two year 
expiration.

Being 16 is to the passage of life, 
what hitting a baseball is to other 
athletic endeavors; it Is the hardest 
thing to do. It is not made any easier 
when at the same time you are 16, you 
are being assaulted because of the 
color of your skin. There is never 
anything acceptable about racism at 
16 or at 60, but somehow racism is 
particularly horrid when it occurs 
among people who have not reached 
adulthood. 

It is in some ways like the moment 
when your 3- or 4-year-old utters a 
mild curse upon dropping something 
or stubbing a toe and you are stunned 
that common and vulgar words have 
passed the lips of your child. The 
child looks up at you and you instan¬ 
taneously know the source of those 
words and know that in some small 
way you have failed as a parent 

When high school students attack 
each other because of the color of 
their skin, we know in a much larger 
way that we have failed as a 
community. 

I was bom in 1958 at a time when in 
many places in the United States of 
America there were separate water 
fountains and washrooms for black 
and white people. People who are 16 
today were bom in 1976, eight years 
after the death of Martin Luther 
King. 

It is a common and unthinking 
assumption that people who were 
brought up in the years since 1976 or 
1988 somehow have ingrained in 
them, as an elemental truth, that ail 
people should be treated equally 
regardless of the color of their skin. 
And this truth is a lesson that has 
been learned by the country and is 
now refiected in its laws and public 
institutions and passed on to succes¬ 
sive generations. 

Thurgood Marshall, in his last 
public address, summed up this atti¬ 
tude in part by admonishing his audi¬ 
ence that it must stop thinking about 
how far we have come and start 
thinking about how close we are. 
While no one believes there Is no rac¬ 


ism in America, many believe we 
have come about asfarasweeanasa 
society, some indeed believe we have 
come too far, that we have through 
affirmative action overcompensated. 

People believe themselves so 
strongly to be without prejudice that 
they are rcsentfiil and angered when 
the community is depicted as being 
racially intolerant on the basis of a 
single incident, it is a problem in the 
South, In Charlestown, in Dorchester 
or in Medford, it is not a problem 
here. 

The death of Thurgood Marshall 
provided an excellent opportunity to 
reflect on the country's straggle with 
racism and the triumph of one man 
working through a system of laws and 
people to bring about profound and 
lasting change in society. In many 
ways his life exemplified bow much 
the country is capable of in terms of 
change, and how society can change 
in a positive manner, justice Mar¬ 
shall’s life was well-known and publ¬ 
ic. Shortly after Marshall’s death Lou 
Montgomery died. 

Montgomery was, in 1937, the first 
black member of the Boston College 
football team. I have heard many sto¬ 
ries about the 1941 Boston College 
Sugar Bowl team, but until I read his 
obituary I had never heard the story 
of Lou Montgomery. Although Mont¬ 
gomery was a member of the team in 
1939 when the team played in the 
Cotton Bowl and in 1941 when it play¬ 
ed in the Sugar Bowl, he did not 
travel with the team to the Cotton 
Bowl. Although he accompanied the 
team to the Sugar Bowl, he was not 
allowed to stay with the team or prac¬ 
tice with them and he was not allow¬ 
ed to play in the game. 

He did not travel with the team to 
the Cotton Bowl or play in the Sugar 
Bowl, because the Cotton Bowl is 
played in Dallas and the Sugar Bowl 
is played in New Orleans. And in 
1939 and 1941 there were no black 
players on college football teams in 
the South, and black people were not 
allowed to eat in the same restaur¬ 
ants as white people and were not 
allowed to stay in the same hotels as 
white people. 

It was a widely held belief that if 
Montgomeiy were to attempt to parti¬ 
cipate in these games as a member of 
his team, players on the other team 
would refiise to participate and that 


there would be trouble, Montgomeiy 
did not accompany the team, his ' 
team, to the Cotton Bowl, and he did | 
not participate with his team in the i 
Sugar Bowl. While white people may 1 
never know what It is to be black, any- | 
one who has ever played on a team or | 
tried out for a team, knows in their i 
heart what Montgomery must have ! 
felt at age 19 or 20 not being able to go ' 
with his team to the championship ; 
game. - 

Although I had not heard this story 
before, the fact that black players i 
were not allowed to participate in ; 
intercollegiate athletics in 1941 did i 
not surprise me as I was not unedu- I 
cated about the extent of racism in J 
America at that time. What surprised j 
me was that Boston College, a Jesuit | 
institution would allow its team to i 
participate, that an institution which ' 
was part of the Catholic Church, | 
would send its team to that game ' 
without Montgomery. I 

It is clear from the historical I 
accounts that Montgomery did not ; 
want to make himself the issue, did / 
not want to cause trouble for his team ;! 
and elected not to participate on his j 
own. Somehow these facts do not les- | 
sen the hurt or the disappointment • 
That a school which educated thou- { 
sands who didn't have two nickels to ' 
rub together, took the subway to 
school, never received a dime llom 
anyone and belonged to no one’s 
club, couldn't do more for Lou Mont¬ 
gomery is sad and disappointing. 

Febmaiy is Black History month. 
Everyone will hear about Thurgood 
Marshall, everyone should hear 
about Lou Montgomery too. Undoub¬ 
tedly, the administration of Boston 
College In 1941 and the white mem¬ 
bers ofthe 1941 Boston College Sugar 
Bowl team were not racist, racism 
was a problem in the South. Thinking 
about what it felt like to be Montgom¬ 
ery in 1941, that was not good enough. 

Undoubtedly as well, the commun¬ 
ity of Winchester is not racist, racism 
is a problem in Medford. Thinking 
about what it was like to be black and 
16 at Winchester High School in 
January, that Is not good enough. 

Education may be the best way to 
combat racism and there is no limit 
to the amount of education which is 
appropriate. The battle has not yet 
been won and perhaps it never will, .• 
but we must never give up the fight f

major inconvenience to the 
neighborhood.

Oriental rug, not just the ones 
bought at his store. In addition, 
Boodakian has new rug owners 
undergo a complete appraisal. 
He records the size, origin, style 
and condition of every rug he 
sells. 

This coding system and the 
appraisals are helpful when 
searching for rugs, getting recov¬ 
ered rugs back to the owners, 
providing evidence for prosecu¬ 
tion, and dealing with insurance 
companies. 

The coding and appraisals are 
crucial because some Oriental 
rug owners have difficulty 


describing the design and make 
of their rugs. 

“Red, green, and blue isn't 
much to go on,” noted Lt James 
Pierce, Winchester's representa¬ 
tive on the Oriental rug task 
force. 

Since Boodakian started the 
coding less than a month ago, he 
has coded over 100 rugs. 

Boodakian will be working 
with the rug task force as techni¬ 
cal support — discussing rugs, 
estimating costs of stolen rugs, or 
identifying the make of any 
recovered rugs. He is not unfa¬ 
miliar with working with law 
enforcement agents; in 1976 
when a large rug theR ring was 


uncovered, Boodakian and Sons 
was asked to help sort out and 
identify the rugs recovered. 

Boodakian has had interviews 
with the media about the rugs 
before, including Yankee and 
Newsweek magazines. He has 
lectured on Oriental rugs at uni¬ 
versities, adult education clas¬ 
ses, and civic organizations. 

The rug company first opened 
in Winchester in 1938 under 
Koko Boodakian, Stephen's 
grandfather. It has been a family 
business ever since. The com¬ 
pany is now run by one of Koko's 
sons, Michael, and five of his 
grandchildren, Sherry, Scott, 
Stephen, G. Michael, and Paul.

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Staying in control with help 
from a diabetes counselor 


You may be one of the 11 million 
Americans who have diabetes. And 
you may, or may not, know it. Some 
people find out after a blood test and 
heeding the unmistakable warning 
symptoms — fatigue, sudden and 
steady weight loss, constant urina¬ 
tion, blurred vision, excessive dry 
and itchy skin, hunger and thirst. 

Many people with Type II diabetes 
do not know they have it, as it often 
comes on very gradually and the 
symptoms are not evident. That’s 
why, according to Marty Wray, regis¬ 
tered nurse and certified diabetes 
counselor at Winchester Hospital, 
even without symptoms, you should 
consult your physician about a diab¬ 
etes test if you are at risk for the dis¬ 
ease. High risk factors include being 
overweight, giving birth to an infant 
weighing more than 9 pounds, being 
over the age of 45, having had gesta¬ 
tional diabetes during pregnancy or 
a history of other blood sugar prob¬ 
lems. If you have one parent with 
Type II diabetes, you have a one in 
four chance of getting the disease, 
and if both parents arc diabetic, your 
risk may be as high as 75 percent. 

Whether you have recently discov¬ 
ered that you have diabetes, or have 
had diabetes for years, there is 
important information — including 
advanced medical treatments — you 
should know about. A diabetes

counselor is just the person to help. 

Who should see a diabetes counse¬ 
lor? “Everybody who has diabetes — 
especially women who are pre¬ 
gnant,” says Wray. The American 
Diabetes Association recommends 
that women be tested for diabetes at 
some time after the 24th week of pre¬ 
gnancy. “Good control of diabetes is 
essential for long-term health, and 
control happens through education.” 

Physician referred patients see 
Wray once a week for three to four 
weeks, and then as needed. To start, 
they learn about the disease itself - 
that diabetes means your body is 
unable to properly use the energy in 


the food you eat. In Type I diabetes, 
or insulin-dependent, the pancreas 
is unable to manufacture any insulin. 
Without insulin, there is a dangerous 
buildup of glucose in the blood. 

Type II is the most prevalent kind 
of diabetes, affecting more than 10 
million adult Americans. In Type II 
diabetes, the cells of the body arc 
resistant to the insulin made by the 
pancreas and don't absorb glucose. 

Wray explains, “Initially, I try to 
find out how much a patient knows 
about diabetes and what they're 
doing to control it. I teach them how 
to test their blood sugar level, if they 
aren't already doing it, and intro¬ 
duce them to a variety of new pro¬ 
ducts on the market and where they 
can purchase them for the least 
amount of money.” 

Because proper diet is an impor¬ 
tant part of maintaining a healthy 
lifestyle, Wray arranges for patients 
to meet with a registered dietitian to 
learn how different foods affect 
blood sugar. At this point, a meal 
plan is coordinated to ensure that 
the patient will receive all the nutri¬ 
ents he or she needs, while avoiding 
sudden surges in blood sugar. 

Wray also talks to patients about 
the importance of regular, moderate 
exercise, especially for people with 
Type II diabetes since exercise 
increases the body's sensitivity to

insulin, reducing the amount of Insu¬ 
lin needed for control. 

“Another topic of importance is 
that of proper foot care,” says Wray 
who explains that due to diminished 
circulation and sensation, diabetics 
can develop severe foot problems. 

Finally, Wray emphasizes that 
knowledge is the key to controlling 
diabetes. Before knowledge, howev¬ 
er, there must be an awareness that 
you have diabetes. Wray urges peo¬ 
ple to consult their physician if they 
suspect they have diabetes.

J ust before the start of 
the Belmont Hill-St. 
Sebastian's hockey 
game on Feb. 10, Kirk 
Chisholm skated to cen¬ 
ter ice and waited for 
the opening faceoff. 

The hockey at Belmont Hill is the 
no friils type. There is no pre-game 
national anthem; there is no 
admission charged at the door; 
there is no pubiic address 
announcer to make pubiic the 
names of the goai scorers. There is 
only, says Chisholm, the highest 
caiiber high school hockey 
anywhere. 

“I'd say that this is the best qual¬ 
ity hockey around,” says Chishoim, 
a junior at Beimont Hill and a resi¬ 
dent of Winchester. “You have to 
be quick to play at this level and 
you have to be able to pass the 
puck." 

Chisholm can do both those 
things. And at 6-foot-l-inch, 205 
pounds, he can also hit with bone¬ 
jarring correctness. The Beimont 
Hill forward, a left-hand shot who 
plays right wing on a line with 
Keith O'Brien and Brian Caiiahan, 
has grown into the prototype mod¬ 
ern wing: a big piayer with the 
speed and strength to cut in to the 
net from the outside. 

"We were looking for someone 
physical to play on that line," said 
Belmont Hill coach Ken Martin. 
“We put him on his off wing and I 
think it took him a littie whiie to 
adjust. But I think he's been a good 
complement to them. He's very 
good at deflections. I'm trying to 
get him to go to the net more. Keith 
is so strong that there aren't many 
players who can move him around 
once he gets position.” 

Chishoim had seven goals and 
five assists in the team's first 18 
games. 

“I tend to try to be aggressive out 
there,” says Chisholm. "But I'm 


trying to be a more skiilftil piayer 
this year." 

The second-year varsity piayer, 
in his sixth year at the schooi, is a 
classic product ofthe Beimont HIti 
hockey program, which features 
six hockey teams (seventh-, eighth-, 
two ninth-grade teams, a junior 
varsity, and varsity team). 

“I've asked players coming up 
from the JV what the biggest 
adjustment is. They say it is the 
pace of the game,” said Martin. 
The one advantage of playing here 
is that ali the teams are taught the 
same system we use on the 
varsity." 

The team system is one of the 
elements that characterizes prep 
school hockey, says Chisholm. 

"It's more of a team effort," he 
notes. "Some teams have individu¬ 
al players that they feature. But 
overall, it is more of a team game." 

Chisholm fits in quite comfortab¬ 
ly in the team game. How good of 
an individuai player can he 
become? 

Well, if he develops a little more 
scoring touch around the net, you 
could see him deveioping into a 
Kevin Stevens type of player, a big 
forward who can go to the net with 
purpose and come away with a 
goal. 

”1 think he has to get a littie 
quicker with his feet," said Martin. 
"It's that first step. Once he gets 
going at top speed he is line." 

That was evident in the waning 
moments of the St. Sebastian's 
game. Chishoim — who wears No. 
16 and skates with that perfect 
angular posture that big piayers 
seem to have — took a pass in 
stride at center ice, barreled down 
the right boards, cut around a 
defenseman, and got a shot off 
before time expired. 

"I'm trying to go to the net more," 
says Chisholm. "I'm trying to cre¬ 
ate more scoring chances." 

Chisholm is hard to miss out 
there. He's going to be even more 
difficuit to ignore as time goes on.

Junior Tucker Bradford had first- 
and second-round pins in 12 and 30 
seconds, respectively.

AU downhill for 
area prep skiers

It may not be the most glamorous of 
the winter sports, with hockey and 
basketball usually grabbing the 
headlines, but at the Belmont Hill 
School, the Nordic Cross Country 
Skiing team has quietly gone about 
racking up championship banners. 

A victory in the Division 2 New 
England Cham'pionships on Feb. 17, 
coupled with a win at the Eastern 
Mass. Sprints on Feb. 3, ended one of 
the most successful cross country ski 
seasons in Belmont Hill School 
history. 

Three Winchester residents, Colin 
Hynes, Phil Canzano and J.J. Wright- 
on, were among the IS Hillies coach¬ 
es Fran Kirby and Todd Rodger 
guided to a tremendous 25-4 overall 
record and a first-place finish in the 
Mass Bay East League. 

Kirby, the fifth-year head coach at 
the Belmont school, said there is a 
different philosophy to cross country 
skiing than with other sports. 

“We concentrate on building the 
athlete fVom the ground up,” said 
Kirby. “The kids don’t necessarily 
flock to cross country skiing like they 
might other sports. We often have to 
encourage kids to come out in the 
seventh and eighth grade.” 

There are two types of events in 
cross country skiing. The first is the 
classical style, which most people 
have seen when they watch the biath- 
alon during Olympic telecasts. The 
classical form is the traditional 
method, where the competitors ski In 
tracks. 


In the relay style, the skiing is done 
In a freestyle form, using different 
skis with longer poles. ”It’s basically 
like skating on hard-packed snow,” 
Kirby explained. 

Hynes, a 16-year-old junior, joined 
the team in the eighth grade. The all- 
around athlete, a member of the soc¬ 
cer and baseball teams at Belmont 
Hill, came into his own on the race 
course this season. 

A consistent third-place finisher 
for the team, Hynes had his best race 
of the year in last week’s New Eng¬ 
land Championships, where he made 
up two minutes (a huge margin by 
cross country skiing standards) as 
Belmont went on to win the 10 
kilometer relay race. 

Canzano and Wrighton, both ft'esh- 
man, competed at the junior varsity 
level. Kirby expects both to be 
impact skiers on next year’s team. 

According to Kirby, it takes a spe¬ 
cial kind of person to make a compe¬ 
titive cross country skier. 

“It’s a sport of real seif discipline,” 
said Kirby. “You have to be able to 
accept a sport where their is very 
little glitz or glamour.” 

It also takes outstanding athletic 
ability, which is why the team spends 
the first month of the season doing 
various drills such as playing soccer, 
weight training, running long dis¬ 
tances and running the dreaded Har¬ 
vard Stadium stairs. 

“These are real athletes,” Kirby 
contends. “It requires a great deal of 
aerobic cndltloning and upper body 
strength. A lot of the kids do cross 
country running llrst. If you aren’t in 
top shape, you won’t be able to 
handle this sport." 


“I feel badly for Jeff,” said Tremb¬ 
lay. “To end the season with an 
injury is tough. He was a good cap¬ 
tain and a good leader.” 

Worthen is the lone Sachem 
expected to compete in this 
weekend’s state tournament at 
Franklin High, but a host of Winches¬ 
ter wrestlers will be in the practice 
room to help prepare their 
teammate. 

“John’s the only definite state com¬ 
petitor,” said Tremblay, “but a 
bunch of the guys are going to work 
out this week. Marino, Boffo, 
Edmands and Feola will all go as 
alternates, and even some guys who 
aren’t going to Franklin are going to 
work out. It’s a pretty dedicated 
group.”

The Stoneham Ice Skating Rink 
was the scene of celebration and 
enjoyment as the entire population 
of the Vinson-Owen Elementary 
School took to the ice on Friday. Feb. 
12. This annual event commemorates 
the Vinson-Owen family, after whom 
the school is named. 

Mrs. Maribel Vinson Owen was 
born in Winchester and learned to 
skate on Smith Pond. She won the 
North American Singles Figure Skat¬ 
ing Championship three times, and 
was a member of three United States 
Olympic teams. She taught at the 
Boston Skating Club and among her 
more than 4,000 students were Ten- 
ley Albright, six members of Olympic 
teams, and her own two daughters. 


The older daughter, Maribel, was 
North American pairs figure skating 
champion and also a member of the 
United States Olympic team. 

The younger daughter, Laurence, 
was North American singles figure 
skating champion and also a member 
of the United States Olympic team. 

All three died in a tragic plane 
crash, along with the entire U.S, 
Olympic team. The Vinson Owens 
were en route to the World Skating 
Championships when their plane 
went down in Brussels, Belgium on 
Feb. 15,1961. 

A skating portrait of the Vinson 
Owens was presented to the school 
by the Parents Association in a dedi¬ 
cation ceremony on Oct. 6,1965. The 
portrait is located in the foyer of our 
school.

When push comes to shove, 1 pre¬ 
fer a four-door sedan to a coupe. I 
may reconsider my priorities; I just 
drove the 1993 Honda Civic Coupe, 
Last year, Honda redesigned their 



Civic hatchback, sedan and Si 
modeis; now they have added a 
coupe. Why it took them so long to 
make this addition. I'll never know. 
This car is more attractive than the 
other models because of its sporty 
appearance. It is such an eyeK'atch- 
cr, I wouldn’t be surprised if the 
coupe becomes the best seller of 
the line. 

The Civic Coupe is available in 
two models, DX and EX. The EX I 
drove had the option package, 
which included a passenger-side 
airbag. Not many cars in this price 
class offer dual airbags. Although 
the base price for the DX is $10,350, 
the EX model with the option pack¬ 
age is a lot higher: $15,100. It has 



everything except anti-lock brakes. 

The EX model is equipped with a 
4-cylinder, 16-valve engine that pro¬ 
duces 125 horsepower. This engine 
has been around for about five 
years and each year Honda makes 
slight improvements. Linked to an 
automatic transmission, the perfor¬ 
mance is above par, but having dri¬

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Leaking exhaust ^sterns can be fatal 


Leaking exhaust system could havc- 
deadly c onsequences. 

The deep-throated rumble of a spor¬ 
ty exhaust note may be an exhilarat¬ 
ing call to the road for many. The 
raucous sputter of a leaking exhaust 
system, however, is only a loud 
annoyance to others and a clear signal 
of serious danger to you. 

Your vehicle's exhaust system is 
designed to carry the hot and noxious 
exhaust gases from the engine past 
the passenger compartment and vent 
them safely behind your moving car 
or truck. In all modern vehicles 
equipped with a catalytic converter, 
the exhaust gases are also further 
purified as they pass through the cata¬ 
lyst on their journey from engine to 
tailpipe. 

A leak in the exhaust system bet¬ 
ween the engine and the catalytic con¬ 
verter means that nonpurified 
exhaust is venting to the atmosphere. 
Even more serious, any leak in the 
system means deadly exhaust gases 
may be filtering into the passenger 
compartment as you drive. This is 
extremely critical this time of year 
when much driving is done with the 
windows closed, reducing the amount 
of fresh air entering the passenger 
compartmenL 

All automotive exhaust — even that 
which has passed through a catalytic 


converter — contains carbon 
monoxide, an odorless, deadly gas. 

Inspect your vehicle's exhaust 
system regularly — four times a 
year at least. Check the system 
immediately if you notice a change 
in the sound of the exhaust note or 
if you have reason to suspect the

system may have been damaged. 
Your vehicle's exhaust system gets 
very hot with use — several 
hundred degrees hoL Perform all 
exhaust inspections and main¬ 
tenance only on a cooled system. 
To gain access and visibility to most 
of the components, you may have 
to raise your car. Chock the wheels 
at one end of the car and jack up 
the other. Then place the car on 
safety stands. Never work beneath 
a vehicle that is supported by only a 
jack. 

Given the rust and debris that's 
part of the exhaust system's envi¬ 


ronment, wear safety glasses when 
working beneath your car and a hat 
and work gloves are advisable. 
Begin at the engine end of the 
exhaust and work your way back. 
Check that there are no signs of lea¬ 
kage between the exhaust manifold 
itself and the engine. Dark, sooty or 
burned looking fan-shaped areas on 
the engine surface 'mdicate a teak. 
Have the gasket between the engine 
and manifold replaced. On V-type 
engines, there are two exhaust 
manifolds. 

Next, check the connection of the 
manifold to the exhaust pipe. This 
connection is typically spring-loaded 
to allow for the movement of the 
rest of the exhaust system as the 
car's body bounces up and down as 
you drive. There may be slight 
movement at this connection if you 
try to jiggle the exhaust pipe. 
However, the securing nuts or bolts 
should be tight with no signs of 
leakage. 

Again, V-type engines will have 
two exhaust pipes — one coming 
from each manifold. These may con¬ 
nect to a single exhaust pipe or, on 
sporty cars, continue on as two sep¬ 
arate and complete exhaust sys¬ 
tems. All must be thoroughly 
checked. 

Continue back along the exhaust 


pipe, inspecting it for holes — even 
tiny pinholes — dents and cracks. 
There should be none. Check that 
the exhaust pipe is securely con¬ 
nected to the catalytic converter, 
which looks like a flattened muffler. 
Check it for damage and signs of 
leaking exhaust 

From the catalyst, move back 
along the next exhaust pipe toward 
the muffler. Many exhaust systems 
employ two mufflers after the cata¬ 
lytic converter to reduce noise 
without severely reducing engine 
performance. Each muffler and all 
connecting pipes must be 
inspected. 

As you check the components, 
probe suspiciously rusty sections. If 
you can poke through the rust — 
jabbing at the pipe or muffler with 
an old screwdriver — the compon¬ 
ent must be replaced. 

However, if an otherwise sound 
exhaust pipe has one small rusted 
or damaged section, you can 
replace just that damaged area 
using pre^t exhaust pipe made for 
the purpose. Replacement sections 
of various lengths are available at 
auto parts stores. 

Check each clamp and every con¬ 
nection between sections of pipe 
and between pipes and mufflers. 
Loose clamps should be tightened. 


if possible; replaced, if not Also 
check the security of the various 
hangers used along the entire 
length of the exhaust system to 
keep the various components from 
clanging against the underbody, 
drivetrain and suspension as you 
drive. The exhaust system hangers 
vary from large, thick reinforced 
rubber straps attached to clamps to 
heavy rubber 'donuts' slipped over 
metal fingers on the exhaust Grasp 
the exhaust pipe or muffler near 
each hanger and try to rock the 
exhaust system. It should move 
slightly, without hitting any part of 
the car. Replace any cracked, torn 
or loose hangers. 


Exhaust systems, along with 
brakes and suspension parts, 
take the most punishement in 
short term driving. Take note 
of exhaust odor as it may 
indicate a problem. The rot¬ 
ten-egg spell that oftentimes 
comes from catalytic con- 
verb’s may indicate an engine 
problem or that the converter 
is malhintioning.

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Muscle cars flex bigger muscles in '93 


General Motors Corp. and Ford 
Motor Co. will compete in a horse 
race in the 1990s, as both 
companies rejuvenate their pony 
cars 

General Motors' Chevrolet and 
Pontiac divisions recently 
introduced their redesigned muscle 
cars, the Chevrolet Camaro and 
Pontiac Firebird. The cars will be in 
dealer showrooms this spring. 
Ford's revamped Mustang won't be 
on the market until a year later, but 
the automaker has provided clues 
to what's in store for the car 
through a recently introduced 
conceit car. 

Completely redesigned for 1993, 
the Camaro and Firebird are 
longer, wider and taller than their 
predecessors with more power 
under the hood. 

The windshield, with its steep 
rake of 68 degrees, highlights the 
sporty styling of the cars. The body 
panels, except for the rear quarter 
panels and hood, are plastic. 

GM executives say 90 percent of 
the content of the cars is new, 
including new engines, body 
structure and standard equipment 

The Camara is available in the 
standard version and the uplevel 
Z28. Chevrolet General Manager 
Jim Perkins said that a convertible 


will be added in the 1994 model 
year. The base Camaro is priced at 
$13,399. The high-performance Z26 
carries a price tag of $16,779. 

Pondac's entries consist of a base 
version, the Formula and Trans 
Am. They have base price tags of 
$13,995, $17,995 and $21,395, 
respectively. The topend of price 
shouldn't go much beyond $22,000 
since Pontiac offers only four 
options on the Trans Am: automatic 
transmission, leather seats, 
compact dis player and removable 
hatch roofs. 

The standard Camaro and base 
Fuebird are powered by a 3.4-liter 
V-6 engine that produces 160 
horsepower, 20 horsepower more 
than the 3.1-liter V-6 engine it 
replaces but with better fuel 
economy. 

The Camaro Z28 and Pontiac's 
Formula and Trans Am are 
equipped with the 5.7-liter, 275- 
horsepower V-8 engine that also 
powers the Chevrolet Corvette. 
The engine produces 35 more 
horsepower than the engine it 
replaces. Features of the cars 
include standard anti-lock brakes, 
solar ray glass and dual airbags. 

Pontiac General Manager John 


Middlebrook notes the standard 
anti-theft system and airbags 
should help contain insurance 
costs. 

The Camaro and Firebird were 
first introduced at the height of the 
muscle car era in the mid-1960s. 
This is the fourth generation. The

last remake was in 1982. 

Ford will dip into its past for 
styling cues from the original 1965 
Mustang when it introduces the 
new Mustang as a 1995 model. 

Ford recently unveiled a concept 
car, the Mustang Mach III, at auto 
shows in Detroit and Los Angeles. 
Ford executives said the concept 
cor provides a glimpse into what is 
in store for the next-generation 
Mustang, a prime competitor to the 


Camaro and Firebird. 

The Mustang Mach III concept 
car blends styling cues of the 
classic Mustang with 1990$ design 
and technology. Fritz Mayhew, 
chief design executive for Ford's 
North American Design, said 
people are nostalgic about the 
Mustang. 

The Mach III is an open-air 
roadster built with carbon fiber 
body panels. The concept car 
sports a short, low windshield, 
wraparound rear bumper and 19- 
inch five-spoke wheels. The 
distinctive open grille, 
characteristic three-bar taillights, 
air scoop and lines along the door 
panels are reminiscent of the 1960s 
Mustang. 

However, under the hood, the 
Mach III is powered by a 1990s 
engine, in keeping with the 
Mustang's performance tradition. It 
is equipped with a supercharged 
4.6-Iiter V-8 engine rated at 450 
horsepower. The powertrain 
includes a ‘cold pack’ manifold 
intercooler and uses a dual exhaust 
system. Engineers estimate O-to-60 
mph performance at less than five 
seconds. 

A major technological innovation 
demonstrated on the Mach III is 


adjustable pedals. The brake, 
clutch and accelerator pedals have 
a three-inch range of adjustment to 
provide greater driving comfort for 
short- and long-legged drivers. 

The Mach HI also features a sw- 
speed manual transmission with 
overdrive, anti-lock brakes, dual 
front airbags, 1,000-watt audio 
system and flexible fuel capability. 
It runs on cither regular gasoline, 
M85 or any combination of the two 
fuels. 

The next-generation Mustang 
goes on sale in April 1994,30 years 
after the original Mustang's debut. 
The redesign will be the first since 
1978. It is believed the 1995 
Mustang will come in one body 
style, a two-door hatchback. Both 
ride and handling will be improved. 

It will be available as a base 
model and GT model. The new 
base Mustang is expected to be 
powered by Ford's 3.8-liter, V-6 
engine, which would replace the 
current 2.3-liter, four-cylinder 
engine. The GT likely will be 
powered by the 4.9-liter V-8 in the 
current model but with more 
horsepower, putting it over 200 
mph. Speculation is that later 
versions will be equipped with an 
even more powerful eng'ine

A welcome addition to Honda's lineup 


felt like I was driving a sports car. A 
quiet sports car, that is; the road 
noise coming up through the floor 
boards was mmimai. 

A quiet ride in this car is 
appreciated, especially when 
listening to the sound system. It 
has a six-speaker system that 
makes a slow ride through 
congested traffic much more 
enjoyable. Some of my favorite 
cassette tapes never sounded so 
good. 

The air conditioning/heating 
system is easy to reach and 
operate. In fact, all the controls are 
within easy reach. The ergonomics 
are well thought out, and the clarity 
of the instrument panel is excellent 

The comfort of the front seats is 
about average, and the back seats 
are a little small and difficult to get 
Into, except for little kids. Another 
drawback of the coupe design is 
opening the doors. Coupes require 
doors that are wider than a sedan, 
thus they require extra berth. In a 
tight parking space, it can be 
difficult to enter and exit 

Adding to the interior comforts 
are power operated windows, door 
locks, and power mirrors. Even the 


moonroof can be opened and 
closed with the touch of a button. It 
also has cruise control, cup 
holders, and even a light on the 
passenger’s vanity mirror. 

The trunk is another area that is 
thoughtfully designed. The low lift- 
over trunk lid makes.loading cargo 
easier, and a split-back on the rear 
seat provides access for additional 
space. But what I don’t understand 
is why it doesn’t have a warning 
signal when the headlights are left 
on, like it does when opening the 
door with the key in the ignition. 
Since most road service calls are 
for dead batteries, this thoughtful 
feature should be mandatory. 

The Civic Coupe EX is a 
welcomed addition, and could 
create interested crowds in the 
Honda showroom. I just hope they 
don't push and shove. 

Next week: 1993 Cadillac 
Eldorado Touring Coupe Big on 
safety: An important factor to 
consider when it comes to a safe 
car is size. According to the 
Insurance Institute for Highway 
Safety, people in small cars are 
injured more often and more 
severely than those in large cars. In 


relation to their numbers on the 
road, small cars account for more 
than twice as many deaths as large 
cars. It should be noted, however, 
that most safety equipment, such as 
anti-lock brakes and airbags, 
originates on the more expensive, 
larger cars. 

Dousing the fire: To combat the 
rumors that the demise of 
Oldsmobile was imnunent, a teaser- 
type TV commercial was made to 
show the 1994 Olds Aurora, their 
next new car. The company is also 
touting its new 250 Wsepower 
Aurora engine, which they claim 
will lead them into the next 
century. 

End of the line: Now that the 
Cadillac Allante has become a 
world class car, the company has 
decided to discontinue it in July. 
The $60,000 luxury convertible 
hasn’t generated enough sales to 
make it profitable. 

GM wins big: General motors 
received five of the 11 awards in 
popular science magazine’s ‘best of 
what's new' category, the GM 
technical staffs 100 mpg ultralite 
concept vehicle received the grand 
award.
